Satellite 'ruler* may measure earth, quakes

A unique ruler (hat will enable 


•.dentist* to measure the world and 
perhaps forecast earthquakes is ex- 
isted to be launched into orbit this 
week. 


The ruler wines in the form of 


;i satellite that looks like a giant 
:;ti!f ball. The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration plans to 
place it in a 3,600-milc-high orbit 
that will take it over the poles. 


The mirror-studded satellite is 


expected to be in such precise orbit 
that it will circle the earth for eight 
m ill ion years. 


Scientists will be able to bounce 


laser beams off the mirrors. By 
measuring the time it takes for the 
laser beam to make the round trip 
back to earth, scientists will be 
able to detect surface movements 
as small as eight inches anywhere 
on oar planet. 


The satellite is called the Laser 


Gcodynamic Satellite (Lageos) and 
it is scheduled for launch aboard a 
Delta rocket Tuesday from the 
Western Test Range in California. 


With the satellite, scientists 


hope to measure earth's crustul 
movements, polar motion, solid 
earth tides and precise locations of 
various spots on earth. 


A similar device was placed on 


the moon by the Apollo II astro- 
nauts in 1969. By bouncing laser 
beams off the mirrors, astronomers 
at the Lick Observatory in San Jose 
were able to measure the distance 
from the earth to the moon with 
great accuracy. The distance was 
226,970.9 miles, give or take 150 
feet, the astronomers said. 


The Lageos satellite is covered 


with 427 prisms called cube-corner 
rctroreflectors, giving it the dim- 
pled effect of a big golf ball. The 
retroreflectors are. three-dimen- 
sional prisms that reflect light back 
to its source regardless of the angle 
at which it is received. 


The Geological Survey will use 


the 903-pound satellite for possible 
earthquake prediction. By measur- 
ing small land movements along 
critical faults, such as the San An- 
dreas fault, they hope to tell when 
an earthquake will occur. 


The satellite also will be used to 


study continental drift, Most geolo- 
gists believe that the continents 
and ocean floors are made up of 
huge slabs of crust called tectonic 
plates, which move. 


A small plaque designed by Dr. 


Carl Sagan of Cornell University 
will be on the satellite. The plaque 
contains three drawings depicting 


the position of the continents 200 
million years ago, the way they are 
now and what they arc expected to 
look like 10 million years from now. 


At that timci according to 


theory, California will be off the 
coast of Washington and Oregon, 
Australia will be linked to South- 
east Asia and New Guinea, the In- 
dian Ocean will contain several 
large islands and the Italian boot 
will disappear. 


The satellite is expected to 


have a useful life of 50 years.. 


One of the reasons (or including 


the maps on the plaque is that 
when the satellite returns to earth 
in about eight million years, any- 


one who finds it will be able to 
figure out how drastically the conti- 
nents have drifted over the eons. 


Scientists estimate that the 


continents move at the rate of 
about .two inches a year, a move- 
ment that is impossible to detect by 
anyone standing on earth. 


"Whoever is inhabiting earth in 


that distant bpoeh may appreciate 
a little greeting card from (he re- 
mote past," said Sagan. 


Lageos is the first step in the 


solitl-earih dynamics portion of a 
NASA program to use the vantage 
point of space to get a better under- 
standing of the earth and oceans.

She said the papers were taken 


from a Las Vegas hotel by local 
authorities, but she would not say 
where or when. There was no indi- 
cation when the manuscript may 
have been written. 


Hughes lived on the top door of

Carter delegates led for tin 
convention seats and favorite-son 
Sen Llovd M. Bentsen for the other

Carter has said repeatedly that be 
expects to win nomination on the 
first ballot at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 


Reagan, who was in Indianap- 


olis, thanked his Texas supporters, 
but left any uctury statement for 
today A White House spokesman 
-aid there would be no statement 
from there Saturday night. 


IT WAS CLEAR THAT Reagan 


had cemented his presidential chal-

campaign platform for the rest of 
the campaign season. 


Texas was a crucial target fur 


Reagan, the state in which he had 
to start proving hi.s claim that he 
could outpoll Ford in southern and 
western primary elections. 


The GOP challenger gained his 


second primary victory. Ford has 
won seven times. Ford had made 
an intensive effort in Texas, spend- 
ing lour days on a campaign swing 
that ended election eve, in an obvi- 
ous effort to knock his rival out of 
the race. It didn't work. 


It appeared that a hefty cross- 


over vote by conservative Demo- 
crats had swelled Reagan's show- 
ing But there was no way to prove 
it because Texans do not register 
by party and had never held a 
presidential primary before. 


STUART SPENCER, deputy 


manager of the Ford campaign, 
said he wasn't surprised at the 
Reagan victory. "We have always 
felt Texas was Reagan country." 
he -aid. "We'll be very pleased 
with anything we get out of Texas." 


• Spencer said he considered it a 


certainty Reagan would be in the 
Republican race all the way to the 
GOP convention at Kansas City on 
Aug. Ifi. 


Reagan's campaign manager, 


John Sears, said. "The dimension 
of this victory goes well beyond the 
numbers." lie said it would have 
an impact in the series of pri- 
maries scheduled for May and that 
it would "make this a very interest- 
ing race in Indiana," where ford 
and Reagan go head-to-head Tues- 
day 


There was no popular vote 


count in the Texas race, but Rea- 
gan's top candidates for national 
convention scats were getting about 
HI per cent of the ballots cast. 


Both Ford and Reagan had 


indicated they thought the race was 
going to be close, but it wasn't. 
Reagan had counted on the con- 
servative habits of Texas voters to 
build him a victory. II worked, 
apparently drawing a substantial 
bloc of conservative Democrats 
OUT to vote for the California!! in 
the Republican primary. 


Ford had said Texas wouldn't 


necessarily set the pattern for 
other states, but "it certainly will 
be a headliner." Now, the competi- 
tion shifts to Alabama. Georgia and 
Indiana — and in the first two, 
Reagan is rated the leader even by 
Ford strategists. 


Sen. John G. Tower of Texas, 


the Ford state campaign manager, 
said Reagan organisers had the aid 
of former supporters of Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace in "a con- 
certed and obvious effort to get the 
Wallace votes in the Republican 
primary." 


WALLACE WAS ONCE a for- 


midable f i g u r e in Texas, but 
delegates pledged to him were 
gaining only about IS per cent of 
the vote, and none of them were 
leading for convention sc;its in the 
partial returns.

formally, who remained neutral in 
the Republican race, said the 
winner-take-all factor may have 
distorted the GOP results some- 
what by giving Reagan more dele- 
gates than he would have received 
in a proportional allocation.

Hatfields and McCoys 
bury hatchet on feud 


HARDY, Ky. (AP) - 


Descendants of the feud- 
ing Hatfields and McCoys 
— including two who were 
alive at the time of the 
battles — gathered Satur- 
day at a tangled, vine- 
covered cemetery 
beside 


Blackberry Creek and offi- 
cially closed one of the 
bloodiest chapters in the 
nation's history. 


About 300 persons stood 


in a steady downpour as a 
granite monument was 
dedicated at the McCoy 
family 
cemetery. 
Two 


ministers, one a Hatfield 
and the other a McCoy, 
called for "peace in the 
valley" as the two famous 
families formally buried 
the hatchet. 


An inscription on 
the 


monument read: "Six of 
the 16 children of Ran- 
dolph and Sarah McCoy lie 
buried here, having suffer- 
ed untimely death. Three 
died bound to paw paw 
trees at the mouth of 
Blackberry Creek in Au- 
gust 1882." 


The three. Tolbert, 


Pharmer and Randolph 


Jr., were killed by William 
Anderson "Devil Anse" 
Hatfield and several of his 
relatives in retaliation for 
the earlier murder of a 
Hatfield. Before the feud 
was finished, more than 
100 men, women and chil- 
dren had been killed or 
wounded, and the states of 
West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky were on the verge of 
open warfare. 


The cause of the feud 


between the two clans was 
never clear. Some said it 
was over the theft of a 
McCoy hog by the Hat- 
fields. Others said it 
stemmed from a grudge 
left by an incident during 
the Civil War. when the 
Hatfields fought for the 
South and the McCoys for 
the North. 


A b u f f e t luncheon fol- 


lowed the dedication. Two 
men who remember the 
feud cut the cake. 


Willis Hatfield, 88, of 


nearby Logan, W.Va., said 
he had long since given up 
any ill feelings. "Some of 
(hose McCoys are pretty 
good fellows," said the 


last living son of Devil 
Anse. 


Hatfield, who was only 


a youngster during most 
of the fighting, was stand- 
ing beside "Grandpaw" 
Jim McCoy, 92, of Hardy. 
McCoy still lives near the 
old homeplace and says he 
well remembers the night 
in 1888 that the Hatfields 
burned down his family's 
log cabin home and killed 
two of his cousins. 


"My daddy pulled me 


out of the cabin," he said. 
"All we were able to save 
were our nightclothes." 


Like Hatfield, McCoy 


said he also bore no 
grudge. He said he soon 
forgave the Hatfields and 
even 
drank moonshine 


with Devil Anse a few 
years after the cabin burn- 
ing. 


"The Hatfields are my 


good friends," he added. 
"Just the other day a Hat- 
field boy brought me over 
three squirrels he had kill- 
ed. Imagine that — a 
Hatfield doing that for a 
McCoy." 


Mennonite gives up court

A new ruling is pending 


from Weidner, who said in 
an interview after hearing 
final arguments last Mon- 
day t h a t Bear's case 
"should be thrown out 
because...he brought all 
this on himself."

north side than ever before. 


She said sales early this year

MEANWHILE, nearly all the

interviewed said reports that much 
of North Long Beach is "redlincd" 
are untrue. 


"Redlined" describes a neigh-

ventional loan on a home in North 
Long Beach." Century 21 real-es- 
tate salesman Joe Jennings said 
Saturday. "It's just that the people 
who arc buying up here arc doing it 
because they can't afford a large 
duwn payment.

"IN FACT, more than 90 per

North Long Beach is packed 


with modest one- and two-bedroom 
Spanish stucco and frames homes, 
which sell from $12,000 for what 
realtors call a "dump" up to ap- 
proximately $30,000. There is noth- 
ing currently listed for under $18,- 
500. 


WITHIN A FEW blocks of some 


of the least expensive homes in the 
area, there are 
neighborhoods 


where there isn't one house on the 
market for less than $100,000. 


In fact, there isn't a house on 


Country Club Drive in the Virginia 
Country Club area of Los Cerritos 
listed for less than $120,000. 


One of the mcst expensive 


homes for sale in Long Beach today 
is a m a s s i v e , 
6,000-square-foot 


home at '1294 Country Club Drive. 


The home, which is listed with 


Robert Weil Associates for $275,000, 
has 
five bedrooms, a four-room 


master suite, maid's quarters and 
more than 3,600 square feet of mar- 
ble patio and decking around the 
swimming pool. 


TYPICAL PRICE listings in 


Bixby Knolls range from $69,900 for 
a 2,100-square-foot, three-bedroom 
home with a family room at 3913 
Olive Ave. to $119,000 for a 2,866- 
square-foot, four-bedroom home at 
4225 Myrtle Ave. It has a large 
family room, study and swimming 
pool. 


Property values in Los Cerritos 


and Bixby Knolls have skyrocketed 
during the past couple of years, but 
values in most of the rest of North 
Long Beach have been increasing 
very little. 


A 2,200-square-fool home at 4150 


Chestnut Ave. sold for $57,000 in 
November 1974. The owners have 
"completely revitalized it," the list- 
ing agent said. "They added about 
°00 square feet during the remodel 
ing. and it will be listed in a week 
or so for $169,000. 


WHILE THE average apprecia- 


tion rate in Bixby Knolls and Los 
Cerritos during the past couple of 
years has been running about 20 
per cent, and in some cases much 
higher, the prices in North Long 
Beach have been inreasing only 
about 5 to 10 per cent. 


The reason, most of the realtors 


agree, is threefold: The community 
has always been a blue-collar area, 
where working people could afford 
to buy, and, secondly, prices for the 
area are set. in effect, by the FHA 
and VA loan appraisers. 


Because nearly all of the homes 


are sold with government-insured 
loans, they cannot be sold for much 


more than the value appraisers set ' 
as a lending limit. 


THE DIFFERENCE between 


the appraisal and the sale price 
would have to be made up by the 
buyers in increased down pay- 
ments, and a low down payment is 
one of the prime considerations for 
obtaining a federal loan in the first 
place. 


The third reason for the lower 


price appreciation, the realtors 
said, is that the area was subdir 
vided and developed with small lots 
and small houses and, because of 
this, North Long Beach will prob- 
ably always be an inexpensive 
area. 


Rents in North Long Beach, 


however, have kept up with, and in 
some cases surpassed, many other 
areas of the city on a percentage 
basis. 


ACCORDING TO owners of two 


of the largest home-rental agencies 
in Long Beach, rents for houses are 
running about 1 per cent of the 
property value, which means a two- 
bedroom home worth $25,000 would 
rent for about $250 per month, 
which would be enough to cover the 
landlord's loan payment. 


In areas like Belmont Shore 


and Alamitos Bay, however, many 
landlords are having to make up 
the difference between their in- 
come and their loan payments. 


HOWEVER. 
THE 
property 


there has been rising an average 20 
per cent during the land year, so 
the appreciation makes up for the 
lower percentage of rental income. 


The average rents for furnished 


apartments in North Long Beach 
range from about $80 a month for a 
single to as much as $225 a month 
for a two-bed room.

lung. The marshal's office has denied the charge. 


Johnson said he was having a legal conference with

Bates reportedly was told by the marshals that he

THE "GALL" of Hanna- 


ford, said Bond, to send 
two districtwide mailings 
within three weeks at tax- 
payer expense, one post- 
card mailer costing $17,000 
to announce two speaking 
engagements, then a four- 
page brochure (costing 
$21,000), "half of which is 
a reproduction of govern- 
ment telephone numbers 
easily found in a phone 
book or by dialing infor- 
mation." 


Bond said Hannaford's 


claim of credit for a $107,- 
000 grant to Huntington 
Beach is less than he has 
spent in federal money on 
personal mass mailers 
within 
the 
last 
four 


months alone. 


The mailers, Bond said, 


"for self-promotional pur- 
poses rank among the 
worst usages I have seen 
anywhere" and smacks of 
"a desperate candidate or 
at the very least an 
egomaniac." 


LUNGREN SAID the 


evidence disputes Hanna- 
ford's protests that he is 
working to control the 
growth of government and 
taxes. He noted the Ameri- 
can Conservative Union's 
"budget buster" award to 
Mannaford. 


Hannaford said there 


arc m a n y organizations 
like the ACU cited by Lun- 


gren "that issue pedigrees 
on congressmen, both on 
the left and on the right...- 
They pick out a handful of 
votes of a thousand cast in 
a year." 


One such group included 


GOP Reps. Burt Talcott of 
California 
and 
John 


Rhodes of Arizona in its 
"dirty dozen" as great 
polluters of the land, 
Hanr.aford said, "but 
that's false. 1 may disa- 
gree with these Republi- 
can colleagues but they're 
not great polluters." 


The same thing is true 


of the National Security 
Council which Bond used 
recently to point to a 12- 
point rating out of a possi- 
ble 100 given Hannaford, 
the congressman said. 


"THEY'RE fundamen- 


tally conservative, lobby- 
Ing groups. I looked up the 
issues involved after that 
Scoreboard 
appeared. 


Three of them involved 
aid to Southeast Asia. 
Well, I voted to get out of 
Southeast Asia and any- 
body who thinks that was- 
n't good for American se- 
curity I disagree with," 
Hannaford said. 


"One issue was the boy- 


cott of Rhodesian chrome. 
Well, I disagree with the

against Alger Hiss, according to Rolling 
Stone magazine. 


In a copyright artic!; in its May 


20 issue, the magazine says the UA was 
twice instrumental in securing evidence 
used by Nixon against Hiss, former 
State Department official accused of 
being a member of the Communist 
Party. The perjury conviction of Hiss in 
1950 gained national attention for Nixon, 
then a freshman congressman from 
California.

had established u cordial relationship 
with the CIA and its wartime predeces- 
sor while he was governor of New York, 


at one point approving parole for mob- 
ster Lucky Luciano after the spy agen- 
cy arranged for the Mafia to patrol 
East Coast docks against Nazi sabo- 
teurs. 


Citing "agency sources," author 


Howard Kohn reports that the CIA fun- 
neled more than $1 million from its 
secret budget into Dewey's presidential 
campaign. Organized-crime figures, in 
league with the CIA, also supported the 
Republican nominee, the magazine 
says. 


Before Dewey, who died in 1971, was 


upset by President Harry S Truman, he 
saw an opportunity to embarrass him 
during the campaign, Rolling Stone 
says. The CIA had provided him with 
information about Hiss, and he then 
leaked it to the Communist-hunting 
Nixon, the magazine says.

Van Bur en, 
the magician

If not always first in the hearts of his countrymen. 


Martin Van Buren can claim some other blue ribbons. 


;, 
He was the first president born after the Revolu- 


tion. He was the first to build a statehouse machine that 
could, with a little tinkering, probably still run today. Ho 
l.vas the first to face a bellyup depression. And he was 


, -the first — but not the last — to avow that what 


depression did to the private purses of his constituents 
— it emptied them — was no business of the public 
government. 


The eighth president was a small man: as a fledg- 


ling lawyer a judge once asked him to stand on a bench 
to present his arguments. But he cast his shadow over 
national politics for more than 30 years. Thrice he ran 
for president and in 1836, as the hand-picked heir of 
Andrew Jackson, whose vice president he had been, 
made it. Previously he had been a power in New York 
politics, a U.S. senator, governor of New York for a few 
months, until Jackson asked him to be his secretary of 
state and ambassador to Great Britain for a few more 
months, until rivals in Congress rejected his appoint- 
ment. 


Then, another first and perhaps a last, he became a

truly intimate vice presidential adviser and confidant to 
the one man who was his superior, Jackson. Van Buren, 
a master politican who earned the title "the little 
magician" by accomplishing such feats as winning the 
support of both Alexander Hamilton's son and his fa- 
ther's slayer, Aaron Burr, made no bones about wanting 
the top job as soon as Old Hickory tired of it. Indeed, the 
Democrats nominated him IS months before the 1836 
election lest there by any doubt. 


But no sooner had Van Buren assumed the purple 


than the bottom dropped out of the then 26 United 
States. All through the 1830s. America, with land for the 
taking as far as the eye could see and farther than 
stable currency could reach, had been on a speculative 
binge. 


The young nation had achieved the incredible in 


1834 by retiring the national debt, which had stood at $90 
million only 13 years before. But such public thrift was 
overwhelmed by an orgy of private greed. Population in 
the new states was bursting: 400,000 almost overnight in 
Illinois, 1.4 million in Ohio. 350,000 in Missouri. Land 
sharks bought, sold and rebought and resold in the 
certainty that trackless forest and prairie would soon 
flower with new communities and crops. British money 
joined the frenzy. 


Land in the territories was available to anyone. 


$1.25 an acre. Revenue from this soared from $1,507,175 
in 1829 to 524,877,179 seven years later. The federal 
Treasury was bulging — except there was no Treasury. 


JACKSON. IN A BITTER battle, had put the Bank 


of the United States, which handled federal monies, out 
of business. The funds were assigned to state banks, 
instead. jEcfcon, with some justice, hated the bank as 
an ominous monopoly and a corrupt one at that. Unfor- 
tunately, hard money, gold and silver, was scarce, and 
many banks were little more than an upturned hogshead 
with access to a press to print their own money.

If someone were to ask what all the paper was 


worth and one hogshead topple, the panic would be on. 
In his last year in office. Jackson gave the nudge by 
requiring that after July 1836 all land payments would 
have to be in gold or silver specie except for actual 
settlers. The local banks, meanwhile, were holding in 
their coffers almost $40 million in land revenues which 
were to be distributed to the states starting with $9,367,- 
000 in the first quarter of 1837. They would have to start 
calling in loans because of the loss of federal deposits. 
And repayment would mostly be in dubious paper. 
Lastly, times had turned sour in Britain. Hard British 
money went home. 


As Van Buren rode to his inaugural in a carriage 


fashioned from timbers of the U.S.S. Constitution, the 
hogsheads were toppling. First banks, then everything. 
In the first 11 days of April 1837 there were 128 assorted 
failures in New York City, including 30 dry-goods job- 
bers and 28 real-estate speculators. Cotton plunged from 
20 cents a pound to 10. Banks still afloat suspended 
payment of notes in hard money. The only commodity 
that still commanded cash was slaves. 


Bankers begged Van Buren to rescind his predeces- 


sor's Specie Circular, but Jackson, hard pressed him- 
self, roared from retirement at the Hermitage in Ten- 
nessee for "the little magician" to "stand firm." He did. 
Daniel Webster also roared there could be no separation 
of "the interests of the government and the interests of 
the people." 


PRESSED, VAN BUREN finally called a special 


session of Congress in September and laid down an 
unwritten law that was to characterize economic ortho- 
doxy long after he was dead (and he lived until 1862). 


The government, he said, could not aid the decev 


tion that paper was gold, that value arose without lab--- 
that cities could be built on thin air. Speculation had s« 
diverted the nation from its business, such as agricul- 
ture, that $2 million in grain had to be imported in the 
first six months of the year. 


"It (government* was not intended to confer special 


favors on individuals, or on any classes of them," the 
president said, "to create systems of agriculture, manu- 
factures or trade ... All communities are apt to look to 


government for too much ... We are prone to do so at 
periods of sudden embarrassment and distress ... The 
less government interferes with private pursuits, the 
best for general prosperity." 


He proposed creation of an independent federal 


Treasury to handle government monies, free from the 
risks of private banking. In 1840, the last year of his 
administration, Congress approved it. The Whigs, riding 
high, revoked it when they took office from a defeated 
Van Buren. It was reinstated, however, in 1846 and 
lasted until the creation of the Federal Reserve System 
in 1914.

The credo, if not the precise words, of Martin Van 


Buren has lasted even longer.

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Congress goes push-button 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Thanks to a computer, a 


congressman working in his office can push a couple 
of buttons on a TV screen terminal and read a 
summary of the debate he's missing on the House 
floor. 


Thirty computer terminals have been installed in 


congressional suites as part of a pilot study to deter- 
mine their effectiveness as information-providing, 
time-saving devices for members of Congress. 


The study will determine whether the terminals 


should be installed in the offices of each of the 435 
members of the House and in additional committee 
rooms, at a total yearly cost of more than $1 million. 


If the machines, which cost $180 a month each, 


are put into wide use around the Capitol, they may be 
wired into various government information networks.

Advertisement of Gallo 
wines in college news- 
papers has sparked con- 
troversy in recent weeks 
on campuses across the 
state, with several reports 
of mass theft of student 
newspapers and threats of 
physical violence. 


The most recent' in a 


series of disturbances sur- 
rounding a long-standing 
Unitea Farm Workers 
boycott of Gallo occurred 
last Tuesday at Hayward 
State University. 


ABOUT 15 members of 


the campus La Raza 
Coalition, a Chicano stu- 
dent group, marched into 
the editorial offices of the 
student newspaper, the 
Pioneer, and demanded 
suspension of a Gallo ad 
that ran that day. 


Dan Sheridan, Pioneer 


managing editor, said one 
demonstator told him the 
coalition would "close the 
paper down," using "any 
means we could, even if it 
came to doing something 
illegal." 


Earlier this month, edi- 


tors of the Sacramento 
State University news- 
paper, the Hornet, report- 
ed t h a i they received 
threats of violence after 
publishing the Gallo ad. 


THE NEXT time the 


Hornet advertised Gallo. 
8.000 copies of the student 
newspaper were taken 
from 
t h e i r distribution 


points and were later 
found stulfed in trash bins.

Beach State University's 
paper, said Gallo ads have 
appeared severals times 
this semester with no com- 
ment from UFW support- 
ers. 


"We haven't taken an 


editorial stand on the 
Gallo-UFW controversy," 
said Patterson. 


On otber campuses the 


Gallo-ads dispute has rais- 
ed questions about a cam- 
pus newspaper's purpose 
and responsibility. 


Editors of all papers 


interviewed agreed that 
press freedom includes the 
right not to print stories or 
ads they determine to be 
sexist, racist, or otherwise 
in bad taste. 


Michael Dorais, lobbyist 


and attorney for the Cali- 
fornia Newspaper Publish- 
ers Assn., said nonstudent 
newspapers have the right 
to refuse or accept adver- 
tising from anybody. 


However, the press 


freedom of student news- 
papers is not as clearly 
defined. A campus news- 
paper, unlike the general 
press, is not truly inde- 
pendent of its readership, 
the students. For example, 
student newspapers of the 
University of California, 
which are partially funded 
by student registration 
fees, are in most cases ac- 
countable to the campus 
media board and, ulti- 
mately, the UC Board of 
Regents. 


Some student news- 


papers say they cannot 
afford to ban Gallo's 


quarter-page ads and 
tabloid-size poster inserts, 
though they would like to. 


"It (the Gallo ad) keeps 


our paper solvent," said 
Dan Sheridan of Hayward 
State's Pioneer. "We 
won't be intimidated 
to 


pull put the ads." Sheridan 
published another Gallo ad 
last Thursday. He said he 
would have gladly banned 
the controversial promo- 
tion to quell student pro- 
test if an alternate ad 
were available. 


The editor of the UCR 


Highlander says he has 
continued to run the ads 
for financial reasons, but 
has given UFW supporters 
a full editorial page to 
present their views. 


Other newspapers have 


refused to publish Gallo 
ads, which editors say of- 
fend their readers and 
undermine the 
editorial 


board's announced support 
of the UFW boycott. 


"We are categorically 


opposed to Gallo selling its 
products at the expense of 
the farmworkers," said 


Irv Eachus, editor of the 
California Aggie at UC 
Davis. "We are dealing 
here with a company 
which has a long history of 
exploitation of farmwork- 
ers." 


Editorial staff of the UC 


Santa

Nexus and the UC Irvine 
New University have also 
editorialized in favor of 


the UFW boycott, but they 
run Gallo ads because 
they refuse to cross 
editorial policy over to 
advertising. 


"We believe anyone 


should have the freedom 
to advertise and we can't 
start to discriminate on 
the basis of editorial 
stance," said Pat Gross, 
New University advertis- 
ing manager.

a house inspected before buying it. 
Who floes this kind of thing? L.K., 
Long Beach. 


Private building-inspection firms 


will check a house from roof to 
foundation to make sure it is in 
good condition, and paying for such 
service might be money well spent 
if you have any doubts about the 
integrity of the structure. AAA 
Building Inspection Service in Cul- 
ver City, 839-1389, employs off-duty 
municipal building inspectors. A 
company spokesman said they 
"check on everything we can get 
to." The fee for an average-sized 
three-bedroom, two-bath house is 
$88. A similar sen-ice is offered by 
Nationwide Real Estate Inspection 
Service. Its offices are in New 
York, but you can arrange to have 
a local inspector check a property 
by calling their toll-free number, 
(800) 221-2165. Their fees range 
from $85 to $200. Both firms check 
heating, plumbing, wiring, water 
pressure, roof, drainage, founda- 
tions, attics and interior and exteri- 
or walls, and give a written report 
on the condition of the building. It 
also is a good idea to have the local 
building department check to make 
sure there are no unauthorized 
additions or improvements and that 
the structure conforms to the build- 
ing code. In Long Beach such an 
inspection costs $5, with an addi- 
tional $10 to have the plumbing and 
electrical systems checked for code 
compliance. 


Irredeemable 


I came out here recently from 


Florida to start my own business. 
My wife is with her brother in Ohio 
until I can afford her plane ticket 
to California. I received my federal 
income-tax refund cheek for $1,100, 
which is made out to me and my 
wife. I sent it to my wife for her 
endorsement, but the Bank of Dow- 
ney, where I have a savings and a 
checking account, still wouldn't let 
me cash it unless she was present. 
I can't get her out here without the 
money from that check, and it 
seems I can't get the money with- 
out her.

CHARLOTTE, N.C.-Jerry 


Brown Saturday commenced the 
task of convincing skeptical black 
politicians that he is mounting a 
serious campaign for the Demo- 
cratic.presidenlial nomination. 


The California governor was 


the first of four candidates for the 
nomination to arrive at the Caucus 
of Black Democrats. 


Shortly after he arrived, Brown 


heard one of his main supporters, 
Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bi--dley, 
issue a warning to all the candi- 
dates that "if you don't deal with 
the issues we identify, we will deal 
with you at the polls." 


BROWN IS scheduled today to 


face the biggest challenge in his 
infant, but mushrooming, cam- 
paign. 


He is to make a panel appear- 


ance with front-running Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, Congressman 
Morris Udall of Arizona and Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho in the con- 
cluding event of the three-day cau- 
cus attended by 1,500 black, elected 
officials. 


Welcomed warmly in Maryland 


as he launched his national cam- 
paign earlier in the week, Brown 
drew a cordial but restrained 
reception from the delegates here, 
most of whom appeared grieved 
over Minnesota Sen. Hubert 
Humphery's decision not to become 
an active presidential candidate. 


"This is Humphrey country," 


said San Francisco Assemblyman 
Willie L. Brown Jr., who is clearly 
a force among black politicians na- 
tionally. 


Blacks from outside California 


are curious about the governor, 
said Assemblyman Brown, who has 
not yet declared his candidate 
preference. 


An aide to the governor said 


late evening talks were planned 
with Assemblyman Brown and with 
Los Angeles Congresswoman 
Yvonne Braithwaite Burke, who 
also has not yet announced support 
of a candidate. 


Congressman Ron Dellums of 


Berkeley said that if Gov. Brown is 
to gain support from uncommitted 
blacks, he must abandon his ques- 
tioning approach to the specific 
issues troubling blacks and propose 
specific solutions. 


Pickup in pickup? 


We are planning a trip east soon 


and wonder if it is legal to carry a 
passenger in the back of my pickup 
truck.

DELLUMS ADDED that he had 


urged Brown to come to -Charlotte 
for just that purpose. "The ques- 
tions have been articulated. Now 
we must have answers," he said. 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson of 


Chicago, another national power 
among blacks, said he was pre- 
pared to come to California to 
stump for the governor if he is 
asked to do so by the state's black 
politicians. 


"His (Gov. Brown's) destiny is 


locked in the hands of California's 
blacks who want to see how he 
handles the Dymally situation," 
Jackson said. 


The "Dymally situation" refers 


to the contention of many blacks 
that the governor has relegated Lt 
Gov. Mcrvyn Dymally to an insig- 
nificant role in his administration. 


Brown, questioned about Jack- 


son's statement, said: "That is puz- 
zling. Merv is an active supporter 
of my campaign and will travel to 
Maryland on my behalf." 


Dymally is scheduled to return 


with Brown to Maryland Wednes- 
day as the governor steps up his 
effort to win that state's May 18 
primary election. 


Earlier Saturday, Brown con- 


cluded a three-day visit to Mary- 
land by meeting with two groups of 
volunteers in two different coun- 
ties. 


AT THE FIRST session, Tow- 


son Township in Baltimore County, 
more than 150 persons waited in a 
church for an hour to see the 38- 
year-old Californian whose visit has 
touched off a response that has 
startled veteran Maryland politi- 
cians. 


At the second, 75 citizens of 


Prince George's County traveled to 
another church in a driving rain- 
storm to see the governor. 


Later Saturday, Brown met 


with a small group of highly influ- 
ential political writers at a Wash- 
ington luncheon hosted by Godfrey 
Sperling, publisher of the Christian 
Science Monitor. 


The governor was scheduled to 


return to California later today but 
was to get no rest from campaign- 
ing. Two late-night, fund-raising 
receptions were scheduled for him 
in Los Angeles and Pasadena.

Ford, advisers weigh

Ford and the National Security 
Council weighed Saturday a 
multibillion-dollar 
decision

whether to embark on an expanded 
Navy shipbuilding program, with a 
consequent major increase in the 
defense budget in future years. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation of what decision emerged 
from the two-hour meeting of the 
President with his top defense, 
diplomatic and budget advisers. 
But the expectation within the 
administration was that, partly for 
political reasons, Ford would ap- 
prove some increase in the Navy's 
shipbuilding program. 


The future size of the Navy, 


which at 480 ships is now at the 
lowest level since 1939, is regarded 
within the Pentagon as the most 


important military issue confront- 
ing the administration, involving 
tens of billions of dollars as well as 
the future role of the Navy. The 
issue also has become involved in 
domestic politics as Ronald Reagan 
has pressed his charge in the 
Republican presidential primary 
contest that the administration has 
allowed the nation to slip into a 
position of military inferiority, in- 
cluding naval power. 


White House officials have in- 


sisted that the timing of the deci- 
sion was in no way related to or 
dependent on Saturday's outcome 
of the critical Texas primary. Bui 
Pentagon officials reported that the 
decision-making process has taken 
on urgency as the administration 
became more concerned about the 
Reagan challenge. 


Vote delay

Police reported more than 100 


persons killed and 150 wounded in 
the clashes that erupted after post- 
ponement of a parliament session 
Saturday to elect a new president. 


Parliament Speaker Kamel 


Assaad piit off the election in an 
llth-hour decision Friday night in 
the face of irreconcilable discord 
among the 98 assembly members 
charged with replacing the Chris- 
tian chief of state, Suleiman Fran- 
jieh. 


FRANJIEH'S departure is the 


leftist Moslem coalition's main 
condition for ending the war, The 
Moslems have taken the upper 
hand after a year of combat that 
has killed nearly 18,000 persons and 
left the country in ruins. 


The politicians' inability to 


agree on a new leader underscored 
the deep split still ripping this little 
Arab nation — Moslem demands 
for political reforms and increased 
Arabization versus Christian;deter- 
mination la retain dominant posi- 
tions in the government and econo- 
my.

An apparent freeze in rela- 


tions between jockey and trainer 
of the Derby favorite surfaced 
48 hours before the race when 
Jolley erased Baeza's name as 
rider in entering Honest Pleas- 
ure Thursday and wrote "no 
boy." 


The act created considerable 


confusion before Jolley, after 
being pressured by Churchill 
Downs officials, announced 
Baeza as the rider. 


Both Jolley and the horse's 


owner, Bertram Firestone, 
shrugged off the incident as an 
"oversight." Track insiders said 
the misunderstanding ran deep- 
er than that. 


There were reports that 


Baeza, who had ridden the colt 
to eight, victories, might be re- 
placed in the saddle for the 
Preakness and the Belmont 
Stakes, the remaining two 
jewels Of racing's Triple Crown 
for three-year-olds. 


But Jolley said after the 


race: "Baeza raced a perfect 
race. I have no complaints." 


Asked if he wanted another 


shot at Bold Forbes, Baeza 
shrugged his shoulders.

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KAREEM SAYS THERE'LL

NEW YORK (AP) - Kare«m 


Abdul-Jabbar says the Lakers are 
in for a shakeup following their 
failure to qualify for the National 
Basketball Association playoffs this 
season, a shakeup that could in- 
clude coach BUI Sharman as well 
as several players. 


"There definitely have to be 


some changes," says Abdul-Jab- 
bar, voted the NBA's Most Valu- 
able player hi his first season with 
thc Lakers even though the club 
had a losing record and failed to 
make the playoffs. 


"Jack Kent Cooke (the Lakers' 


owner) invited me to his home last 
week and we talked about the 
team's future," the 7-toot-2 center 
disclosed. "He said he definitely 
wants some new personnel on the 
club—but I'm pretty confident he 
doesn't want a new center. 


"We had a lot of talent-it just 


wasn't coordinated well. We didn't 
work well together." 


Does that mean Cooke wants a 


new coordinator—a new coach? 


"Anything is possible," Abdul- 


Jabbar replied. 


Sharman has been under attack 


for his failure to guide the Lakers 
into the playoffs this season follow- 
ing the off-season trade which saw 
Los Angeles send four young 
players to the Milwaukee Bucks for 
Abdul-Jabbar. There have been re- 
ports that when the Lakers regroup 
for next season, a new coach will 
be at the helm. 


"We had all the problems any 


new group encounters," Abdul-Jab- 
bar said. "We were never able to 
establish an identity as a team. We 
had trouble handling teams that 
had big guards. We had trouble 
getting a team on the floor that had 


good offensive and defensive bal- 
ance." 


Adbul-Jabbar, in New York to 


receive an award as the winner of 
a computer evaluation competition 
to determine the "most productive 
and most consistent" player in pro 
basketball, said he felt that person- 
ally 1975-76 may have been his best 
season ever. He led the league in 
rebounding and blocked shots and 
was second in scoring. 


But except for Abdul-Jabbar, 


the Lakers had problems. Play- 
maker Lucius Allen was inconsist- 
ent, and shooting guard Gail Good- 
rich did little else besides score. 
The forward situation was even 
more muddled—Cazzie Russell lan- 
guished on the bench, rookie Dan" 
Ford fizzled after a fast start and 
Sharman finally settled on Corky 
Calhoun and Cornell Warner, nei- 
ther of" whom was an offensive 
threat. The Lakers finished with a 
40-12 record, fourth Ln the Pacific 
Division behind defending cham- 
pion Golden State and .two young 
clubs, Seattle and Phoenix. 


"I think as an individual, I had 


an exceptional year," said Abdul- 
Jabbar, who averaged 27.7 points, 
16.9 rebounds, 4.12 blocked shots 
and 5.0 assists per game. 


"But it could have been a lot 


better. I was disappointed in that 
we didnt win as often as people 
expected, we didn't get any sell- 
outs, we didn't build any interest in 
the team. 


"I wouldn't say it was a very 


disappointing season—after all, I 
think we were better than most 
teams in the league. But we didn't 
win as often as most people expect- 
ed. 


"Mr. Cooke said he definitely 


wants quite a few changes in per- 
sonnel, if they can be made."

It's just all those superstuds up in San Jose throw- 


ing their weight around. 


"There's probably nowhere in the world that has so 


many top athletes around," says Mac Wilkins, who 
checks in at 6-4 and 255 pounds. "Especially throwers." 


If a world weight-throwing reconj doesn't belong to 


an athlete training around San Jose, it just has or soon 
will again. Notables of the shotputting set include Brian 
Oldfield (pro) and Al Feucrbach (amateur). 


Last weekend at Mt. San Antonio College Wilkins 


took the discus record away from a crosstown cop, .John 


Powell, who set it a year 
ago at Long Beach State, 
where Wilkins will com- 
pete today in the Long 
Beach Invitational. 


MAC MAURICE WIL- 


KINS, 25, is a relatively 
recent arrival at the 
mecca of muscle. He had 
been a resident of Eugene, 
Ore., where he was born 
and attended the Universi- 
ty of Oregon, although he 
spent much of his youth in 
Portland and 
Tacoma,

cided the best thing for me 
to do was come to San 
Jose for the training envi- 
ronment, with all these top 


athletes here. Also, the weather is much better." 


"We don't see each other all the time. There's a 


group toward the west side of town and they hang out 
together. Another group lives and trains toward the east 
side. We all lift weights at the YMCA. 


"Actually, ! don't see John Powell that much . . . 


probably three or four times since I moved here. He 
wasn't at Mt. SAC. I was hoping he would be, but he has 
his plan for the year and I have mine. We're just going 
to have to stick by our training schedules and see who 
has the best idea and who's the best thrower." 


WITH SO MANY muscles bulging around every 


corner, San Jose bars would seem to be well stocked in 
bouncers. But most of the athletes are not interested in 
employment during this Olympic year. 


Powell has taken an eight-month leave of absence 


from the police department; Wilkins taught high school 
in Eugene last year but is now surviving off his savings 
while sharing an apartment with Vince Pluckebaum, an 
aspiring decathlete. 


"I'm still hanging on by the threads," Mac sujs. 


"I'm strictly training and that's pretty much a fulltimc 
job. In actual physical work 1 train 5 to 7 hours a day, 
and the mental part of the program is just as impor- 
tant." 


Wilkins' program includes weightlifting, throwing, 


running and swimming. 


"I've found it helpful. It seems to loosen me up, 


stretch me out and get me balanced better." 


WILKINS' LIFESTYLE might seem unproductive 


to straight society. He lias never been married, drives a 
'63 Volkswagen—the only car he has ever owned—and is 
not interested in any career other than throwing the 
discus. 


He admits that his may be "a counter-culture way 


of life. 


"But I just want to do the things I feel are impor- 


tant to me, and do them to the best of my ability. I've 
come to the conclusion that it's not important what 
you're doing but how you do it, as long as it's satisfying, 
rewarding and challenging. 


"I figure I could be out making a lot of money and 


getting ulcers, but this is what I want to do. Material 
things, financial security and so on really aren't impor- 
tant." 


WILKINS EXPERIENCED only a brief thrill when 


he threw 226 feet, 11 Vi inches last week, surpassing 
Powell's effort by 3fe inches, and he is not particularly 
turned on by the prospect of an Olympic medaUEdi/or's 
Note- Wilkins added more than 6 feet to his world 
record Saturday with a throw of 232 led 6 inches at the 
San Jose Bicentennial Invitational.) 


"When I made the throw I thought, well, that's 


pretty good. I didn't have any idea it was that far— 
maybe 217, 220. Then I saw them put the tape down and 
it looked like it was going to be over 69 meters and I got 
pretty excited. Then when I saw it was definitely over 69 
meters, 10 (centimeters) I was screaming and yelling. 


"But I don't think in terms of throwing world 


records or winning Olympic medals. Mainly, I was very 
pleased that I had improved, and the record happened to 
go. So it was four inches farther than anyone else. That 
was not the significant thing for me at the time. It 
seemed more like another step on the way to what I 
want to do. 


"I can't say what I want to do in feet and inches. I 


just want to keep improving until I feel I'm doing my 
best." 


Wilkins reflects a moment, then adds: 
"Of course, if it had been one inch shorter than the 


record, it wouldn't have been quite as exciting."

No roadblock too 'Major9 


for Johnny to overcome 


Everything 
Johnny 
Majors 


touches has turned to gold, so when 
the 40-year-old University of Pitts- 
burgh football coach says this may 
be the year that the once-fabled 
Panthers hit the jackpot—a major 
bowl game—it behooves one to pay 
attention. 


From the beginning, at age 8 


when he led the entire town of 
Huntland, Tenn. (pop. 300) in a 
World War II scrap iron drive, 
Majors has been a winner. 


He even launched his dad, Shir- 


ley, on a successful football coach- 
ing career. The elder Majors inau- 
gurated football at Huntland High 
in 1949, then Johnny came along to 
be his tailback. 


"We never lost a game in my 


three years," boasted Johnny 
Majors, "and for the nine years 
that his sons played tailback, dad 
had a 70-1-1 record." 


Johnny is a member of one of 


the most famous football families 
in America. He and brothers Bill 
and Bobby were stars at the 
University of Tennessee. Joe star- 
red at Florida State and Larry 
played for their father when Shir- 
ley left Huntland for University of 
the South. 


After Johnny tailbacked three 


seasons for dad at Huntland, Joe, 
Bill and Larry spent two successive 
years' apiece as Shirley's bread- 
and-butter runners. 


BUT JOHNNY was the biggest 


star. An all-America tailback at 
Tennessee, he led the Vols to a 10-0 
record in 1956, No. 2 national rank- 
ing and a trip to the Sugar Bowl. 
He also finished second to Paul 
Hornung in Heisman Trophy ballot- 
ing. 


This year he was selected as 


one of 11 members of the Quarter 
Century All-Star team — the best 
players in the Southeastern Confer- 
ence during the last 25 years. His 
name still is splattered throughout 
the Tennessee record book. 


Johnny's great grasp of football 


further emerged when he turned to 
coaching. Following graduation, he 
became an assistant at his alma 
mater, moved to Mississippi State, 
then in '63 to Arkansas as Frank 
Broyles' defensive back coach, 
where he stayed until he got the 
Iowa State head job in '68. 


Majors look downtrodden Iowa 


State to two bowl games in five 


years and after steering the Cy- 
clones to the Liberty Bowl in '72, he 
went to Pitt. 


The Panther turnaround was 


dramatic. His three-year record of 
22-13-1 is the best Pitt has done 
since Jock Sutherland's days of the 
'30s. Pitt's nine-year record prior to 
Majors' appointment was 28-60. 


EACH SEASON at Pitt was a 


Panther milestone. In '73, the Pan- 
thers had their first winning season 
in 11 years and their first bowl bid 
(Fiesta) in 17 years. For his job of 


HV.\K 


resurrection, Johnny was voted 
Coach of the Year by the Football 
Writers' Association. 


In '74, Pitt attendance jumped 


10,000 (to 42,000) over the '73 aver- 
age and the Golden Panther Boost- 
er Club grew from 300 to more than 
2.000 members. 


Last season, the Panthers were 


8-4, including a 33-19 Sun Bowl win 
over Kansas, and season ticket 
sales had doubled since Majors' 
arrival. 


"I think we acquired the confi- 


dence and poise last season that 
may put us in the top 10 and into a 
major bowl this season," said 
Majors Friday, during a 24-hour 
Southland visit on behalf of the 
American Football Coaches Associ- 
ation and the Tea Council of U.S.A. 


"We became men last year. We 


lost to Penn State. 7-6. in our final 
game, but (Joe) Paterno's team 
crossed our 50 only twice. That was 
the first time thai I felt I had 
arrived at Pitt. The big guy wasn't 
kicking us; we were doing the kick- 
ing. 


"We beat Notre Damo, :)1-20, 


and that was the biggest Pittsburgh 
win in 20 or 30 years." 


\VIL\T IS the secret to turning 


around a sick football program? 


"There's no secret," replied 


Johnny, modestly. "Every product 
has something to sell. Both Iowa 
State and Pittsburgh were uniquely 
similar in that both had long losing 
histories. Both also needed shaking 
up. 


"When I first got to Iowa State 


all I heard was that it was a 


coaches' graveyard, and I almost 
believed it myself. But I had want- 
ed to be a head coach, so I remem- 
bered what my father had drilled 
into me — that the worst thing to 
do was to make excuses. 


"I was very low at first when I 


was at Iowa State, but I told myself 
that I was better off then before. 


"Iowa State was the last place 


in the world that I ever thought I'd 
coach and Pitt probably was the 
second to last. Being from the 
South, I had expected to live and 
die there. Oh, I did get interviewed 
for the Vanderbilt job, but that 
situation wasn't for me. 


"Iowa State was in Big 10 coun- 


try, but I sold people there on the 
idea of the Big 8's strength in foot- 
ball. After all, Big 8 teams had 
beaten Big 10 opponents 80 per cent 
of the time. A percentage of the 
people I was recruiting believed 
it." 


"IT WAS TOUGH to put a staff 


together at Iowa State because all 
my friends were in the South, so it 
took me a month to assemble a 
staff. My coaches were all 24 to 26 
years old, and they busted their 
tails. I took the whole group with 
me when I went to Pittsburgh." 


With Paterno at Penn State, 


isn 't Pitt recruiting difficult? 


"No place is easy. USC might 


have climate, tradition and the ath- 
letes, but in western Pennsylvania 
we have some of the best football 
players in the country. They're not 
as fast as Southern Cal kids, but 
they're tough. 


"We are strong now in western 


Pennsylvania, while Paterno is 
strong in the East around Philadel- 
phia. But there are enough good 
football players in western Penn- 
sylvania to always have a winning 
team. 


"At first, I was on a cham- 


pagne diet with a beer allowance al 
Pitt. We played some tough ones 
right away, like USC and Oklaho- 
ma, and I had only 19 scholarships 
the first year. But to play big time, 
you must have pride, and to get 
that 1 went out and spent money for 
equipment, uniforms and a decent 
locker room." 


MAJORS HAS a lot of pride in 


his Heisman Trophy candidate, 
Tony Dorset!. 


JOHNNY MAJORS 
Smoky City messiah 


"Dorsetl is the best running 


back I've ever seen," he declared, 
emphatically. "Personally, I think 
the only one in his class is O.J. 
Simpson. Tony has a burst of speed 
rare in running backs. He has the 
two all-time highest rushing games 
against Notre Dame — 303 yards 
last year and 209 as a freshman." 


Vour name was mentioned lor 


the SC and UCLA posts. Were you 
interested? 


"Both are fine jobs, but I made 


no pitch for either, no matter what 
might have been written. Besides, 
both jobs were filled quickly." 


Have you ever considered pro 


football, like so many other suc- 
cessful college coaches? 


"Yes, but not seriously now. I 


was interviewed by a pro club 
three years ago, about the time I 
took (he Pitt job. but my heart still 
was in college football."I don't de- 
test college recruiting yet. When 
that time comes, who knows? 


"But I want to coach until I 


retire for good. Football and the 
contact is the greatest sport of all. 
There was nothing like breaking a 
tackle and escaping from every- 
body. 


"Now, there's nothing like sus- 


taining a winner over a period of 
time and coaching a national cham- 
pionship team. 


"I get edgy in the off-season in 


my office, but on the first day of 
practice, the adrenalin flows 
again."

ducking them, getting inside. He made Ali, who was 
obviously, puffily overweight, look lumbering and wild, 
far from the graceful fighter we have come to expect. 


By the 14th, Young was putting together his own 


combinations. He jolted Ali with hard rights, making 
him blink in pain. Just as you could see the confidence 
growing in Jimmy Young's face, you could see doubt, 
bewilderment etched in Ali's face, a face that usually 
shows only contempt. 


About this time the crowd had begun to turn, too. It 


was ironic. Young had been variously identifed as 
Jimmy Jones and Jimmy Carter by some spectators 
before the fight, such was his lack of identity. 


When he had entered the ring, it was to thunderous 


silence. Well, they never do cheer for the sacrificial 
lamb, do they? 


But after the !0th round, when it had become 


obvious that Jimmy Young would not play the fool, 
would not sacrifice himself, his pride, was an unwilling 
martyr, the crowd began to pull for him. Ali looked 
startled. This was heresy. 


Yet he could do nothing about it. He tried, desper- 


ately in the 15th round, to knock out Young. He couldn't 
reach him. He tried rope-a-dope, he tried letting Young 
pound at his arms, he tried two rounds of dancing and 
jabbing, he tried right hand leads, he tried talking to 
Young. None of it worked. 


Ali was out of shape, and, by his own admiss ion, he 


badly underestimated Young. A lot of us were guilty of 
that. 


This was a night, that Muhammad Ali was ripe for 


the taking. I think he escaped only because of his 
considerable reputation. 


It wasn't fear in Jimmy Young's eyes at the start; 


it was more respect, caution. 


"I was being careful at the start," Young said later. 


"Maybe too careful." 


Ali had predicted after the weigh-in that Young 


would be tense. 


"This is my 18th title fight," Ali said. "It's old stuff 


for me, just another night. But Jimmy Young, this is the 
first time he'll see all those people, all those lights. It's a 
chance of a lifetime for him. He's gonna be nervous." 


He was. But, unlike most of the others, Young did 


not run scared. 


Even in 1970. when Jackson had what was con- 


sidered a poor season (23 homers. 66 RBI), Reggie 
stole the show and the headlines. His running verbal 
battle with Finley that year was a classic. 


When Finley threatened to banish him to the 


minor leagues to brush up on his hitting, the writers 
knew they could count on Reggie to provide the 
anticipated response. 


"Did that SOB really say that?" Reggie raged. 


"Well, damn it, I won't go! I will never go!" He 
didn't. 


One can remember Jackson's triumphant trot 


around the bases at Oakland Coliseum that year after 
hitting a pinch-hit grand slam homer, topped off by a 
whispered obscenity toward Charlie's personal box 
that doubtlessly stung Finley's ears even if he could 
never hear it. 


...And how Finley humbled him for the only time 


he ever really could a few days later by forcing him 
to sign a prepared apology. 


Jackson coined names like "heai-bringers" for 


pitchers and "pole hitters" for sluggers. 


When hc slumped, he was, "The bad luck buz- 


zard who can't kill nothin' and nothin' won't die." 


He was the non-hitting, non-fielding, non- 


uniformed star— dramatically, anyway— of the A's '72 
World Series triumph when he hobbled pathetically 
around the batting cage on crutches after being 
sidelined in the A.L. playoffs. 


When the action lulled during the '74 Series, 


Jackson spiced up the scene by censuring a magazine 


story written by Mur- 
ray 
Olderman 
by 


informing him before a 
huge crowd of writers 
that he could anticipate 
"getting his mail by go- 
pher." 


Often during foot- 


ball season, he made 
himself obvious to the 
Oakland Raider throng 
by pacing up and down 
the 
sidelines, 
an 


attention-getting 
ploy 


because he could cer- 
tainly have seen the 
game better 
from 


another vantage point 


All of this doubt- 


lessly grated on the 
sensitivities of his 
teammates. He 
had 


clubhouse brawls with 


my Nmh ^ m^ 
Epstein. Sal Bando frequently let it be known that he 
considered Jackson immature. 


Following A's fifth consecutive division title last 


year, a victory party Reggie staged at his Berkeley 
home can be best remembered for the A's who didn't 
come. Only Billy Williams and Claudcll Washington 
were among the guests. 


It was their way of letting Reggie know they 


preferred not to be in his company. But the same 
guys would admit today they're not so sure of that 
anymore. 


Without Reggie, they're not so sure there'll be 


any more victory parties.

"I'm not really disappointed, I'm just not happy. 


All I'll remember is choking my last jump. I should 
have gone all the way through the board instead of 
trying to keep under control." 


Going all-out earlier had earned Willie a blue ribbon 


on his first long .fumy of the afternoon (25-8(4). 


• "I thought to get the team up I'd have to get out 


there as far as I could. We just never got into this meet. 
I'm an enthusiastic jumper. When the crowd's yelling 
and my teammates are behind me, I get better. When 
there's no enthusiasm, my jumps don't improve." 


It was an exhilarating moment for Cochee, who has 


lived with Banks' come-through performance for a year. 


"This was long overdue," said the Trojan, "espe- 


cially after last year. That day I went blank after 
Willie's jump. ! felt handicapped because I had no 
chance for a comeback. The whole event flashed in my 
mind again today." 


Cocbee said he made up his mind that he—not 


Banks—would have the last jump in the finals. To earn 
that he knew he had to take the lead in the prelimi- 
naries. 


"I also felt I owed the team something. We've lost 


the three years I've been here, and, being a senior, I 
wanted to go out on a winning note." 


Another senior, shotputter Mike Budincich, echoed 


Cochee's statement. He used a lifetime best 63-5% to 
score the day's initial upset, defeating UCLA's Jim 
Neidhart(61-10V4). 


"I didn't place as a freshman or sophomore and 


only took second as a junior, so I felt it was my duty as 
a senior to get us started," said the 6-3, 260-pounder. "In 
my mind we were like a string of dominoes and all we 
needed was my win to get us moving." 


UCLA was carrying a 42-meet win streak—31 in a 


row at Drake Stadium. The national dual meet cham- 
pionship was on the line. The Bruins wouldn't go under 
without a fight, almost literally. 


Sophomore Steve Beck won a shoving, elbowing- 


swinging duel with USC's Rayfield Beaton in the 1,500 
meters, running a lifetime best 3:45.8 to Beaton's 3:4.2, 
also a career low. 


Afterward the freckle-faced Beck called the race 


"every man for himself. It started as a tactical race 
with everyone wanting position. 


"Rayfield veered out slightly beginning one turn 


and caught me with a spike. So I cut inside and put him 
in lane two. I've got no complaints at all." 


Beaton did. 
"He should have been disqualified," said the native 


of Guyana. "You're not allowed to pass on the inside 
and he did it." 


UCLA's ploy was to force Beaton to run himself out 


in the 1.500 and have nothing left for the 800 later. It 
worked perfectly, one of the few strategical plusses on 
the Bruin ledger. 


"They knew I was doubling, so they tried to get me 


in a box. To get out I'd have to run outside. Then my 
back started bothering me." 


Beaton strained his lower back muscles by length- 


ening his stride and was staggering at the finish. With 
USC holding a 19-point advantage, he was scratched 
from the 800. 


"If the meet had been closer, I would have run. I 


could have won and probably run 1:45; but there are 
more important meets ahead, like the Pacific-8, the 
NCAA and the Olympics."

second 
round at the 


Forum Wednesday in the 
first professional boxing 
match between women in 
California. 


Ms. 
Maybee, 
who 


prefers that designation, 
bounced out of the ring 
with a youngster's enthusi- 
asm and received a big 
ovation from the crowd of 
7,758 at the Forum. Loser 


Pat Pineda said she plan- 
ned to get married and 
would sack the boxing 
ring. 


"I'll fight any contender 


among women," Ms. May- 
bee declared. "But I won't 
fight guys. They're differ- 
ent." 


She's been offered a 


fight in Honolulu and 
apparently will accept al- 
though she wants to be on 
hand to try to become a 
wide receiver with the Los 
Angeles Dandelions of 
women's football. 


"I learned to fight in the 


street. When somebody 
jumped me I'd jump 
back," Ms. Maybee told 
newsmen. "My Mom told 
me 'You get whipped and 
come home and you get 
whipped again.'" 


Kim didn't get whipped 


and she had some "broth- 
ers" who helped her devel- 
op her skills. 


"They really showed me 


what to do," the tall ga! 
related. "I think 1 can 
beat any gal."

Woman driver cracks mark 


TALLADEGA, Ala. (AP) - Richard Childress 


led the final group of qualifiers Saturday for today's 
$216,325 Winston 500 NASCAR Grand National stock 
car race, turning a top lap of 178.900 miles per hour 
around the 2.66-mile Alabama International Motor 
Speedway trioval. 


Meanwhile, drag racer Paula Murphy hiked her 


own women's closed course speed record to 172.336 
mph, and Johnny Halford cruised to an easy victory 
after Lennic Pond dropped out in a 200-mile Automo- 
bile Racing Qub of America stock car race. 


The Grand National qualifying for positions 16 


through 30 had been rained out Friday and combined 
with the scheduled time trials for the final 10 spots in 
the 40-car field. Pond topped the final 10 with a speed 
of 177.745 m.p.h. 


Miss Murphy, who set the old women's record of 


171.499 mph in 1971, said this was her first time in a 


stock ear on an oval track since her earlier record 
run. 


"I think the car is capable of more speed. I was 


hoping for 175," said Miss Murphy of her Richard 
Petty Dodge car. "But my legs were shaking so bad ! 
couldn't hold the throttle down hard enough." 


Her speed would have been fast enough for 36th 


starting position in Sunday's 500-miler, but Miss 
Murphy, who says she is not a women's libber, said, 
"I don't approve of women in Grand National or 
Indianapolis cars. It takes too much physical ability 
and it's too competitive." 


Specifically Miss Murphy said she did not sup- 


port the efforts of women like Janet Guthrie and 
Arlene Hiss, who are trying to break the sex barrier 
in the Indianapolis 500.

Satellite 'ruler9 may measure earth., quakes

A unique ruler that will enable 


scicnlis.ts to measure (lie world and 
perhaps forecast earthquakes is ex- 
pected to be bunched into orbit this 
week. 


The ruler eunies in the form o( 


a salcllile lhat looks like a. giant 
golf ball. The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration plans lo 
place it it) a 3,000-mile-high ovbil 
that will take it over (he poles. 


Tin.1 mirror-studded satellite is 


expected to be in such precise orbil 
[hal it will circle the- earth for eight 
m ill ion years. 


Scientists will be able to bounce 


laser beams off the mirrors. By 
measuring the time il lakes lor the 
laser beam to make the round trip 
back (o earth, scientists will be 
able to detect surface movements 
as.small as eight inches anywhere 
on our planet. 


The satellite is called the Laser 


Gcodynamic Satellite (Lageos) and 
it is scheduled for launch aboard a 
Delta rocket Tuesday from the 
Western Test Range in California. 


With Hie satellite, scientists 


hope lo measure earth's cruslal 
movements, polar motion, solid 
earth tides and precise locations of 
various spots on earth. 


A similar device was placed on 


the moon by Ihe Apollo II astro- 
nauts in 1%9. By bouncing laser 
beams off the mirrors, astronomers 
at the Lick Observatory in San Jose 
were able to measure the distance 
from the earth to the moon with 
great accuracy. Tire distance was 
220,070.9 miles, give or lake !oO 
fee!, (he astronomers said. 


The Uigeos satellite is covered 


with 127 prisms called cube-corner 
vetrorcfleclors. giving it (he dim- 
pled effect of a big golf ball. The 
retrorefleetors 
are 
three-dimen- 


sional prisms lhat reflect light back 
to ils source regardless of the angle 
at which it is received. 


The Geological Survey will use 


Ihe 903-pound satellite for possible 
earthquake prediction. By measur- 
ing small land movements along 
critical faults, such as the San An- 
dreas fault, they hope to tell when 
an earthquake will occur. 


The satellite also will be used to 


study continental drift. Most geolo- 
gists believe that the continents 
and ocean floors are made up of 
huge slabs of crust called leclonic 
plates, which move. 


A small plaque designed by Dr. 


Carl Sayan of Cornell University 
will be on ihe satellite. The plaque 
contains three drawings depicting 


the position of the continents 200 
million years ago. Ihe way (hey arc 
now and what (hey are expected lo 
look like 10 million years from now. 


At ( h a t lime, according lo 


theory. California will be off the 
coast of Washington and Oregon, 
Australia will be linked lo South- 
east Asia and New.Guinea, the In- 
dian Ocean will contain several 
large islands and (he Italian boot 
will disappear. 


The satellite is expected to 


have a useful life uf 50 years. 


One of the reasons for including 


the maps on the plaque is lhat 
when the satellite returns to earth 
in alwut eighl million years, any-

Hatfields and McCoys 
bury hatchet on feud 


HARDY, Ky. (AP) — 


Descendants of the fend- 
ing Hatfields and McCoys 
— including two who were 
alive al the time of the 
bailies — gathered Satur- 
day at a tangled, vine- 
covered cemetery beside 
Blackberry Creek and offi- 
cially closed one of the 
bloodiest chapters in the 
nation's history. 


About 300 persons stood 


in a steady downpour as a 
granite monument was 
dedicated at the McCoy 
f a m i l y 
cemetery. 
Two 


ministers, one a Hatfield 
and the other a McCoy, 
called for "peace in the 
valley" as the two famous 
families formally buried 
the hatchet. 


An inscription on the 


monument read: "Six of 
the 
16 children of Ran- 


dolph and Sarah McCoy lie 
buried here, having suffer- 
ed untimely death. Three 
died bound to paw paw 
trees at the 
mouth of 


Blackberry Creek in Au- 
gust 1882." 


The three, Tolbert, 


Pharmer and 
Randolph 


Jr., were killed by William 
Anderson "Devi] Ansc" 
Hatfield and several of his 
relatives in retaliation for 
the earlier murder of a 
Hatfield. Before the feud 
was finished, more than 
100 men, women and chil- 
dren had been killed or 
wounded, and the states of 
West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky were on the verge of 
open warfare. 


The cause of the feud 


between the two clans was 
never clear. Some said it 
was over the theft of a 
McCoy hog by the Hat- 
f i e l d s . Others said it 
stemmed from a grudge 
left by an incident during 
Ihe Civil War, when the 
Hatfields fought for the 
South and the McCoys for 
the North. 


A b u f f e t luncheon fol- 


lowed the dedication. Two 
men who remember the 
feud cut the cake. 


Willis Hatfield, 88, of 


nearby Logan, W.Va., said 
he had long since given up 
any ill feelings. "Some of 
those McCoys are pretty 
good fellows," said the 


last living son of Devil 
Anse. 


Halfield, who was only 


a youngster during most 
of the fighting, was stand- 
ing beside "Grandpaw" 
Jim McCoy, 92, of Hardy. 
McCoy still lives near the 
old honicplace and says he 
well remembers the night 
in 1888 that the Hatfields 
burned down his family's 
log cabin home and killed 
two of his cousins. 


"My daddy pulled me 


out of the cabin," he said. 
"All we were able to save 
were our nightclothcs." 


Like Hatfield, McCoy 


said he also bore no 
grudge. He said he soon 
forgave the Hatfields and 
even d r a n k moonshine 
with Devil Ansc a 
few 


years after the cabin burn- 
ing. 


"The Hatficlris are my 


good friends," he added. 
"Just Ihe other day a Hal- 
field boy brought me over 
three squirrels he had kill- 
ed. Imagine that — a 
Hatfield doing that for a 
McCoy."

Rosalind Reimann tugged at 
everybody" and has nowhere to 


her tousled hair and looked around 
turn. Mrs. Reimann said. 


the living room stacked high with 
boxes. 


"You can't imagine how grate- 


ful I am to the National Guard and 
the Long Beach Housing Author- 
ity," she said, a smile forming on 
her weathered face. 


"I knew I was going to have to 


move. I couldn't afford the rent 
anymore, you know. And I was 
worried plenty about it. I couldn't 
have done it alone." 


Mrs. Reimann, a widow in her 


70s, was taking a brief rest from 
moving chores at her new apart- 
ment in the 900 block of Dawson 
Avenue. Until Friday, she lived 
eight blocks away in an apartment 
on Gardenia Avenue. 


But the increasing grip of infla- 


tion on her monthly Social Security 
check forced Mrs. Reimann, a 20- 
year resident of Long Beach, to 
seek lower-cost housing. 


That's not easy when you're a 


senior citizen who's "outlived 


"I really didn't know what 1 


would do. Those high rents, you 
know, people just can't 
afford 


them. And it's not easy to find 
someplace cheaper to live." 


Mrs. Reimann, a frequent visi- 


tor to Bixby Park, said she had just 
about given up hope when she 
found help at the park from a work- 
er for the city's Department of Sen- 
ior Citizen Affairs. 


"I had no idea the city could 


help," she said. "But Mr. (Joe) 
Anakin said he thought the city's 
Housing Authority would help me 
find another place to live. 


"I can't say enough good things 


about him and the city," she added. 
"They found this apartment for me 
(the rent is less than half of what 
she had been paying) and got the 
National Guard to help me move. 


"Mr. Anakin works with and 


for the senior citizens," she said. 
"And 
the four men from the Na- 


tional Guard were so polite and

helpful. They moved everything 
this afternoon." 


Mrs. 
Reimann said her new 


apartment is "more modern" than 
the o.ne she just vacated after 
seven years. 


"But it's also a lot smaller," 


she added, gesturing to stack after 


stack of cardboard boxes contain- 
ing the accumulation of more than 
70 years of living. 


"I'll have to go through all this 


stuff and get rid of a lot of it, but I 
don't really mind. I think I'll be 
happy he re." 


As she spoke, the spring songs 


of birds filtered through the screen 


door, and the vibrant pink blossoms 
of a flowering peach swayed in a 
soft afternoon breeze just across 
the walk. 


But flowers and birds do not 


make up for the loneliness of grow- 
ing old, Mrs. Reimann said, noting 
that they're nice accompaniments, 
but she prefers the comfort of 


knowing that someone in the city 
cares. 


"You know," she said, "a lot of 


people criticize the city for the 
things they say it doesn't do, or the 
things they say it does wrong. But I 
needed help, and they were here to 
help me. I appreciate that."

Chief, aide out after school audit 


Superintendent Stanley Ross 


has been removed from command 
of the North Orange County Re- 
gional Occupational Program after 
an audit disclosed "some irregular- 
ities," it was learned Saturday. 


Ross was reassigned to a post 


as special consultant, which the 
program's trustees created for 
him. They said he will be paid his 
$30,000 annual salary at least until 
the term of his former position ex- 
pires June 30. 


The trustees named John 


Dewey, program coordinator, to be 
acting chief administrator of the 
vocational training program, which 
since 1972 has been sponsored joint- 


ly by Anaheim and Fulierton union 
high-school districts and Placentia 
and Brea-Olinda unified school dis- 
tricts. 


The program operates on an 


annual budget of $6.5 million and is 
the largest such setup in the coun- 
ty. It has an enrollment of almost 
12.000 and has classes in schools, 
store buildings and other places of 
business. 


Board President William Yeats 


said John Bremer, former teacher 
in the program's nursery depart- 
ment, resigned after the audit 
showed the need for corrections of 
procedures. 


The audit presented a long list 


of "minor" discrepancies, stressed 
the need for better business prac- 
tices and questioned a system of 
••virtually no internal control. . .in 
the handling of cash receipts and 
sales." 


The auditing firm of Holmgren 


and Sawyer of Newport Beach 
noted a shortage of ?400 in nursery- 
plant sales records and complained 
of inadequate accounting methods 
and internal control. 


Sheldon Houts, who preceded 


Yeats as president of the trustees, 
disclosed that the audit was re- 
quested in February because it was 
determined that many procedural 
changes were necessary.

What is described by the hfi-d 


of the Long Beach Medical Associa- 
tion as a "crack in the walls of 
organized medicine" is occurring 
locally, spreading to the state level 
and is expected to be felt nationally 
within the next month or two. 


The crack — a dramatic drop 


in membership in medical soci- 
eties, long the security nlankets of 
the medical establishment — has 
happened in Long Beach, in the Los 
Angeles County Medical Associa- 
tion and other county associations, 
and is being reflected in member- 
ship rolls of the California Medical 
Association. 


It's certain to affect American 


Medical Association membership 
as well. 


THE LONG Beach Medical As- 


sociation, for the first time in its 
history, experienced a significant 
membership loss this year — 160 
out of 727 doctors fell by the way- 
side. 


The Los Angeles County Medi- 


cal Association (LACMA), which 
had a 1975 membership of 10,017, 
lost about 1,000 members and may 
lose as many as 1,100, predicted 
Don Rosenthal, assistant executive 
director of the county group. 


Les Carpenter, spokesman for 


the California Medical Association, 
said the trend is being noticed in 
CMA's San Francisco office al- 
though a f i n a l tally won't be 
available for a week or two when 
reports from all the county soci- 
eties are in. 


And at the AMA in Chicago, a 


spokesman said that group won't 
have a clear picture until mid- 
June, but since doctors who join the 
AMA normally do so through a 
county or state association, a na- 
tional decline seems inevitable. 


THERE arc two major factors 


in the membership dip. Foremost is 
the medical malpractice insurance 
crisis, a nagging problem still 
unsettled despite a doctors' slow- 
down last January and February, 
which left many physicians frus- 
trated because the medical estab- 
lishment was unable to prescribe 
an immediate cure. 


The second key issue driving 


doctors away from traditional af- 
filiations 
is the 
mandatory 


membership required in the CMA 


and AMA if the doctors join county 
associations. 


The is.-uc has become so tick- 


lish the CMA currently is mailing 
to its membership a referendum 
which, if enough doctors concur, 
would divorce AMA and CMA 
membership. 


Separating CMA and county 


membership is another problem. 
CMA charters county societies, so 
without a CMA bylaw change, it is 
impossible to .inn county associa- 
tions without joining the CMA. 


"Many people sec the AMA as 


Bach, not rock 


a fnr-away thing," Rosenthal said. 
"They might like to join a county 
group but they balk at joining the 
AMA." 


The issue of freedom of choice 


plays more of a part in doctors' not 
wanting to join the state and na- 
tional groups than does dissatisfac- 
tion with the groups, several 
spokesmen for county societies 
said.

Her plants dig the 
sound of music

They may have laughed when 


college student Dorothy Retallack 
sat down to play music to potted 
plants for her biology class in 1968, 
but her experiment won worldwide 
recognition and made her an au- 
thor. 


Her book "The Sound of Music 


and Plants" is an expansion of data 
from experiments which led to an 
article in the Denver Post, ft s^ol 
on the CBS Evening News and arti- 
cles in European journals. 


Plants come alive with the 


sound of music, she proved, but 
only if it's the right kind. 


Speaking at Long Beach City 


College's Pacific Coast campus re- 
cently, the Denver grandmother of 
17 detailed her original experi- 
ments at Colorado Women's Col- 
lege in which test plants thrived 
with Bach and died with rock. 


She had no scientific conclusion 


about why plants subjected to acid 
rock wilted in her 1968 experi- 
ments, and said ii was "not proven 
by any means" that rock harms 
humans. 


However, Mrs. Retallack said, 


plants which leaned away by up to 
70 degrees from speakers playing 
rock music "looked like they were 
trying to tell me something." 


By contrast, plants subjected to 


Bach organ music "absolutely 
adored it," and plants given con- 


certs of classical Indian sitar music 
by Ravi Shankar "almost em- 
braced tile speakers." 


Test plants also did well with 


the type of bland, canned back- 
ground 
music 
found 
in> 


supermarkets and elevators, she 
said, and "they loved jazz." 


Country-and-western music was 


played in "the only experiment I've 
ever done in which nothing hap-

SOMETIMES we tend to take a community re- 


source for granted. A case in point is Frances Bond, 
a quiet, modest heroine in the Long Beach war 
against poverty. 


Frances is past retirement age, and she could be 


taking life easy, knitting, basking in the sun and 
trading stories about and pictures of her three grand- 
children. Instead, she is out in the community 10 to 12 
hours a day (many times on weekends), busy with 
camera and notebook recording the story of the poor 
and the agencies that help them. 


Frances is director of community relations, Long 


Beach Commission on Economic Opportunities. Her 
news beat is hunger, loneliness, discouragement, 
hope, opportunity, old age, youth, the charity that 


looks beyond today and touches brighter tomorrows. 


Poverty programs mean money spent, personnel 


employed, statistics, projections and talk—at least 
the poverty war is seen in such terms by its critics. 
But the poverty war has a human face, a soul, a 
vitality that is generated by people like Frances 
Bond. 


Frances doesn't see a statistic—she sees a 


human being in need. She sees a father or mother 
who needs a job to support a family. She sees a 
youngster who needs an off-the-street interest as an 
alternative to delinquency. She sees a senior citizen 
in need of proper nutrition. She sees an elderly shut- 
in to be visited and comforted. 


THERE ARE 20-odd programs under the tent of 


the LBCEO, and the stewardship of those programs 
is reported to the public through the camera and 
typewriter of Frances Bond. If you are a reader of 
"Action Forum," the publication of the LBCEO, you 
already know the work of Frances Bond, although 
you probably don't know her personally. 


The poor of Long Beach know Frances. She's 


their friend, their confidante, their morale booster, 
their counselor, their listener. She's the "lady who 
always has time," as one woman client of the Down- 
town Neighborhood Center put it. 


The third annual California-Nevada Community 


Action conference was held at the Edgewater Hyatt 
House Hotel April 22-25 Opening day was typical of 
the schedule Frances Bond keeps. She was on the job 
at 6:30 a.m., setting up media exhibits, making notes, 
telephone calls, arrangements. She was still on the 
job at 11 p.m., bone tired but still smiling. 


She had time to talk to the 15-year-old Chicano 


lad from Delano, whose Nairobi communal farm 
project photographs incisively portrayed the vigor of 
boot-strap econmics. She gave the youngster advice, 
and she in turn learned from him. 


I kidded her about clock-watching. "I never 


seem to have time to watch a clock," she said. 


Clocks watching Frances Bond in action would 


soon grow weary and ask for time out. 


Prior to going to work for the Long Beach 


Commission on Economic Opportunities in 1967, 
Frances had been employed in private industry. 
Successfully, too. Her last stop before coming to the 
West Coast was the editorship of the Marshall Field 
department store house organ in Chicago. That posi- 
tion had been preceded by newspaper work in Chica- 
go, and in Rochester, Ind., her home town. 


WHEN ONE is born in Rochester, Ind., the work 


ethic conies with baptism. Frances doesn't know 


what it is to be idle, as the journalism department at 
the University of Missouri discovered to its delight. 
She was one of the department's star graduates in 
1932. 


Frances is a true journalist. News is people to 


her. News is what people do to and for each other. 
She concentrates on what people do for each other— 
that's what the LBCEO's prize-winning "Action 
Forum" is all about. 


Frances is a friend of mine. But, then, that's not 


exceptional. She has nothing but friends. And the 
circle of her friendships now includes a little girl on a 
poverty war poster, a child of farm workers who does 
not know Frances but has become an important part 
of her thoughts.

WHILE THE average apprecia- 


tion rale in Bixby Knolls and Los 
Cerritos during the past couple of 
years has been running alwut 20 
per cent, and in some cases much 
higher, the prices in North Long 
Beach have been inreasing only 
about 5 to 10 per cent. 


The reason, most of the realtors 


agree, is threefold: The community 
has always been a blue-collar area, 
where working people could afford 
to buy, and, secondly, prices for the 
area are set, in effect, by the FHA 
and VA loan appraisers. 


Because nearly all of the homes 


arc sold wifh government-insured 
loans, they cannot be sold for much 


more than Ihe value appraisers set 
as a lending limit.

Sensible, and unusual 


Once a politician begins to 


think about being president, it be- 
comes very hard for him to be 
objective about the quest. 


Harold Stassen, Wilbur Mills, 


Richard Nixon and many others 
persisted in the quest long after it 
became obvious to everyone else 
they hadn't a chance. In the case 
of Richard Nixon, everyone else 
was wrong. That case was an 
anomaly. This year everyone else 
knows that Frank Church and Mo 
Udall don't have a chance. But 
Church and Udall are still in there 
fighting. 


HUBERT 
HUMPHREY 
did 


have a chance, although not much 
of one. He thus deserves all the 
more credit for bowing out of the 
race gracefully and with a sense 
nf humor. 


It must have been harder for 


Humphrey than for a man who 
had only recently contracted the 
disease. 
Humphrey was 
bitten 


long ago. He hoped to be his 
party's vice presidential nominee 
in 1956, but Adlai Stevenson left 
the question to Democratic con- 
vention delegates and Estes 
Kefauver got the nod. In 1960, 
Humphrey 
sought 
his party's 


presidentialnomination but fared 
badly in the primaries against the 
monev and charm of John Kenne- 


dy. Four years later, Humphrey 
was elected vice president. In 196S 
he got the presidential nomination 
but lost the election by a narrow 
margin. His effort to get the 1972 
nomination collapsed when he lost 
the California primary by a close 
vote to George McGovern. 


So Humphrey's decision not to 


fight for the nomination this year 
came against the background of 
two decades of desire, of hard 
work, and of near misses. 


THE FACT THAT Humphrey's 


decision was sensible does not 
make it any less unusual. 


Hubert Humphrey has never 


been a man to succumb to bitter- 
ness or futile regret. He is, as he 
said the other day, "a good sena- 
tor." Given the feelings of Minne- 
sotans, his re-election is as likely 
as anything in the uncertain world 
of politics. 


We don't always agree with 


Senator Humphrey's proposals 
he is sometimes as generous with 
the taxpayers' money as he is 
with his own words — but we 
admire his energy and legislative 
imagination, and we applaud his 
constructive spirit. We wish him 
continued success as a senator 
and as the Democrats' floor lead- 
er if his colleagues choose to

THIS HAS changed the attitudes and 


votes of a lot of people. Politically, Virgin- 
ia is not typical of the nation, but here in 
the foothills of the Blue Ridge, he has 
transformed the attitudes of the voters 
along our lonely and winding roads. 


Fauquier County, Va., is conservative 


Harry Byrd country. Once solidly Demo- 
cratic, it has been sliding toward the 
Republicans for a generation, but Carter 
seems to be swinging it back. The fact that 
he has prevailed in the primaries against 
the Democratic Party and labor organiza- 
tions has changed the mood of voters along 
these roads. They like his independence. 
They say that maybe a Southerner is final- 
ly going to have an honest shot at the 
presidency, and they are impressed by his 
religious faith. 


Accordingly, this little community may 


help explain one aspect of Carter's suc- 
cess. It is divided on political issues, but it 
pays attention to its churches — of whatev- 
er denomination.

People talk here, as in 
Louisiana, about how the people of the 
"parish" voted. 


ONLY TWICE in the last 50 years has 


the "religious issue" been important in our 
presidential election. The 
Democratic 


Party's national convention in 1924 at 
Madison Square Garden in New York, 
where the Democrats will meet again in 
July, was hopelessly divided, with urban 
Catholics and Jews favoring Alfred E. 
Smith and rural Protestants voting for 
William Gibbs McAdoo — and John W. 
Davis emerging as the compromise candi- 
date after 103 ballots. 


The issue came up again in 1960 when 


Jack Kennedy, a Roman Catholic, finally 
won the nomination and the presidency 
after proclaiming: "I do not speak for my 
church on public matters, and the church 
does not speak for me." The issue is not so 
prominent now, but it has been raised, not 
by Carter but by the questions of the press, 
and Carter has not hesitated to give wit- 
ness to a deep religious faith. 


This has encouraged many voters and 


troubled many others. Carter, unlike 
Kennedy, is a "true believer," and for the 
rest of the campaign, many voters will 
undoubtedly be asking what he truly be- 
lieves. 


IT IS A fair enough question. Already 


some of his opponents are suggesting pri- 
vately that he is a "religious fanatic" who 
thinks he is an important instrument of 
"the Lord's work," but there is no evi- 
dence to support this thesis. 


He is said to be a great admirer of the 


late Reinhold Niebuhr, former professor of 
Christian ethics at the Union Theological 
Seminary of New York. Niebuhr, far from 
being a "religious fanatic." was one of Die 
most eloquent critics both of American 
theology and politics, and of the challenge 
of Communist ideology 


Few Americans of the postwar world 


have kept a better balance between our 
ethical and political dilemmas than Nie- 
buhr. or been more aware of the irony of 
American history.

I have met many Long Beach police 


officers. I was at one period of my life a 
regular inmate of the jail. I am a recover- 
ed alcoholic and have been sober about six 
years. Before I was able to regain my 
sobriety I at one time or another met 
almost every officer on the force. 


A few of them were brutal and sadistic, 


but the majority were nice guys. 


On three separate occasions I was 


beaten by police officers while I was too 
drunk even to stand alone. Once. I was 
battered in the ribs and stomach by two 
officers while my hands were cuffed he- 
hind me. I suffered a fractured rib. During- 
another arrest, while spread for the frisk, 
an officer kicked my feet from beneath me 
and my chin struck the edge of a counter 
upon which I was leaning. Result: five 
stitches. The latter was witnessed by a 
sergeant who said nothing. Another officer 
protested mildly, but was told, "He's just a 


wino." 


On the other side of the coin: After 


maintaining my sobriety for five years. I 
did some volunteer work with the Long 
Beach Alcoholism Diversion Project. 
Twice weekly, 1 would go to the jail and 
talk with the men who had been arrested 
for public intoxication. If I felt any of them 
wanted to try to do something about his 
drinking, I could have him released to the 
diversion project. During this time, I found 
the officers I met extremely interested and 
helpful. 


I abhor the type of policeman who 


mistreats helpless drunks, but I have found 
that this type is in the minority. 


The officers who participated in the 


recent drunken caper should be disci- 
plined, but not dismissed. Where would 1 
be if I wasn't given a second chance by the 
Alcoholism Rehabilitation Center? Unless 
the involved officers are alcoholic (it hap- 
pens), I doubt if they will ever become 
involved in such an incident again. 


When I first read the article I became 


angry, but my experiences have served to 
make me more tolerant. 1 doubt that there 
arc many among us who haven't at one 
time or another let alcohol take over our 
better judgment. I would suggest that the 
officers involved go to a couple of meetings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. They might find 
out something about themselves.

Still another factor is the grow-

In Long Beach, Dr. William 


Hyman, president of the local 
•medical association, said the mem- 
bership decrease here would have 
been even greater if it had not been 
for "some last-minute pleading by- 
many of us in the establishment." 


Hyman said disenchantment 


with organized medicine goes be- 
yond the medical malpractice 
crisis and the mandatory member- 
ship question. 


He said it also conies from "a 


feeling of futility, a feeling of de- 
spair that our profession is to be 


made a scapegoat for a country 
that has lost its work ethic, its 
idealism, its pioneer spirit, its dedi- 
cation 
to 
freedom 
and 


individualism, all those things that 
the 'guys' talked about 200 years 
ago." 


What he means, Hyman ex- 


plained, is that the modern doctor 
is caught in the midst of a social 
evolution that has been occurring 
in the country but which has passed 
some doctors by. 


Suddenly, in the wake of grow- 


ing demands for better and cheaper 
medical care, especially for the 
disadvantaged, the doctor is faced 
with what seems to be the immi- 
nent takeover of medicine by gov- 
ernment and he doesn't like it. 


He sees his freedom in jeop- 


ardy and he rebels, and part of this 
rebellion is reflected in his disillu- 
sionment with organized medicine. 


At the same time, Hyman 


contines, doctors are becoming 
aware there has to be better public 
access to the nation's system of 
medical care. They also are aware 
of the skyrocketing costs of that 
care. 


Hyman said that, wtule there 


are some doctors who still see 
medical care as a privilege instead 
of the right of every citizen, most 
have moved from this position. 


Still, a complete government 


takeover of medicine, something 
Hyman himself feels may be 
inevitable, depresses doctors. 
Hyman, describing the sadness he 
feels at this prospect, says, "I 
would not want my sons to go into 
medicine." 


A self-described middle-of-the- 


roader, Hyman thinks government 
control of medicine would be "bad 
for the soul of the nation. . . We 


need some free enterprise, some 
creativeness with new ideas and a 
rcdcdicatipn to the doctor-patient 
relationship that is private and per- 
sonal and warm and real. 


"But by the year 2000, medical 


practice as we know it will be gone. 
You will see an entirely different 
thing." 


Hyman also mentioned 
an 


unhappiness some doctors feel 
about "the lack of appreciation by 
some patients for the good that 
many of us doctors do for them. 
Certainly, there are many who ap- 
preciate us and respect us for 
trying to help them, but there are 
enough who hate (he doctor and 
who make the doctor the scapegoat 
for every miserable thing that has 
happened in their miserable lives, 
and some of them have had miser- 
able lives." 


What are the answers to organ- 


ized medicine's dilemma? 


—Better leadership: "Just like 


the country at large, we have to 
find leaders we can trust and be- 
lieve in and respect," Hyman says. 


—Improved Image: "Our future 


depends in part on the public image 
we project. A little more hrJnesty 
and earthiness will 
counteract 


more of the demigod and pompous 
attitudes of a few doctors." 


—A compromise on the ques- 


tion of government control: "The 
future looks bleak for free enter- 
prise in medicine. There will be 
more and more governmental con- 
trol and the best we can hope for is 
a compromise that helps reduce the 
cost of medical care, but allows us 
enough freedom of thought and 
ideas to make it rewarding and 
satifying for boys and girls to still 


want to study medicine." 


(If doctors had become involved 


in such things as private medical 
insurance plans in the '30s and 
Medicare in the '50s, instead of 
fighting them, they would have 
been better off, Hyman thinks.) 


"If becoming a doctor becomes 


a second-rate type of job, you are. 
going to find second-rate applicants 
applying for'it. The cream of the 
crop will go into other fields." 


—More unity among doctors 


who are traditionally individualis- 
tic: "There has to be some kind of 
raft to cling to....This is not to say 
that by sticking with organized 
medicine, (doctors) won't drown. 
But we have a better chance of 
surviving in private practice if we 
stay on the raft and try to build it 
into a battleship."

OBLEDO cautioned the

•and state levels. 


"n.jj. commitment," he 


.said, "is not of the same 
Stensity as in the late 
iSOs. It is therefore incum- 
bent upon our Chicano 
Community leaders to be 
Diligent in confronting 
Institutions that do not 
ieet their responsibil- 
ities." 


CORO is an umbrella 


'organization 
of Long 


Beach Chicano groups in- 
volved in education, health 
.and welfare. 


Earlier Saturday, those 


attending the conference, 
entitled "Issues and Ac- 
tions," adopted more than 
two dozen resolutions 
aimed at battling what 
they termed the dwindling 
Chicano status in Long 
Beach. 


THE resolutions, deal- 


ing with affirmative ac- 
tion, women's rights, 
education and community 
affairs, were hammered 
out during day-long work- 
shops. 


Reports presented to the 


workshops painted a bleak 
general outlook for Chica- 
nos. 


Professional 
jobs 
in 


education and the civil 
service are limited, educa- 
tional scholarships and 
grants have evaporated, 
school enrollment at all 
levels is falling and the 
cycle of opportunities is 
shrinking, the workshops 
concluded. 


"Many people think that 


because of the Chicano 
movement, things are get- 
ting better," said Dr. Jo- 
seph Rocha, a University 
of 
California instructor. 


"But there's been a peak- 
ing and leveling off, and 
there are fewer and fewer 
students in upper educa- 
tion " 


RESOLUTIONS adopted 


by the education workshop 
dealt mainly with what 
was described as the in- 


ability of elementary and 
secondary education sys- 
tems to properly prepare 
students for college, the 
failure of colleges to pro- 
vide adequate tutoring and 
counseling 
and 
the 


prohibitive expenses of 
college. 


Of the resolutions draft- 


ed by the community af- 
fairs workshop and ap- 
proved by CORO, only two 
—support of gun-control 
legislation and legislation 
giving legal aliens the 
right to vote after three 
years' 
residency—pro- 


voked extended debate. 


One major 
proposal 


hammered out by the

Writer finds that her plants 
thrive on the sound of music

pened," she added. The plants were 
either in "extreme harmony" with 
this "very earthy type music" or 
"so bored with it they didn't hear." 


Mrs. 
Retallack, the wife of a 


doctor, didn't exactly set out to be 
a botanical luminary. In fact, she 
told the LBCC audience, she beg- 
ged her dean to let her skip the 
Biology class required for gradua- 
tion. 


Her begging was futile, and she 


found herself in a class for which 
she was told she'd have to perform 
an original experiment. "I wilted," 
she said. 


The professor suggested using 


her major field of music for the 
experiment, however, and she 
remembered 
reading about some 


uses of sound with plants. 


In one 
experiment, plants 


wju'ch had been prayed over grew 
bgtter than those which were 
ignored. Also, in a yoga book on the 
qse of music for health, she had 
read that African violets responded 


well to the notes B and D. 


In an experiment with another 


student, she raised corn, radishes, 
philodendrons, geraniums and "six 
of the droopingest African violets 
you've ever seen" under grow- 
iights in a basement. 


The plants were subjected to a 


self-rewinding 
15-minute 
tape 


which played five minutes of the 
note B being struck on a piano 
keyboard, five minutes of D and 
five minutes of silence. 


The African violets revived, but 


the other plants died. 


Experiments with different 


styles of music followed, and the 
effects of the Led Zeppelin, Vanilla 
Fudge and Jinii Hendrix were 
deadly. 


By contrast, plants leaned only 


five degrees away from modern, 
dissonant concert music, about the 
same reaction they showed to the 
dissonant compositions of Claude 
Debussy. 


While she had no experimental 


evidence to explain the plants' pro- 


nounced likes and dislikes in music, 
Mrs. Retallack said the experi- 
ments were rigorously controlled, 
and she had some ideas for possible 
explanations. 


While the effects of different 


types of music on plants could be 
explained by different effects of 
high or low frequencies, by heat 
energy or by some other physical 
factor, Mrs. Retallack is fascinated 
by the "theory of intent." 


She says Ravi Shankar and 


rock musicians use "essentially the 
same, kinds of instruments," but 
with vastly different intentions. 


Shankar's music has a religious 


objective, she said, while the "in- 
tent of the acid rock was entirely 
different." 


Acid rock "simulates drug 


trips" and has a "definite message 
referring to the possible effects of 
drug use, body eroticism and the 
dropout culture," she declared. It's 
a matter of the "highest spiritual 
nature" versus the "lowest animal 
nature."

What is sludge? 
Sewage — from where 


you live, work, play and 
shop — contains solid 
particles, most of which 


are removed as a slurry, 
or sludge, from tanks at 
sewage treatment plants. 


This sludge must be 


processed 
to decompose 


organic matter and de- 
stroy harmful organisms 
and to remove as much 
water as necessary to 
make it suitable for dis- 
posal or recycling. 


Dendy said sludge proc- 


essing and disposal ac- 
count for up to 50 per cent 
of the operating costs for a 
typical sewage treatment 


plant. 


Some of the roust and 


disposal alternatives to be 
studied and evaluated dur- 
ing the LA/OMA Project 
study, due for completion 
in 1979, include: 


— RecycJiiig...as soil 


nutrients and humus, 
natural gas, crude oil and 
thermal energy, charcoal 
and 
organic compounds 


and, possibly, some valu- 
able metals and gases; 


— Land disposal...- 


sanitary landfills, remote 


drying basins and spread- 
ing on land set aside .'or 
sludge disposal; 


— Air disposal...inciner- 


ation and pyrolysis. 


''Each 
of 
the 


alternatives has important 
environmental, social and 
economic issues that must 
be resolved," Dendy said. 


He acknowledged that 


products derived f r o m 
sludge are useful. But are 
they marketable? Would 
their value really offset 
processing costs, energy 


needs and use of natural 
resources? 


He noted that an inex- 


pensive alternative, such 
as ocean disposal, would 
cost about $7 million annu- 
ally. Other alternatives, 
which involve sophisticat- 
ed or remote processing, 
could range as high as $70 
million annually. 


The three-year planning 


program will cost $2 mil- 
lion, according to David 
liurack, project manager.

CIA, Dewey, Nixon ties claimed 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The CIA 


pumped more than $1 million into the 
1948 presidential campaign of Thomas 
E. Dewey and provided crucial evi- 
dence used by Richard M. Nixon 
against Alger Hiss, according to Rolling 
Stone magazine. 


In a copyrighted article in its May 


20 issue, the magazine says the CIA was 
twice instrumental in securing evidence 
used by Nixon against Hiss, former 
State Department official accused of 
being a member of the Communist 
Party. The perjury conviction of Hiss in 
195fl gained national attention for Nixon, 
then a freshman congressman from 
California. 


According to Rolling Stone, Dewey 


had established a cordial relationship 
with the CIA and its wartime predeces- 
sor while he was governor of New York, 


at one point approving parole for mob- 
ster Lucky Luciano after the spy agen- 
cy arranged for the Mafia to patrol 
East Coast docks against Nazi sabo- 
teurs. 


Citing "agency sources," author 


Howard Kolm reports that the CIA fun- 
nelcd more than $1 million from its 
secret budget into Dewey's presidential 
campaign. Organized-crime figures, in 
league with the CIA, also supported the . 
Republican nominee, the magazine 
says. 


Before Dewey, who died in 1971, was 


upset by President Harry S Truman, he 
saw an opportunity to embarrass him 
during the campaign, Rolling Stone 
says. The CIA had provided him with 
information about Hiss, and he then 
leaked it to the Communist-hunting 
Nixon, the magazine says.

Leaders in crisis 


Van Bur en 9 
| the magician

II not always first in the hearts of his countrymen, 


',Martin Van Buren can claim some other blue ribbons. 


He was the first president born after the Revolu- 


tion. He was Ihe first to build a statohouse machine that 
' cquld, with a little tinkering, probably still run today. He 


:.yas the first to face a bellyup depression. And he was 


rxihe first — but not the last — to avow that what 
* depression did to the private purses of his constituents 
* — it emptied them — was no business of the public 


government. 


The eighth president was a small man: as a fledg- 


ling lawyer a judge once asked him to sland on a bench 
to present his arguments. But he east his shadow over 
national politics for more than 30 years. Thrice he ran 
for president and in 1S38, as the hand-picked heir of 
Andrew Jackson, whose vice president he had been, 
made it. Previously he had been a power in New York 
polilk's, a U.S. senator, governor of New York for a few 
months, until Jackson asked him to be his secretary of 
state and ambassador to Great Britain for a few more 
months, until rivals in Congress rejected his appoint- 
ment. 


Then, another first and perhaps a last, he became a

truly intimate vice presidential adviser and confidant to 
the one man who was his superior, Jackson. Van Buren, 
a master politican who earned the title "the little 
magician" by accomplishing such feats as winning the 
support of both Alexander Hamilton's son and his fa- 
ther's slayer, Aaron Burr, made no bones about wanting 


the top job as soon as Old Hickory tired of it. Indeed, the 
Democrats nominated him IS months before the 1836 
election lest (here by any doubt. 


But no sooner had Van Buren assumed the purple 


than the bottom dropped out of the then 26 United 
Slates. All through the 1830s, America, with land for the 
taking as far as the eye could see and farther than 
stable currency could reach, had been on a speculative 
binge. 


The young nation had achieved the incredible in 


1834 by retiring the national debt, which had stood at ?90 
million only 13 years before. But such public thrift was 
overwhelmed by an orgy of private greed. Population in 
the new states was bursting: -100,000 almost overnight in 
Illinois, 1.4 million in Ohio, 350,000 in Missouri. Land 
sharks bought, sold and rebought and resold in Ihe 
certainty that trackless forest and prairie would soon 
flower with new communities and crops. British money 
joined the frenzy. 


Land in the territories was available to anyone, 


$1.25 an acre. Revenue from this soared from $1,507,175 
in 1S29 to 524.877,179 seven years later. The federal 
Treasury was bulging — except there was no Treasury. 


JACKSON, IN A BITTER battle, had put the Bank 


of the United States, which handled federal monies, out 
of business. The funds were assigned to state banks, 
instead. Jackson, with some justice, hated the bank as 
an ominous monopoly and a corrupt one at that. Unfor- 
tunately, hard money, gold and silver, was scarce, and 
many banks were little more than an upturned hogshead 
with access tu a press to print their own money.

If someone were to ask what all the paper was 


worth and one hogshead topple, the panic would be on. 
In his last year in office. Jackson gave the nudge by 
requiring that after July 1836 all land payments would 
have to be in gold or silver specie except for actual 
settlers. The local banks, meanwhile, were holding in 
their coffers almost $40 million in land revenues which 
were to be distributed to the states starting with $9,367,- 
000 in the first quarter of 1837. They would have lo start 
calling in loans because of the loss of federal deposits. 
And repayment would mostly be in dubious paper. 
Lastly, times had turned sour in Britain. Hard British 
money went home. 


As Van Buren rotle to his inaugural in a carriage 


fashioned from limbers of Ihc U.S.S. Constitution, the 
hogsheads were toppling. First bunks, then everything. 
In the first 11 days of April 1S37 there were 128 assorted 
failures in New York Cily, including 30 dry-goods job- 
bers and 28 real-estate speculators. Cotton plunged from 
20 cents a pound to 10. Banks still afloat suspended 
payment of notes in hard money. The only commodity 
that still commanded cash was slaves. 


Bankers begged Van Buren to rescind his predeces- 


sor's Specie Circular, but Jackson, hard pressed him- 
self, roared from retirement at the Hermitage hi Ten- 
nessee for "the little magician" to "sland firm." He did. 
Daniel Webster also roared there could be no separation 
of "the interests of the government and the interests of 
the people." 


PRESSED, VAN BUREN finally called a special 


session of Congress in September and laid down an 
unwritten law that was to characterize economic ortho- 
doxy long after he was dead (and he lived until 1862). 


The government, he said, could not aid the decep- 


tion that paper was gold, that value, arose without labor, 
that cities could be built on thin air. Speculation had so 
diverted Ihc nation from its business, such as agricul- 
ture, that -*2 million in grain had to be imported in the 
first six months of the year. 


"It (government) was not intended lo confer special 


favors on individuals, or on any classes of them," the 
president said, "to create systems of agriculture, manu- 
factures or trade ... All communities are apt to look to 


government for too much ... We are prone to'do so at 
periods of sudden embarrassment and distress ... The 
less government interferes with private pursuits, the 
best for general prospcrily." 


He proposed creation of an independent federal 


Treasury to handle government monies, free from the 
risks of private banking. In 1840, the last year of his 
administration, Congress approved i(. The Whigs, riding 
high, revoked it when they took office from a defeated 
Van Buren. It was reinstated, however, in 1816 and 
lasted until the creation of (he Federal Reserve System 
in 1911. 


The credo, if not the precise words, of Martin Van 


Buren has lasted even longer.

It the machines, which cost $180 a month each, 


are put into wide use around the Capitol, they may be 
wired into various government information networks.

However, the press 


freedom of student news- 
papers is not as clearly 
defined. A campus news- 
paper, unlike the general 
press, is not truly inde- 
pendent of its readership, 
the students. For example, 
siudent newspapers of the 
University of California, 
which are partially funded 
by s t u d e n t registration 
fees, are in most cases ac- 
countable !o the campus 
media board a n d , ulti- 
mately, the UC Board of 
Regents. 


Some student news- 


papers say they cannot 
afford 
to ban 
Gallo's 


quarter-page ads and 
tabloid-size poster inserts, 
though they would like to. 


"It (the Gallo ad) keeps 


our paper solvent," said 
Dan Sheridan of Hayward 
Stale's Pioneer. "We 
won't be intimidated to 
pull oul the ads." Sheridan 
published another Gallo ad 
last Thursday. He said he 
would have gladly banned 
Ihe controversial promo- 
tion to quell student pro- 
lesl if an alternate ad 
were available. 


The editor of the UCR

to." The fee for an average:sizcd 
threes-bedroom, two-bath house is 
?SS. A similar service is offered by 
Nationwide Real Estate Inspection 
Service. I t s offices are in New 
York; but you can arrange to have 
a local inspector check a property 
by calling their toll-free number, 
(800).221-2165. Their fees range 
from $85 to $200. Both firms check 
heating, plumbing, wiring, water 
pressure, roof, drainage, founda- 
tions^ attics and interior and exteri- 
or walls, and give a written report 
on the condition of the building. It 
also is a good idea to have the local 
building department check to make 
sure there are no unauthorized 
additions or improvements and that 
the structure conforms to the build- 
ing code. In Long Beach such an 
inspection costs $5, with an addi- 
tional $10 to have the plumbing and 
electrical systems checked for code 
compliance.

U.S. Treasury Department regu- 


lations state that before a govern- 
ment check can be cashed it must 
be endorsed by both parties to 
whom it is issued in the presence of 
the bank teller, said a spokesman 
for Bank of Downey headquarters.

with you at the polls." 


BROWN IS scheduled today to 


face the biggest challenge in his 
i n f a n t , bul mushrooming, cam- 
paign. 


He is to make a panel appear- 


ance with front-running Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, Congressman 
Morris Udall of Arizona and Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho in the con- 
cluding event of the three-day cau- 
cus attended by 1,590 black, elected 
officials. 


Welcomed warmly in Maryland 


as he launched his national cam- 
paign earlier in the week, Brown 
crew a cordial but restrained 
n caption from the delegates here, 
most of whom appeared grieved 
over Minnesota Sen. 
Hubert 


Humphery's decision not to become 
an active presidential candidate. 


"This is Humphrey country," 


said San Francisco Assemblyman 
Willie L. Brown Jr., who is clearly 
a force among black politicians na- 
tionally. 


Blacks from outside California 


are curious about the governor, 
said Assemblyman Brown, who has 
not yet declared his candidate 
preference. 


An aide to (he governor said 


late evening talks were planned 
with Assemblyman Brown and with 
Los Angeles Cpiigresswoman 
Yvonne Braithwaitc Burke, who 
also has not yet announced support 
of a ca ml id a le. 


Congressman Ron Dellums of 


Berkeley said that it Gov. Brown is 
to gain support from uncommitted 
blacks, he must abandon his ques- 
tioning approach to the specific 
issues troubling blacks and propose 
specific solutions. 


DELLUMS ADDED that he had 


urged Brown to come to Charlotte 
for just that purpose. "The ques- 
tions have been articulated. Now 
we must have answers," he said. 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson of 


Chicago, another national power 
among blacks, said he was pre- 
pared to come to California to 
stump for the governor if he is 
asked to do so by the state's black 
politicians. 


"His (Gov. Brown's) destiny is 


locked in the hands of California's 
blacks who want to see tww he 
handles the Dymally situation," 
Jackson said. 


The "Dymally situation" refers 


to the contention of many blacks 
that the governor has relegated Lt. 
Gov. Mervyn Dymally to an insig- 
nificant role in his administration. 


Brown, questioned about Jnck- 


son's statement, said: "That is puz- 
zling. Merv is an active supporter 
of my campaign and will travel to 
Maryland on my behalf." 


Dymally is scheduled to return 


with Brown to Maryland Wednes- 
day as the governor steps up his 
effort to win that state's May IS 
primary election. 


Earlier Saturday, Brown con- 


cluded a three-day visit to Mary- 
land by meeting with two groups of 
volunteers in two different coun- 
ties. 


AT THE FIRST session. Tow- 


son Township in Baltimore County, 
more than 150 persons waited in a 
church for an hour to see the 38- 
year-old Californian whose visit has 
touched off a response that has 
startled veteran Maryland politi- 
cians. 


At the second, 75 citizens of 


Prince George's County traveled to 
another church in a driving rain- 
storm to sec the governor. 


Later Saturday, Brown met 


with a small group of highly influ- 
ential political writers at a Wash- 
ington luncheon hosted by Godfrey

The governor was scheduled to 


return to California later today but 
was to get no rest from campaign- 
ing. Two late-night, fund-raising 
receptions were scheduled for him 
in Los Angeles and Pasadena.

Ford, advisers weigh 
decision on Navy's size

WASHINGTON - 
President 


Ford and the National Security 
Council weighed Saturday a 
nuutibillion-dollar 
decision 
on 


whether to embark on an expanded 
Navy shipbuilding program, with LI 
consequent major increase in the 
defense budget in future years. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation of what decision emerged 
from the two-hour meeting of the 
President with his top defense, 
diplomatic and budget advisers. 
But the expectation within the 
administration was that, partly for 
political reasons, Ford would ap- 
prove some increase in the Navy's 
shipbuilding program. 


The future size of the Navy, 


whicn at -ISO ships is now at the 
lowest level since 1939, is regarded 
within the Pentagon as the most 


important military issue confront- 
ing the administration, involving 
tens of billions of dollars as well as 
the future role of the Navy. The 
issue also has become involved in 
domestic politics as Ronald Reagan 
has pressed his charge in the 
Republican presidential primary 
contest (hat the administration has 
allowed Ihe nation to slip into a 
position of military inferiority, in- 
cluding naval power. 


While House officials have in- 


sisted that the liming of the deci- 
sion was in no way related to or 
dependent on Saturday's outcome 
of the critical Texas primary. Bul 
Pentagon officials reported that the 
decision-making process l.as taken 
on urgency as Ihe administration 
became more concerned about thi; 
Reagan challenge.

ing swirled through downtown Bel- 
rut Saturday while political efforts 
to end Lebanon's civil war went 
into a new stall. 


Police reported more than 100 


persons killed and 150 wounded in 
the clashes that erupted after post- 
ponement of a parliament session 
Saturday to elect a new president. 


Parliament Speaker Kamel 


Assaad put oft the election in an 
llth-hour decision Friday night in 
the face of irreconcilable discord 
among the 98 assembly members 
charged with replacing the Chris- 
tian chief of stale, Suleiman Fran- 
jieh. 


FRANJIEH'S departure Is the 


leftist Moslem coalition's m a i n 
condition for ending the war. The 
Moslems have taken the .upper 
band after a year of combat that 
has killed nearly 18,900 persons and 
left the country in ruins. 


The politicians' inability to 


ngrce on a new leader underscored 
the deep split still ripping this little 
Arab nation — Moslem demands 
for political reforms and increased 
Arabization versus Christian'deter- 
mination to retain dominant posi- 
tions in the government and econo- 
my.

"We dropped the baton 
against California, you know, and 
our handoffs were so shaky in the 
Ml. San Antonio Relays that we 
finished third." 


Wolfe's game plan was a quick 


getaway, "an emotional charge," 
in the early events. 


He got it. A stunning upset in 


the shotput and the two-yard victo- 
ry in the relay gave the Trojans an 
11-3 advantage that was 
never 


threatened. 


"This was a team victory," 


Wolfe insisted, "but give Mike 
Budincich some extra credit. He 
started it all." 


Budincich shoved the shot 63- 


5H, 17 inches beyond his lifetime 
best, to topple one of the few "sure 
things," Jim Neidhart of UCLA. 
Ncidhart, a fw-Hi thrower, reached 
only 61-IOW. 


"After that," Wolfe pointed out, 


"everyone caught fire. 


"I was surprised at the score. I 


really thought it would come down 
to the mile relay." 


Bush was surprised, too. His 


dope sheet read UCIA 74, USC 71. 


What happened? 
"I didn't think that our hurdlers 


would do such a bad job," Bush 
said with a frown. "It's the fault of 
the hurdles coach—and that's me." 


UCI-A's James Owens, with a 


13.6 in the record book, was co- 
favored in the high hurdles, but his 
13.9 scored only a point behind 
Trojans Fred Shaw (13.7) and Mike 
Johnson (13.8). 


G r a n t Nietlerhaus of UCLA 


hadn't lost an intermediate hurdles 
race all season, but he was never a 
contender S a t u r d a y , 
finishing 


fourth in 51.6. Trojan Tom Andrews 
won in 49.4. fastest time in the 
world this year. Bruin Phil Mills 
snipped a second from his personal 
pinnacle and 
finished second in 


50.1. 


Gilkes and Ken Handle were 


point pacesetters for the Terrific 
Trojans. 


GilVes was caught in the start- 


ing blocks but rallied to win the 100 
meters in 10.1. He was much the 
best in the 200 in 21.1—and he gal-- 
loped the decisive leg of the 400 
relay. 


Handle was third in 21.2 as SC 


swept the 200, drubbed UCLA star 
Bennie Myles by six yards (45.6) in 
the 400, and kept the Trojans in 
contention in the 400 relay. 


Freshman Conrad Suhr was 


UCLA's outstanding athlete.

Icebreaker's crew gives,

The 199 officers 'and 


crew of the Coast Guard 
icebreaker Burton Island 
—based in Long Beach — 
aren't likely to forget two 
recent calls to Wellington, 
New Zealand. 


The first stop, en route 


to Antarctica, was during 
Christmas last year. The 
ship was delayed in port 
three days while repairs 
were made on a helicop- 
ter, and the city's news- 
papers, television and 
radio stations urged local 
residents to invite the 
Americans to their homes 
for Christmas. The offers 
from Wellington's citizens 
poured in. 


"We had more invita- 


tions than we could fill," 
noted the ship's command- 
ing officer, Capt James 
Fournier of Fountain Val- 
ley 


DURING the next two 


months, while the Burton

1976, the crew recalled the 
warm Wellington hospital- 
ity and decided to do 
something in return. 


They held auctions, 


staged Reno nights and 
sold popcorn during their 
evening movies, raising 
$.1,741 for the Wellington

'.ft'ome for deaf, retarded 
,'flnd crippled children. And 
'j'as a salute to the U.S. 
J>Bicentennial, the ship's

By radio, the Burton Is- 


land sent out an invitation 
for some of the home's 
children to come aboard 
when the ship returned to 
New Zealand Feb. 23.

six sisters from the home 
boarded the icebreaker.

Catalina Airlines appar- 


ently does not need ap- 
proval of the California 
Public Utilities Commis- 
sion to operate the helicop- 
ter service—something to 
do with flights over inter- 
national waters over 
which the state has no 
jurisdiction. 


But Long Beach/Catali- 


na Cruises, which operates 
three 700-passenger ves- 
sels out of Long Beach and 
Avalon, wants to operate 
also out of the Catalina 
Terminal in Los Angeles 
Harbor. That company 
must obtain permission of 
the PUC because of a sec- 
tion in the state code relat- 
ing to "vessels." The ship- 
ping lines operating boats 
between the mainland and 
the island and passing 
through 
international 


waters—those beyond the 
three-mile 
limit—must 


have PUC approval, but 
airlines flying over inter- 
national waters do not. 


HOW COME? 
And what is a "vessel?" 
If a seaplane takes off 


from land (Long Beach 
Airport) but lands on 
water (at Catalina), when 
does it become an aircraft 
and/or a vessel? 


And if a seaplane takes 


off from the water and 
lands on water, as does 
Air Catalina operating out 
of the San Pedro Catalina 
Terminal and the island, 
when does it become a 
vessel or an aircraft, and 
are the operators subject 
to PUC regulation? 


The PUC doesn't have a 


firm answer. 


Mention of Randy Bom- 


bard brings to mind anoth- 


er related matter. His fa- 
ther, who for many years 
managed the Cove and 
Camp Agency for the 
Santa Catalina Island Co. 
and who is known to thou- 
sands of Southland pleas- 
ure boaters who visit the

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KAREEM SAYS THERE'LL 
BE SOME CHANGES MADE 


NEW YORK (AP) - Kareem 


Abdul-Jabbar says the Lakers are 
in for a shakeup following their 
failure to qualify for the National 
Basketball Association playoffs this 
season, a shakeup that could in- 
clude coach Bill Sharman as well 
as several players. 


"There definitely have to be 


some changes," says Abdul-Jab- 
bar, voted the NBA's Most Valu- 
able player in his first season with 
the Lakers even though the club 
had a losing record and failed to 
make the playoffs. 


"Jack Kent Cookc (the Lakers' 


owner) invited me to his homo last 
week and we talked about the 
team's future," the 7-foot-2 center 
disclosed. "He said he definitely 
wants some new personnel on the 
club—but f'm pretty confident he 
doesn't want a new center. 


"We had a lot of talent—it just 


wasn't coordinated well. We didn't 
work well together." 


Does that mean Cooke wants a 


new coordinator—a new coach? 


"Anything is possible," Abdul- 


Jabbar replied. 


Sharman has been under attack 


for his failure to guide the Lakers 
into the playoffs this season follow- 
ing the off-season trade which saw 
Los Angeles send f o u r young 
players to the Milwaukee Bucks for 
Abdul-Jabbar.

Wants lo improve 


No roadblock too 'Major' 
for Johnny to overcome

Seismologists concerned about recent tremors along 


the San Andreas Fault shouldn't worry. 


It's just all those supcrstuds up in San Jose throw- 


ing their weight around. 


"There's probably nowhere in the world that has so 


many top athletes around," says Mac Wiltons, who 
cheeks in at 6-4 and 255 pounds. "Especially throwers." 


If a world weight-throwing record doesn't belong to 


an athlete training around San Jose, it just has or soon 
will again. Notables of the shotputting set include Brian 
Olufield (pro) and Al Fcuerbach (amateur). 


Last weekend at ML San Antonio College Wilkins 


look the discus record away from a crosstown cop, John 


Powell, who set it a year 
ago at Long Beach State, 
where Wilkins will com- 
pete today in the 
Long 


Beach Invitational. 


MAC MAURICE WIL- 


KINS, 25, is a relatively 
recent arrival 
at the 


mecca of muscle, lie had 
been a resident of Eugene, 
Ore., where he was born 
and attended the Universi- 
ty of Oregon, although lie 
spent much of his youth in 
Portland 
and Tacoma, 


Wash. 


"1 came down about 


the middle of December." 
he says by phone. "I de- 
cided the best thing for me 
lo do was come to San 
Jose for the training envi- 
ronment, with all these top 


athletes hero. Also, the weather is much better." 


"We don't sec each other all the time. There's a 


group toward the west side of town and they hang out 
together. Another group lives and (rains toward, the east 
side. We all lift weights at the YMCA. 


"Actually, I don't see John Powell that much . . . 


probably three or four times since I moved here. He 
wasn't at Ml. SAC. I was hoping he would he, but he has 
his plan for the year and I have mine. We're just going 
lo have lo stick by our Iraining schedules and sec who 
has the best idea and who's the best thrower." 


WITH SO MANY muscles bulging around every 


corner, San Jose bars would seem to be well storked in 
bouncers. But most of Ihe athletes arc not interested in 
employment during Ihis Olympic year. 


Powell has taken an eight-month leave of absence 


from Ihe police department; Wilkins taught high school 
in Eugene last year but is now surviving off his savings 
while sharing an apartment with Vince Pluckcbaum, an 
aspiring decathlete. 


"I'm still hanging on by the threads," Mac says. 


"I'm strictly training and that's pretty much a fulltime 
job. In actual physical work I train 5 to 7 hours a day, 
and the mental part of the program is just as impor- 
tant." 


Wilkins' program includes weightlifting, throwing, 


running and swimming. 


"I've found it helpful. It seems to loosen me up, 


strelch me out and get me balanced betlcr." 


WILKINS' LIFESTYLE might seem unproductive 


to straight society. He has never been married, drives a 
'63 Volkswagen—the only car he has ever owned—and is 
not interested in any career other than throwing the 
discus. 


He admits (hat his may be "a counter-culture way 


of life. 


"But I just want to do the things I feel are impor- 


tant lo me, and do them to the best of my ability. I've 
come lo the conclusion that it's not important what 
you're doing but how you do it, as long as it's satisfying, 
rewarding and challenging. 


"I figure I could bo oul making a lol of money and 


getting ulcers, but this is what I want lo do. Material 
things, financial security and so on really aren't impor- 
tant." 


WILKINS EXPERIENCED only a brief thrill when 


he threw 226 feet, UK inches last week, surpassing 
Powell's effort hy 3& inches, and he is not particularly 
turned on by the prospect of an Olympic medal. (Ed/tor's 
Note- Wilkins added more than 6 feet to his world 
record Saturday with a throw of 232 (eet, 6 inches at the 
San Jose Bicentennial Invitational.) 


"When I made the throw I thought, well, that's 


pretty good. I didn't have any idea it was that far— 
maybe 217, 220. Then I saw them put the tape down and 
it looked like it was going to be over 69 meters and I got 
pretty excited. Then when I saw it was definitely over 69 
meters, 10 (centimeters) I was screaming and yelling. 


"But I don'l think in terms of throwing world 


records or winning Olympic medals. Mainly, I was very 
pleased that I had improved, and the record happened lo 
go. So it was four inches farther than anyone else. That 
was not the significanl thing for me at the time. It 
seemed more like another step on the way to what I 
want to do. 


"I can't say what I want to do in feel and inches. [ 


just want to keep improving until I feel I'm doing my 
best." 


Wilkins reflects a moment, then adds: 
"Of course, if it had been one inch shorter than the 


record, it wouldn't have been quite as exciting."

the -10-year-old University of Pitts- 
burgh football coach says this may 
be/ the year that the once-fabled 
Panthers hit the jackpot—a major 
bowl game—it behooves one to pay 
attention. 


From the beginning, at age 8 


when he led the enlire town of 
Huntland, Tenn. (pop. 300) in a 
N 


World War II scrap iron drive, 
Majors has been a winner. 


He even launched his dad, Shir- 


ley, on a successful football coach- 
ing career. The elder Majors inau- 
gurated football at Huntland High 
in 19-19, Ihen Johnny came along to 
be his tailback. 


"We never lost a game in my 


Ihree years," boasted Johnny 
Majors, "and for the nine years 
that his sons played tailback, dad 
bad a 70-1-1 record." 


Johnny is a member of one of 


tho most famous football families 
in America. He and brothers Bill 
and Bobby were stars al (he 
University of Tennessee. Joe star- 
red at Florida Stale and Larry 
played for their father when Shir- 
ley left Huntland for University of 
the South. 


After Johnny tailbacked Ihree 


seasons for dad at Huntland, Joe, 
Bill and Larry spent two successive 
years' apiece as Shirley's bread- 
and-butter runners. 


BUT JOHNNY was the biggest 


star. An all-America tailback at 
Tennessee, he led Ihe Vols to a 10-0 
record in 1956, No. 2 national rank- 
ing and a trip to the Sugar Bowl. 
He also finished second lo Paul 
Hornung in Hcisman Trophy ballot- 
ing. 


This year he was selected as 


one of 11 members of the Quarter 
Century All-Star team — the best 
players in the Southeastern Confer- 
ence during the last 25 years. His 
name slill is splattered throughout 
the Tennessee record book. 


Johnny's great grasp of football 


further emerged when he turned to 
coaching. Following graduation, he 
became an assistanl at his alma 
maler, moved lo Mississippi Slate, 
then in '63 to Arkansas as Frank 
Broyles1 defensive hack 
coach, 


where he stayed until he got the 
Iowa Slate head job in '$8. 


Majors took downtrodden Iowa 


Slate lo two bowl games in five 


years and after steering the Cy- 
clones lo the Liberty Bowl in '72, lie 
went to Pill. 


The Panther turnaround was 


dramatic. His (hree-year record of 
22-13-1 is Ihe best Pitt has done 
since Jock Sutherland's days of the 
'30s. Pitt's nine-year record prior to 
Majors' appointment was 28-CO. 


EACH SEASON at Pill was a 


Panther milestone. In '73, the Pan- 
thers had their first winning season 
in 11 years and Iheir first bowl bid 
(Fiesta) in 17 years. For his job of 


resurrection, Johnny was voted 
Coach of the Year by the Football 
Writers' Association. 


In Tl, Pill attendance jumped 


10,000 (to 42,000) over the 13 aver- 
age and the Golden Panther Boost- 
er Club grew from 300 to more than 
2,000 members. 


Last season, Ihe Panthers were 


8-1, including a 33-19 Sun Bowl win 
over Kansas, and season ticket 
sales had doubled since Majors' 
arrival. 


"I Ihink we acquired the confi- 


dence and poise last season that 
may put us in Ihe lop 10 and into a 
major bowl this season," said 
Majors Friday, during a 24-hour 
.Southland visit on behalf of the 
American Football Coaches Associ- 
ation and the Tea Council of U.S.A. 


"We became men last year. We 


losl to Penn State, 7-fi, in our final 
game, but (Joe) Paterno's team 
crossed our 50 only twice. That was 
the first time that I felt I had 
arrived al Pitt. The big guy wasn't 
kicking us; we were doing the kick- 
ing. 


"We boat Notre Dame, 34-20, 


and that was Ihe biggest Pittsburgh 
win in 20 or 30 years." 


WHAT IS Ihe secret to turning 


around a sick football program? 


"There's no secret," 
replied 


Johnny, modestly. "Every product 
has something lo sell. Both Iowa 
State and Pittsburgh were uniquely 
similar in that both had long losing 
histories. Both also needed shaking 
up. 


"When I first got to Iowa Stale 


all I heard was that it was a 


coaches' graveyard, and I almost 
believed it myself. But 1 had want- 
ed to be a head coach, so I remem- 
bered what my father had drilled 
inlo me — that the worst thing to 
do was to make excuses. 


"I was very low at first when I 


was at Iowa State, but I told myself 
thai I was better off then before. 


"Iowa Stale was the last place 


in the world lhat I ever thought I'd 
coach and Pitt probably was Ihe 
second to last. Being from 
the 


South, I had expected to live and 
die there. Oh, I did get interviewed 
for the Vanderbill job, but that 
situation wasn't for me. 


"Iowa State was in Big 10 coun- 


try, but I sold people there on the 
idea of (he Big 8's strength in foot- 
ball. After all, Big 8 teams had 
beaten Big 10 opponents 80 per cent 
of the time. A percentage of the 
people I was recruiting believed 
it." 


"IT WAS TOUGH to put a staff 


together at Iowa State because all 
my friends we 
in the South, so it 


look me a month to assemble a 
staff, "y coaches were all 24 to 26 
years old, and they busted Iheir 
tails. I took the whole group with 
me when 1 went to Pittsburgh." 


With Paterno at Penn State, 


isn't Pitt recruiting difficult? 


"No place is easy. USC might 


have climate, tradition and the ath- 
letes, but in western Pennsylvania 
we have some of the best football 
players in the country. They're not 
as fast as Southern Cal kids, but 
they're tough. 


"We are strong now in western 


Pennsylvania, while Paferno is 
strong in the East around Philadel- 
phia. But there are enough good 
football players in western Penn- 
sylvania lo always have a winning 
team. 


"At first, I was on a cham- 


pagne diet with a beer allowance al 
Pitt. We played some tough ones 
right away, like USC and Oklaho- 
ma, and I had only 19 scholarships 
the first year. But to play big time, 
you must have pride, and to gel 
lhat I went out and spent money for 
equipment, uniforms and a decent 
locker room."

Tony Dorset!.

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Wilkins sets world 
discus record again

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SAN JOSE (AP) — Discus 


thrower Mac Wilkins of Long 
Beach's Pacific Coasl Club increas- 
ed the world record lo 232 feet, G 
inches Saturday, breaking his 
week-old world mark on each of his 
first three altempls at the San Jose 
Bicentennial Invitational track and 
field meet. 


The former University of Ore- 


gon athlete broke ills week-old 
record of 22C-1I on his first throw 
with u toss of 2294, [hen reached 
2:iO-5 before spinning the discus 232- 
6. The third throw was almost six 
feet beyond his previous mark. 


The weather conditions were 


ideal, just as they were a week 
earlier for Wilkins at Hie Ml. San 
Antonio Relays in Walnut, with a 
brisk crosswind blowing. John Pow- 
ell, a PCC teammate of Wilkins, 
held the old record of 226-8 and 
iiiir'.v 220-1 Saturday. 


There were several other out- 


standing winning marks here, with 
a few aided by the wind. 


Arnic llobinson won the long 


jump with a leap of 28-11'/4, James 
Butts went 55-7% In the triple jump 
and Ron Whitakcr of San Jose State 
edged Clancy Edwards in the 100- 
meter dash in which both were 
limed at 10 seconds flat. Whitaker 
also nipped Edwards in the 200 in 
20,1. 


George Woods, another Pacific 


Coast Club athlete, won the shotpul 
with a 69-% effort, while former 
world record holder Al Fcuerbach 
was forced lo watch, scratching 
from the event because of a pullcct 
hamstring. Woods had two other 
attempts over 68 feet.

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Lockheed troubles: news for 20 years

NEW YORK - For two 


decades Lockheed Aircraft 
Corpyhas been at the cen- 
ter W assorted corporate 
dratna's.

ruptcy, and the continuing 
battle to achieve financial 
viability, given a gro- 
tesque burden of debt. 


FEW corporations have 


so preoccupied public 
attention. But then Lock- 
heed is something special 
— a. key link in the 
military-industrial 
com- 


plexT, with close ties to the 
Pentagon and CIA; a 
provider of advanced tech- 
nology; arms-seller to the 
Western alliance and in- 
strument of national poli- 
cy in the 
confrontation 


with communism. Clearly, 
Lockheed's survival and 
even its prosperity have 
been deemed vital to the 
national interest. 


Now, Lockheed finds it- 


self at the center of the 
most far-reaching contro- 
versy of its crisis-prone 
history — namely, the 


payment of some $24 mil- 
lion in bribes and kick- 
backs over a number of 
years to promote the sale 
of both military and com- 
mercial aircraft abroad. 
In its zeal for selling, 
Lockheed overstepped the 
bounds of what many con- 
sider proper corporate 
conduct. 


OF COURSE Lockheed 


is but one of some 100 
major U.S. corporations 
that have admitted, under 
pressure from the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Com- 
mission, improper pay- 
ments. 


But 
here 
again 


Lockheed is something 
special. Although the 
machinations of the Gulf 
Oil Corp., Northrop Corp. 
and United Brands are 
startling enough, Lock- 
heed has admitted pay- 
ments to pro-Western gov- 
ernment figures in Italy 
and Japan, as well as to 
Prince Bernhard of the 
Netherlands. It has there- 
by provided devastating 
political 
ammunition to 


opposition elements'in 
those countries. 


Indeed, 
business-gov- 


ernment efforts in arms 
sales or other exports are 
more coordinated abroad. 
It is almost inconceivable 
that the French or Japa- 
nese governments would 
accuse their own business- 
men of bribery. Japanese 
officials have been notably 
slow in pursuing their 
Lockheed bribery probe 
lest confidence in the long- 


standing Liberal Demo- 
cratic government be 
undermined. 


In the United States, life 


is more pluralistic and 
interests more'diverse.- 


President Ford belated- 


ly recognized the spread- 
ing scandal by appointing 
a panel of Cabinet mem- 
bers to come up with 
recommendations. But lit- 
tle is expected, until after 
the November election, 
and by then whatever pub- 
lic anxiety exists may 
have subsided. 


The thrust for disclo- 


sure thus seems to rest 
with the SEC, senators 
like Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, and William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., and some of 
the news media. 


Some people like SEC 


Chairman Roderick M. 
Hills assert that much 
progress has already been 
made in cleaning up U.S. 
business methods. Many 
corporations have set up 


special audit committees, 
strengthened the role of 
their outside (nonexecu- 
tive) directors and estab- 
lished new codes of con- 
duct or reaffirmed old 
ones. Auditors are more 
vigilant, and a couple of 
the most conspicuously in- 
volved executives — 
.Daniel J. Haughton at 
Lockheed and Bob R. Dor- 
sey at Gulf — have been 
ousted. 


In the view of many, the 


massive'disclosures of im- 
proper corporate conduct 
by Lockheed and" others 
have a uniquely American 
flavor. There stands the 
moralistic Church lectur- 
ing the cynical Europeans. 
Shades of Woodrow Wil- 
son! But the genie is out of 
the bottle, no one can put 
it back, and what it wili do 
next is anyone's guess. 


The efforts of the Inter- 


national Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. pale be- 
side what Lockheed may 


unwittingly 
accomplish. 


The disclosure of improp- 
er dealings with Lockheed 
helped undermine confi- 
dence in the Christian 
Democratic government in 
Italy, which resigned on 
Friday. If the new elec- 
tions bring Communists 
into the government, will 
Lockheed 
share 
the 


blame? Will the stigma of 
Lockheed associations also 
undermine the govern- 
ment of Japan and the 
royal family of the Nether- 
lands as well? 


Arms and !..-ibery have 


long been linked. The no- 
toriety of Sir Basil Zahar- 
off and his wheeling and 
dealing for Vickers of 
Britain before World War 
I encouraged the phrase 
"merchants of death." 
Cynics have always as- 
sumed a certain amount of 
bribery in arms sales, and 
in this view the current 
disclosures simply con-

In 
Japan, the enemy seemed 
to be the Grumman Air- 
craft Corp. even more 
than the Russians. Testi- 
mony has shown that 
Lockheed bribery in Japan 
took an order away from 
Grumman. In effect, Bur- 
bank, Calif. (Lockheed), 
cheated at the expense of 
Bethpage, N.Y. (Grum- 
man).

expressed astonishment 
not so much at the bribery 
as at the American obses- 
sion for exposing it, and 
European sophisticates la-

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Lt. Gov, Mary: 'Anne 


Krupsak of New York Saturday said the economy is 
wiping out women's economic gains and endangering 
the Equal Rights Amendment's chances to? passage. 


"The threat of women competing with men for 


scarce jobs" was the principle reason that voters In 
New York and New Jersey rejected state versions of 
the BRA last fall, she said. 


The 44-year-old Democrat addressed more than 


1,000 women at a conference on women and the 
economy, sponsored by California Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally. Other participants included actress Jane 
Fonda and Black Panther leader Elaine Brown. 


Miss Krupsak said women "are actually losing 


ground" economically, citing statistics that the wage 
gap'bctween men and women is widening. 


At a news conference afterward, she said 


affirmative-action hiring and promotion of women 
and minorities should carry at least equal weight 
with the "last-hired, first-fired" principle of union 
seniority. 


"WE HAVE HERE a competition between two 


equally cherished values," she said. "Affirmative 
action must not be thrown away to protect job 
security. 


"We must work with our union brothers and 


sisters and make them understand the value of 
affirmative action." 


Miss Krupsak said she was surprised and pleas- 


ed by a recent U.S. Supreme Court decision awarding 
retroactive seniority to blacks who had been denied a 
job by a company's policy. 
,. ' 


But she said it didn't go far enough, because 


many minorities have been discouraged from even 
applying for work by discriminatory policies. 


"Our 
problem has always been dividing up a 


small pie when what we have needed is to make the 
pie large enough for all to share," she told the 
conference. 


She called for more available child care, flexible 


working hours, changes in tax laws that hurt working 
women, and government action to increase the 
num- 


ber of part-lime jobs.

Until Friday, she lived 
eight blocks away in an apartment 
on Gardenia Avenue. 


Bui the increasing grip of infla- 


tion on her monthly Social Security 
check forced Mrs. Keitnann, a 29- 
year resident of Long Beach, to 
seek lower-cost housing. 


That's not easy when you're a 


senior citizen who's "outlived 


"I really didn't know what I 


would do. Those high rents, you 
know, people just cnn'l 
afford 


them. And it's not easy to find 
someplace cheaper to live." 


Mrs. 
Reimann, a frequent visi- 


tor lo Bixby Park, said she had just 
about given up hope when she 
found help at the park from a work- 
er for the city's Department of Sen- 
ior Citizen Affairs. 


"1 had no idea the city could 


help," she said. "But Mr. (Joe) 
Ann kin said he thought the city's 
Housing Authority would help me 
find another place to live. 


"I can't say enough good things 


about him and the city," she added. 
"They found this apartment for me 
(the rent is less than half of what 
she had IXHMI paying) and got the 
National Guard to help me move. 


"Mr. Anakin works wilh and 


for the senior citizens," she said. 
"Ami the four men from the Na- 
tional Guard were so polite and

70 years of living. 


"I'll 
have lo go through all this 


stuff and get rid of a lot of it, but I 
don't really mind. I think I'll be 
happy here." 


As she spoke, the spring songs

of a flowering peach swayed in a 
soft afternoon breeze just across 
the walk. 


But flowers and birds do not

530,000 annual salary al least until 
the term of his former position ex- 
pires June 30. 


The trustees named John 


Dewey, program coordinator, to be 
acting chief administrator of the. 
vocational training program, which 
since 1972 has been sponsored joint- 


ly by Anaheim and Fullerton union 
high-school districts and Placenlia 
and Brca-Olinda unified school dis- 
Iricts. 


The program operates on an 


annual budget of -56.5 million and is 
Ihe largest such setup in Ihe coun- 
ty. It has an enrollment of almost 
12,000 and has classes in schools, 
slorc buildings and olher places of 
business. 


Board President William Yeats 


said John Bremcr, former teacher 
in the program's nursery dcpart- 
mcnl, resigned a f t e r the 
audit 


showed the need for corrections of 
procedures. 


The audit presented a long list 


of "minor" discrepancies, stressed 
the need for better business prac- 
tices and questioned a system of 
"virtually no internal control. . .in 
the handling of cash receipts and 
sales."

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Doctors causing new pain 
for medical establishment

What is described by the head 


of the Long Beach Medical Associa- 
tion as a "crack in the walls of 
organized medicine" is occurring 
locally, spreading to the state level 
and is expected to foe felt nationally 
within the next month or two. 


The crack — a dramatic drop 


in memlwrship in medical soci- 
eties, long the security nlanketi of 
the medical establishment — has 
happened in Long Beach, in the Los 
Angeles County Medical Associa- 
tion and other county associations, 
and is being reflected in member- 
ship rolls of the California Medical 
Association. 


It's certain lo affect American 


Mcdh'al Association membership 
as well. 


THE LONG Beach Medical As- 


sociation, for the first time in its 
history, experienced a significant 
membership loss this year — 160 
out of 727 doctors fell by the way- 
side. 


The Los Angeles County Medi- 


cal Association (LACMA), which 
had a 1975 membership of 10,017, 
lost about 1,000 members and niay 
lose as many as 1.100, predicted 
Don Roscnthal, assistant executive 
director of the county group. 


Les Carpenter,- spokesman for 


the California Medical Association, 
said Ihe trend is being noticed in 
C M A ' s San Francisco o f f i c e al- 
though a f i n a l t a l l y won't be 
available for a week or two when 
reports from all the county soci- 
eties arc in. 


And at the AMA in Chicago, a 


spokesman said that group won't 
have a clear picture until mid- 
June, but since doctors who join the 
AMA normally do so through a 
county or state association, a na- 
tional decline seems inevitable. 


THERE are two major factors 


in (he membership dip. Foremost is 
Ihe medical malpractice insurance 
crisis, a nagging problem slill 
unsettled despite a doctors' slow- 
down last January and February, 
which left many physicians frus- 
trated because the medical estab- 
lishment was unable to prescribe 
an immediate cure. 


The second key issue driving 


doctors away from traditional af- 
filiations 
is the 
m a n d a t o r y 


membership required in the CMA 


and AMA if the doctors join county 
associations. 


The issue has become so tick- 


lish the CMA currently is mailing 
to its membership a referendum 
which, if enough doctors concur, 
would divorce AMA and CMA 
membership. 


Separating CMA and county 


membership is another problem. 
CMA charters cmmly societies:. tr> 
without a CMA bylaw change, it is 
impossible lo join county associa- 
tions without joining the CMA. 


"Many people see the AMA as 


a far-away thing," Rosenthal said. 
"They might like to join a counly 
group but they balk at joining the 
AMA." 


The issue of freedom of choice 


plays more of a part in doctors' not 
wanting to join the stale and na- 
tional groups than does dissatisfac- 
tion with the groups, several 
spokesmen for c o u n t y societies 
said.

Bach, not rock 
Her plants dig the 
sound of music

They may have laughed when 


college student Dorothy Retallack 
sat down to play music to potted 
planls for her biology class in 1968, 
but her experiment won worldwide 
recognition and made her an au- 
thor. 


Her book "The Sound of Music 


and Planls" is an expansion of data 
from experiments which led to an 
article in the Denver Post, a spot 
on the CBS Evening News and arti- 
cles in European journals. 


Plants come alive with the 


sound of music, she proved, but 
only if it's the right kind. 


Speaking at Long Beach City 


College's Pacific Coast campus re- 
cently, the Denver grandmother of 
17 detailed her original experi- 
ments at Colorado Women's Col- 
lege in which test plants thrived 
with Bach and died with rock. 


She had no scienlific conclusion 


about why planls subjected to acid 
rock wilted in her 1968 experi- 
ments, and said it was "not proven 
by any means" that rock harms 
humans. 


However, Mrs. Retallack said, 


plants which leaned away by up lo 
70 degrees from speakers playing 
rock music "looked like they were 
trying to tell me something." 


By contrast, plan's subjected to 


Bach organ music "absolutely 
ndorcd if," and plants given con- 


certs of classical Indian sitar music 
by Ravi Shankar "almost em- 
braced the speakers." 


Test plants also did well with 


the type of bland, canned back- 
ground 
music 
found 
in 


supermarkets and elevators, she 
said, and "they loved jazz." 


Country-and-western music was 


played in "the only experiment I've 
ever done in which nothing hap-

SOMETIMES we tend to take a communily re- 


source for granled. A case in poinl is Frances Bond, 
a quiel, modest heroine in the Long Beach war 
against poverty. 


Frances is past retirement age, and she could be 


taking life easy, knitting, basking in the sun and 
trading stories about and pictures of her three grand- 
children. Instead, she is out in the community 10 to 12 
hours a day (many times on weekends), busy with 
camera and notebook recording the story of the poor 
and the agencies that help them. 


Frances is director of communily relations, Long 


Beach Commission on Economic Opportunities. Her 
news beat is hunger, loneliness, 
discouragement, 


hope, opportunity, old age, youth, the charity that 


looks beyond today and touches brighter tomorrows. 


Poverty programs mean money spent, personnel 


employed, statistics, projections and talk—at least 
the poverty war is seen in such terms by its critics. 
But the poverty war has a human face, a soul, a 
vitality that is generated by people like Frances 
Bond. 


Frances doesn't see a statistic—she sees a 


human being in need. She sees a father or mother 
who needs a job to support a family. She sees a 
youngster who needs an off-lhe-streel interest as an 
alternative to delinquency. She sees a senior citizen 
in need of proper nutrition. She sees an elderly shut- 
in to be visited and comforted. 


THERE ARE 20-odd programs under the tent of 


the LBCEO, and the stewardship of those programs 
is reported to the public through the camera and 
typewriter of Frances Bond. If you are a reader of 
"Action Forum," the publication of the LBCEO, you 
already know the work of Frances Bond, although 
you probably don't know her personally. 


The poor of Long Beach know Frances. She's 


their friend, their confidante, their morale booster, 
their counselor, their listener. She's the "lady who 
always has time," as one woman client of the Down- 
town Neighborhood Center put it. 


The third annual California-Nevada Community 


Action conference was held at the Kdgewater Hyaft 
House Hotel April 22-25 Opening day was typical of 
the schedule Frances Bond keeps. She was on the job 
at 6:30 a.m., setting up media exhibits, making notes, 
telephone calls, arrangements. She was still on the 
job at 11 p.m., bone tired but still smiling. 


She had time to talk lo the 15-year-old Chicano 


lad from Delano, whose Nairobi communal farm 
project photographs incisively portrayed the vigor of 
boot-slrap econmics. She gave the youngster advice, 
and she in turn learned from him. 


I kidded her about clock-watching. "I never 


seem to have time to watch a clock," she said. 


Clocks watching Frances Bond in action would 


soon grow weary and ask for time out. 


Prior to going (o work for the Long Beach 


Commission on Economic Opportunities in 1967, 
Frances had been employed in private industry. 
Successfully, loo. Her last stop before coming to the 
West Coast was the editorship of the Marshall Field 
department store house organ in Chicago. That posi- 
tion had been preceded by newspaper work in Chica- 
go, and in Rochester, Ind., her'nor.iC town. 


WHEN ONE is born in Rochester, Ind., the work 


elhic comes with baptism. Frances doesn't know 


what it is to be idle, as the journalism department at 
Ihe University of Missouri discovered to its delight. 
She was one of the department's star graduates in 
1932. 


Frances is a true journalist. News is people to 


her. News is what people do lo and for each other. 
She concentrates on what people do for each other— 
that's what the LBCEO's prize-winning "Action 
Forum" is all about. 


Frances is a friend of mine. But, then, that's not 


exceptional. She has nothing but friends. And the 
circle of her friendships now includes a litlle girl on a 
poverty war poster, a child of farm workers who docs 
not know Frances but has become an important part 
of her thoughts. 


The child has dark, saucer eyes, eyes that follow 


one around an exhibit room and ask this question: 
"Will you make my life better? Will you tell them 
about me and my life, or must I stand here at my 
glassless window with nothing to hang on to but a 
ragged burlap curtain and a poverty thai sets me 
apart?" 


1 heard those questions asked by a silent child as 


1 stood wilh Frances Bond before a poster on the 
wall. I listened with my eyes, Frances with her heart. 
And having heard the questions, Frances went back 
lo work to find the answers.

Sensible, and unusual 


BALTIMORE - Politics has been call- 


ed the art of compromise, but that hopeful 
metaphor can be used only for officehold- 
ers, really. 


For candidates, politics is the harsh 


reality of numbers, of votes. 


California Gov. Jerry Brown has elect- 


ed to be a candidate for the presidency, 
and, for him, politics is the harsh reality of 
the number 1,5W. 


DURING THE next 8U days or so, he 


must help give at least that many of the 
3,008 delegates to the Democratic Parly's 
national convention reason to vote for 
someone other than Jimmy Carter on the 
convention's first ballot, and then the sec- 
ond. 


Alter that, it is believed, the chances of 


some candidate other than Carter receiv- 
ing the 50 per cent plus one needed to win 
the party's nomination figure to improve. 
Jerry Brown, one must now be convinced, 
sincerely wants to be that candidate. 


Jerry Brown, age 38, governor of Cali- 


fornia for only 16 months, the Democratic 
Party nominee for President of the United 
States? 


It is, at best, highly unlikely. 


BROWN ANNOUNCED his candidacy 


just seven weeks ago, then, characteristi- 
cally, did virtually nothing to advance that 
candidacy. The Maryland, Nevada, and 
California secretaries of slate decided to 
put his name on the Democratic primary 
ballots in their states, and last Sunday, 
Hrown says, he decided (o campaign ac- 
tively in Maryland. 


A half-dozen California reporters trail- 


ed along, curious to see what other folks 
might think of the governor and his cele- 
brated Spartan lile style. What other folks 
think is start!ini;, to say the least. 


"Jerry I>own is a turn-on guy." wrote 


Baltimore Evening Sun columnist Lou 


Once a politician begins to 


think about being president, it be- 
comes very hard for him to be 
objective about the quest. 


Harold Stassen, Wilbur Mills, 


Richard Nixon and many others 
persisted in the quest long after it 
became obvious to everyone else 
they hadn't a chance. In the case 
of Richard Nixon, everyone else 
was wrong. That case was an 
anomaly. This year everyone else 
knows that Frank Church and Mo 
Udall don't have a chance. But 
Church and Udall are still in there 
fighting. 


H U B E R T HUMPHREY did 


have a chance, although not much 
of one. He thus deserves all the 
more credit for bowing out of the 
race gracefully and with a sense 
of humor. 


It must have been harder for 


Humphrey than for a man who 
had only'reccntly contracted the 
disease. Humphrey was 
bitten 


long ago. He hoped 
to be 
his 


party's vice presidential nominee 
in 1956. but Adlai Stevenson left 
the question to Democratic con- 
v e n t i o n 
delegates and 
Estes 


Kefauver got the nod. In i960, 
Humphrey sought his party's 
presidential nomination but fared 
badly in the primaries against the 
monev and charm of John Kenne- 


dy. Four years later, Humphrey 
was elected vice president. In 1068 
he got the presidential nomination 
but lost the election by a narrow 
margin. His effort to get the 1972 
nomination collapsed when he lost 
the California primary by a close 
vote to George McGovcrn. 


So Humphrey's decision not to 


fight for the nomination this year 
came against the background of 
two decades of desire, of hard 
work, and of near misses. 


THE FACT THAT Humphrey's 


decision was 
sensible does not 


make it any less unusual. 


Hubert Humphrey has never 


been a man to succumb to bitter- 
ness or futile regret. He is. as he 
said the other day, "a good sena- 
tor." Given the feelings of Minne- 
sotans. his re-election is as likely 
as anything in the uncertain world 
of politics. 


We don't always agree with 


Senator Humphrey's proposals 
he is sometimes as generous with 
the taxpayers' money as he is 
with his own words — but we 
admire his energy and legislative 
imagination, and we applaud his 
constructive spirit.

THAT IS A question only time can

What does Carter believe? 


FIERY RUN, Va. — With Hubert Hum- 


phrey and now Scoop Jackson on the side- 
lines, the attention of the nation is turning 
to Governor Carter. 


Carter's success has been a triumph of 


hard work and lough political organization 
in the primary stales, but probably more

important, it has been the result of some- 
thing personal, something new but very 
old: 
something quiet, courteous and 


philosophical in a noisy, unmannerly and 
cynical age. 


THIS HAS changed the attitudes and 


voles of a lot of people. Politically, Virgin- 
ia is not typica' of the nation, but here in 
the foothills of the Blue Ridge, he has 
transformed the attitudes of the voters 
along our lonely and winding roads. 


Fauquier County, Va., is conservative 


Harry Byrd country. Once solidly Demo- 
cratic, it has been sliding toward the 
Republicans for a generation, but Carter 
seems to be swinging it back. The fact that 
he has prevailed in the primaries against 
the Democratic Party and labor organiza- 
tions has changed the mood of voters along 
these roads. They like his independence. 
They say that maybe a Southerner is final- 
ly going to have an honest shot at the 
presidency, anJ they are impressed by his 
religious faith. 


Accordingly, this little community may 


help explain one aspect of Carter's suc- 
cess. It is divided on political issues, but it 
pays attention to its churches — of whatev- 
er denomination. The churches arc not 
only the philosophical but the social cen- 
ters of this country. People talk here, as in 
Louisiana, about how ihe people of the 
"parish" voted. 


ONLY TWICE in the last 50 years has 


the "religious issue" been important in our 
presidential election. The Democratic 
Parly's national convention in 1924 at 
Madison Square Garden in New York, 
where the Democrats will meet again in 
July, was hopelessly divided, with urban 
Catholics and Jews favoring Alfrod 
E. 


Smith and rural Protestants voting for 
William Gibbs McAdoo — and John W. 
Davis emerging as the compromise candi- 
date after 103 ballots. 


The issue came up again in 1900 when 


Jack Kennedy, a Roman Catholic, finally 
won the nomination and the presidency 
after proclaiming: "1 do not speak for my 
church on public matters, and the church 
does not speak for me." The issue is not so 
prominent now, but it has been raised, not 
by Carter but by the questions of the press, 
and Carter has not hesitated to give wit- 
ness lo a deep religious faith. 


This has encouraged many voters and 


troubled m a n y others. Carter, u n l i k e 
Kennedy, is a "true bcliirvtr." and for the 
rest of the campaign, many voters will 
undoubtedly be asking what he truly be- 
lieves. 


IT IS A f a i r enough question. Already 


some of his opponents arc suggesting pri- 
vately that he is a "religious fanatic" who 
thinks he is an important instrument of 
"the Lord's work," but there is no evi- 
dence to support this thesis. 


He is said to be a great admirer of the 


late Reinhold Niebuhr, former professor of 
Christian ethics at the Union Theological 
Seminary of New York. Niebuhr, far from 
being a "religious fanatic," was one of the 
most eloquent critics both of American 
theology and politics, and of the challenge 
of Communist ideology. 


Few Americans of the postwar world 


have kept a Iwttc-r balance between our 
ethical and political dilemmas than Nie- 
buhr, or been more aware of the irony of 
American history. 


IN A ROOK on that irony, Niebuhr 


stated his philosophy iri two revealing 
statements: 


First, he said: "Our idealists are di- 


vided between those who would renounce 
the responsibilities of power for the sake of 
preserving the purity of our soul and those 
who arc ready to cover every ambiguity of 
good and evil in our actions by the frantic 
insistence that any measure taken in a 
good cause must be unequivocally virtu- 
ous. We la!<e, and must continue to take, 
morally hazardous actions to preserve our 
civilization. We must exercise our power. 
But we ought (not) believe that a nation is 
capable of perfect disinterestedness in its 
exercise. . . . Communism is a vivid object 
lesson in the monstrous consequences of 
moral complacency about the relation of 
dubious means lo supposedly good ends." 


Second, Niebuhr observed: "Nothing 


that is worth doing can be achieved in our 
lifetime; therefore we must be saved by 
hope Nothing which is true or beautiful or 
good makes complete sense in any im- 
mediate context of history; therefore we 
must be saved by faith. Nothing we do, 
however virtuous, can be accomplished' 
alone; therefore we are saved by love. No 
virtuous act is quite as virtuous Iroin the 
standpoint of our friend or foe as it is from 
our 
standpoint. Therefore we must Ix 
1 


saved by the final form of love which is 
forgiveness." 


IF THIS ALSO represents Carter's con 


neclion between his ethical and political 
philosophy, the chances are that he will 
gain more support by his faith than he will 
lose; but of course, we still do not know. 
He will be questioned on this in the coming 
months, quite fairly too, and there will Ix1 


time to find out more about what he really 
lielicves. 


Meanwhile, we will probably hear a lot 


of doubt about a man who claims lo have a 
"pipeline lo God," which is odd, first; 
because Carter has never claimed he had, 
and second, because we've had a pipeline 
to almost everywhere else lately, and it 
hasn't been a spectacular success.

The controversy

today. 


The charges arc that 


Benito Bianchi, now re- 
tired from the team, and 
Piero Forquet exchanged 
messages with smoke sig- 
nals from cigarettes they 
were smoking during a 
rharnpionship 
game. 


Where and when the game 
was played is not known. 


Members of the Blue 


Team are used to similar 
accusations, which have 
filled their scrapbooks as 
much as the string of suc- 
cesses they have put to- 
gether in the past two dec- 
ades. 


This time, however, 


there are two new and 
important factors. The 
charges do not come from 
abroad, but from a leading 
Italian player — Leandro 
Burgay — and he has pro- 
duced an alleged taped 
phone conversation with 
Bianchi to support his 
claims. 


Burgay said Bianchi 


confessed his tricks during 
a conversation which was 
taped and sent to the Ital- 
ian Bridge 
Federation. 


Burgay also produced the 
testimony of an expert 
that the tape had not been 
manipulated. 


The federation, how- 


ever, said that no matter 
who was right, Burgay 
acted improperly in taping 
the phone call and handea 
him an immediate six- 
month suspension.

swer. It is definitely not

A few of them were brutal and sadistic, 


bill Ihe majority were nice guys. 


On Ihree separate occasions I 
was 


beaten by police officers while I was top 
drunk even to stand alone. Once, I was 
battered in the ribs and stomach by two 
officers while my hands were cuffed be- 
hind me. I suffered a fractured rib. During.; 
another arrest, while spread for the frisk, "; 
an officer kicked my feet from beneath me ' 
and my chin struck the edge of a counter 
upon which I was leaning. Result: five 
stitches. The latter was witnessed by a 
sergeant who said nothing. Another officer 
protested mildly, but was told, "He's just a 


wino." 


On the other side of the coin: After 


maintaining my sobriety for five years. I 
did some volunteer work with the Long 
Beach Alcoholism Diversion Project. 
Twice weekly, I would go lo the jail and 
talk with the men who had been arrested 
for public intoxication. If I felt any of them 
wanted to Iry lo do something about his 
drinking, I could have him released to the 
diversion project. During this time, I found 
(he officers I met extremely interested and. 
helpful. 


f abhor the lyne of policeman who 


mistreats helpless drunks, but I have found 
thai this lype is in the minority. 


The officers who participated in the ' 


recent drunken caper should be disci- 
plined, hut not dismissed. Where would I 
be if I wasn't given a second chance by Ihe 
Alcoholism Rehabilitation Center? Unless 
the involved officers are alcoholic (it hap- 
pens), I doubt if they will ever become 
involved in such an incident again. 


When I first read the article I became • 


angry, but my experiences have served to 
make me more tolerant. I doubt that there 
are many among us who haven't at one 
lime or anolher let alcohol lake over our 
better judgment I would suggest that the 
officers involved go to a couple of meetings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. They might find 
out something obout themselves.

Still another factor is the grow- 


.ing militancy of sojne younger doc- 
tors who are joining unions because 
they think the unions have more 
muscle than conventional medical 
groups. 


In Long Beach. Dr. William 


, Hyman, president of the 
local 


medical association, said the mem- 
bership decrease here would have 


.; been even greater if it had not been 
.-for "some last-minute pleading by 


many of us in the establishment." 


H y m a n said disenchantment 


with organized medicine goes be- 
yond the medical malpractice 
crisis and the mandatory member- 
ship question. 


He said it also comes from "a 


feeling of futility, a feeling of de- 
spair that our profession is to be 


made a scapegoat for a country 
that has lost its work ethic, Us 
idealism, its pioneer spirit, its dedi- 
cation 
to 
freedom 
and 


individualism, all those things that 
the 'guys' talked about 200 years 
ago." 


What he means, H y m a n ex- 


plained, is that the modern doctor 
is caught in the midst of a social 
evolution that has been occurring 
in the country but which has passed 
some doctors by. 


Suddenly, in the wake of grow- 


ing demands for better and cheaper 
medical care, especially for the 
disadvantage^, the doctor is faced 
with what seems to be the immi- 
nent takeover of medicine by gov- 
ernment and he doesn't like it. 


He sees his freedom in jeop- 


ardy and he rebels, and part of this 
rebellion is reflected in his disillu- 
sionment with organized medicine. 


At the same time, Hyman 


confines, doctors are becoming 
aware there has to be better public 
access to the nation's system of 
medical care. They also are aware 
of the skyrocketing costs of that 
care. 


Hyman said that, while there 


are some doctors who still see 
medical care as a privilege instead 
of the right of every citizen, most 
have moved from this position. 


Still, a complete government 


takeover of medicine, something 
H y m a n himself feels may be 
inevitable, depresses doctors. 
Hyman, describing the sadness he 
feels at this prospect, says, "1 
would not want my bons to go into 
medicine." 


A self-described middlc-of-thc- 


roader, Hyman thinks government 
control of medicine would be "bad 
for the soul of the nation. . . We 


need some free enterprise, some 
creativeness with new ideas and a 
rededicatipn to the doctor-patient 
relationship that is private and per- 
sonal and warm and real. 


"But by the year 2000, medical 


practice as we know it will be gone. 
You will see an entirely different 
thing." 


Hyman 
also mentioned 
an 


unhappiness some doctors 
feel 


about "the lack of appreciation by 
some patients for the good that 
many of us doctors do for them. 
Certainly, there are many who ap- 
preciate us and respect us for 
trying to help them, but there are 
enough who hate the doctor and 
who make the doctor the scapegoat 
for every miserable thing that has 
happened in their miserable lives, 
and some of them have bad miser- 
able lives." 


What are the answers to organ- 


ized medicine's dilemma? 


—Better leadership: "Just like 


the country at large, we have to 
find leaders we can trust and be- 
lieve in and respect," Hynian says. 


—Improved Image: "Our future 


depends in part on the public image 
we project. A little more honesty 
and 
earthiness will 
counteract 


more of the demigod and pompous 
attitudes of a few doctors." 


—A compromise OB (he ques- 


tion of government control: 
"The 


future looks bleak for free enter- 
prise in medicine. There will be 
more and more governmental con- 
trol and the best we can hope for is 
a compromise that helps reduce the 
cost of medical care, but allows us 
enough freedom 
of thought 
and 


ideas to make it rewarding and 
salifying for boys and girls to still 


want to study medicine." 


(If doctors had become involved 


In such things as private medical 
insurance plans in the '30s and 
Medicare in the '50s, instead of 
fighting them, they would have 
been better off, Hynian thinks.) 


"If becoming a doctor becomes 


a second-rate type of job, yoil are 
going to find second-rate applicants 
applying for it. The cream of the 
crop will go into other fields." 


—More unity among doctors 


who are traditionaUy individualis- 
tic: "There has to be some kind of 
raft to cling to....This is not to say 
t h a t by sticking with organized 
medicine, (doctors) won't drown. 
But we have a better chance of 
surviving in private practice.if we 
stay on the raft and try to build it 
into a battleship."

The plants were 
either in "extreme harmony" with 
this "very earthy type music" or 
•'so bored with it they didn't hear."

Mrs. Retallack, the wife of a 


doctor, didn't exactly set out to be 
a botanical luminary. In fact, she 
fold the LBCC audience, she beg- 
ged her dean to let her skip Ihe 
biology class required for gradua- 
tion. 


Her begging was futile, and she 


found herself in a class for which 
she was told she'd have to perform 
an original experiment. "1 wilted," 
sjfc said. 
£ The professor suggested using 
her major field of music for the 
experiment, however, and she 
r&membered reading about some 
illes of sound with plants. 


In 
one 
experiment, 
plants 


which had been prayed over grew 
better t h a n those w h i c h were 
ignored. Also, in a yoga book on the 
use of music for health, she had 
read that African violets responded 


well to the notes B and D. 


In an experiment with another 


student, she raised corn, radishes, 
plulodendrons, geraniums and "six 
of the droopingest African violets 
you've ever seen" under grow- 
lights in a basement. 


The plants were subjected to a 


self-rewinding 
t o - m i n u t e tape 


which played five minutes of the 
note B being struck on a piano 
keyboard, five minutes of D and 
five minutes of silence. 


The African violets revived, but 


the other plants died. 


Experiments with 
d i f f e r e n t 


styles of music followed, and the 
effects of the Let! Zeppelin, Vanilla 
Fudge and J i m i Hendrix were 
deadly. 


By contrast, plants leaned only 


five degrees away from 
modern, 


dissonant concert music, about the 
same reaction they showed to the 
dissonant compositions of Claude 
Debussy. 


While she had no experimental 


evidence to explain the plants' pro- 


nounced likes and dislikes in music, 
Mrs. Retallack said the experi- 
ments were rigorously controlled, 
and she had some ideas for possible 
explanations. 


While the effects of different 


types of music on plants could be 
explained by different effects of 
high or low frequencies, by heat 
energy or by some other physical 
factor, Mrs. Retallack is fascinated 
by the "theory of intent." 


She says Ravi Shankar and 


rock musicians use "essentially the 
same kinds of instruments," but 
with vastly different intentions. 


Shankar's music has a religious 


objective, she said, while the "in- 
tent of the acid rock was entirely 
different." 


Acid rock "simulates d r u g 


trips" and has a "definite message 
referring !o the possible effects of 
drug use, body eroticism and the 
dropout culture," she declared. It's 
a matter of the "highest spiritual 
nature" versus the "lowest animal 
nature."

The Long Beach-Los An- 


geles port complex was 
second only to New York 
in the nation in the num- 
ber of vessels arriving last 
year, according to the 
New York Maritime As- 
sociation.

FEW corporations have

But then Lock- 
heed is something special 
— 4'lkey link in the 
milftifry-industrial 
com- 


pletr&'ith close ties to the 
Pentagon and C I A ; a 
provider of advanced tech- 
nology; arms-seller to the 
Western alliance and in- 
strument of national poli- 
cy in the confrontation 
with communism. Clearly, 
Lockheed's survival and 
even; its prosperity have 
been;deemed vital to the 
natiopal interest. 


Now, Lockheed finds it- 


self at the center of the 
most far-reaching contro- 
versy of its crisis-prone 
history — namely, the 


payment of some $24 mil- 
lion In bribes and kick- 
backs over a number of 
years to-promote the sale 
of-both military and com- 
mercial aircraft abroad. 
In its zeal for selling, 
Lockheed overstepped the 
bounds of what many con- 
sider proper corporate 
conduct. 


OF COURSE Lockheed 


is but one of some 100 
major U.S. corporations 
that have admitted, under 
pressure from the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Com- 
mission, improper pay- 
ments. 


But 
here 
again 


Lockheed is something 
special. Although the 
machinations of the Gulf 
Oil Corp., Northrop Corp. 
and United Brands are 
startling enough, Lock- 
heed has admitted pay- 
ments to pro-Western gov- 
ernment figures in Italy 
and Japan, as well as to 
Prince Bernhard of the 
Netherlands. It has there- 
by provided devastating 
political 
ammunition to 


opposition elements 
in 


those countries. 


Indeed, business-gov- 


ernment efforts in arms 
sales or other exports are 
more coordinated abroad. 
It is almost inconceivable 
that the French or Japa- 
nese governments would 
accuse their own business- 
men of bribery. Japanese 
officials have been notably 
slow in pursuing their 
Lockheed bribery probe 
lest confidence in the long- 


standing Liberal Demo- 
cratic government be 
undermined. 


In the United States, life 


is more pluralistic and 
interests more diverse. 


President Ford belated- 


ly recognized the spread- 
ing scandal by appointing 
a panel of Cabinet mem- 
bers to come up with 
recommendations. But lit- 
tle Is expected until after 
the 
November election, 


and by then whatever pub- 
lic anxiety exists may 
have subsided, 


The thrust for disclo- 


sure thus seems to rest 
with the SEC, senators 
like Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, and William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., and some of 
the news media. 


Some people like SEC 


Chairman Roderick M. 
Hills assert that much 
progress has already been 
made in cleaning up U.S. 
business methods. Many 
corporations have set up 


special audit committees, 
strengthened the role of 
their outside (nonexecu- 
tive) directors and estab- 
lished new codes of con- 
duet or reaffirmed old 
ones. Auditors are more 
vigilant, and a couple of 
the most conspicuously in- 
volved, executives — 
Daniel J, Haughton at 
Lockheed and Bob R. Dor- 
sey at Gulf — have been 
ousted. • 


In the view of many, the 


massive disclosures of im- 
proper corporate conduct 
by Lockheed and others 
have a uniquely American 
flas-or. There stands the 
moralistic Church lectur- 
ing the cynical Europeans. 
Shades of Woodrow Wil- 
son! But the genie is out of 
the bottle, no one can put 
it back, and what it will do 
next is anyone's guess. 


The efforts of the Inter- 


national Telephone 
and 


Telegraph Corp. pale be- 
side what Lockheed may 


unwittingly 
accomplish. 


The'disclosure of improp- 
er dealings with Lockheed 
helped undermine confi- 
dence in the Christian 
Democratic government in 
Italy, which resigned on 
Friday. If the new elec- 
tions bring Communists 
into the government, will 
Lockheed 
share 
the 


blame? Will the stigma of 
Lockheed associations also 
undermine the govern- 
ment of Japan and the 
royal family of the Nether- 
lands as.well? 


Arms and bribery have 


long been linked. The no- 
toriety of Sir Basil Zahar- 
off and his wheeling and 
dealing for Vickers of 
Britain before World War 
I encouraged the phrase 
"merchants of death." 
Cynics have always as- 
sumed a certain amount of 
bribery in arms sales, and 
in this view the current 
disclosures simply con-

Testi- 
mony has shown that 
Ixjckheed bribery in Japan 
took an order away from 
Grumman. In effect, Bur- 
bank, Calif. (Lockheed), 
cheated al the expense of 
Belhpage, N.Y. (Grum- 
man).

At a news conference afterward, she said 


affirmative-action hiring and promotion of Women 
and minorities should curry at least eoual weight 
with the "last-hired, first-fired" principle of union 
seniority. 


"\VE HAVE HERE a competition between two 


equally cherished values," she said. "Affirmative 
action must not be thrown away to protect job 
security. 


"We must work with our union brothers and 


sisters and make them understand the value of 
affirmative action." 


Miss Krupsak said she was surprised and pleas- 


ed by a recent U.S. Supreme Court decision awarding 
retroactive seniority to blacks who had been denied a 
job by a company's policy. 


But she' said it didn't go far enough, because 


many minorities have been discouraged from even 
applying for work by discriminatory policies. 


"Our problem has always been dividing. up • a 


small pie when what we have needed is to make the 
pie large enough for all to share," she told the 
conference.

Dear Mr. Campbell: 
We have a mortgage 


balance of $7,500 on our 
home on which we pay 
5% per cent interest. It 
has been appriased at 
$38,000. We would like 
to sell it since we do 
not want to continue 
maintenance 
of 
our 


swimming pool. 


The house we would 


like to buy is $33,500 
and will need some 
work, which we can do 
ourselves. It has 
mortgage balance of 
$16,400 at 6% per cent. 


The majority of our 


savings is in Series E 
bonds, which we would 
like to keep secure and 


not cash in until we re- 
tire in about 15 years. 
Would we be better off 
to pay off our mortgage 
of $7,500, thus making 
it easier for someone to 
buy our home and as- 
sume the new mort- 
gage? 


Also, we would have 


the available money to 
assume the mortgage 
of the new house and 
have an interest rate of 
only 6% per cent. Is it, 
in your opinion, sound 
for us to do this, and 
would a bank go along 
with this? — Mrs. C. 
R., Phoenix, Ariz. 


ANSWER: I don't 


see 
, anything wrong 


with it, and — all other 
things being equal — I 
don't know why a lend- 


. er wouldn't go along 


with it. 


In order to get the 


mortgage 
on your 


present home down (or, 
looking at it the other 
way — "up") to a level 
where a prospective 
buyer could assume it, 
you'd have to refinance 
it for $30,000 or $33,000. 
Whether, in today's 
money market, a lend- 
er would find this ac- 
ceptable or not is a 


matter that only inves- 
tigation can determine. 


It would certainly 


make your present 
home pretty attractive 
— requiring only a 
buyer capable of put- 
ting $5,000 down in cash 
and assuming a month- 
ly mortgage payment 
of $272 (principal and 
interest for 30 years at 
9V4 per cent). Or per- 
haps, the buyer could 
put down $8,000 in cash 
and take on mortgage 
payments of about $247.

'Showboat9 a classy classic at LBStf

Has it really been al- 


most 50 years since Je- 
rome Kern and Oscar 
Hammersteln II wrote 
Showboat? After half a 
century, does it deserve 
the designation of "classic 
of the American musical 
theater"? 


If a musical classic can 


be loosely defined as a 
piece with the power to 
move an audience, the 
current production at 
Long Beach State Univer- 
sity gives a positive an- 
swer. It is definitely not 
just another saccharine 
entry from the golden age 
of musicals. 


The vocal demands of 


Showboat vary from a 
high soprano to one of the 
most famous bass roles in 
the theater. The acting de- 
mands range from the 
rivcrboat gambler who 
goes wrong to the simper- 
ing Southern belle who 
develops backbone under 
adversity, 
to 
the 


philosophical black roust- 
about, to a fallen woman. 
Who could ask for more? 


Gaylord Ravenal is 


usually played as a Rhett 
Butler type. On Friday 
night, William Wenger 
made him look a hit more 


like Ashley Wilkes. It was 
hard to believe that Weng- 
er's 
Ravenal was ever a 


successful riverboat gam- 
bler. 


His baritone voice has 


fine middle range, but the 
high notes in "You Are 
Love" and "Why Do I 
Love You?" stretched it 
beyond its limits. 


The Magnolia of Christi- 


na Marie Augspurger was 
sweet and pure (with a 
shade too much vibrato) 
and visually delightful. 


Showboat has so many

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Activities 
brighten 
dull days

Long Beach, with a population of 72,000 people 


nvpr age 60 and 3 variety pf facilities !u meet their 
needs, now has something new — a day care center 
at Palmcrest House. 


Day care centers in general are designed to keep 


older members of society out of institutions until the 
last possible moment. They have been used in Great 
Britain as part of a network of services keeping all 
but two per cent of their elderly out of nursing 
homes, but in this country their use is just beginning. 


Nationally, there are 30 such day care centers, 


w i t h Hi of these in the West — two dissimilar ones 
locally. A program set up under the auspices of the 
National Institute of Mental Health on the Ea.-t Coast 
has been used as a fairly common model for most. 
But each takes its own special twists. 


The way Nancy Knapp. director for the Palm- 


c'rc'-t center, sees day care, is to make the real world 
as stimulating as possible, so that an older person 
may maintain his or her independence in that world. 
It holds a middle ground between one-to-one babysit- 
ting and a senior citizen's social get-together. 


The way Rachel Downing, director of the part- 


time Senior Day Center at El Cerrito County Health 
Center, sees day care, it serves as crisis intervention 
fur elderly on the very brink of being placed in a 
nursing home. This day center has provided two-day 
a week emergency intercedence and follou-up activi- 
;ii-s, for almost three years As a government project 
il h Decking to be refunded. 


Nancy Knapp, who ran a program lor older 


people in Washington State, says the Palmcrest cen- 
ter will form flexible lines along the particular needs 
of the 21 people who can use that center at any one 
time 


"A lot of people are natural loners. They arc off 


by themselves to the mountains at age 20 and they 
remain the same at fin." she says. These are not the 
people who would be interested in what is officially 
called Ihe day activities center, a facet of the Palm- 
crest House senior citizen residence on Cedar Ave- 
vuv 


Hut for others, older people who face involuntary 


illation, who -it at home alone for want of means or 
opportunity for socializing, who wave goodby to 
-pou-e or offspring in the morning and do nothing all 


day but await thai person's return, who want to 
develop new interests or who .-•imply want to mill 
around in a crowd, the day center can be as individu- 
al a- each person's desires. 


"When a person beeomes disengaged from soci- 


ety, the fantasy wurlcl seems much better than real- 
ity." Thus her role, she says, is to bring the real 
world to eaeh of those involved, and on each person's 
own terms. 


AT PALMCREST HOUSE, the facilities offered 


to full-time residents also are available for day 
participants, including physical and 
occupational 


therapy rooms, health care, beauty parlor, movie 
theater, green house, piano, kitchen area, and sepa- 
rate sitting rooms. 


The activities center. (Mrs. Knapp objects to the 


nationally used term 'day care' as doincaningi would 
he open from S:3() a.m. to 3:30 p.m. five days a week 
fora sliding fee of from $1 to sin a day. 


"This is an exciting field." says Dr. Julian 


Fcingold, a rabbi who founded the' four-year-old 
Palmcrest complex of proprietary care center and 
i-nnvale.-eeiit hospital. "Day care enables the elderly 
to stay at home as long as possible. 


"Too 
many people," he says, "are institutional- 


ised prematurely." Day care centers, he hopes, will 
forestall this. "This is a whole new field; there are 
very few specialists." 


Mrs. Knapp sees day care as a way to cut down 


•"•> approaching senility, a way to rehabilitate stroke 
patients, a way to evoke stories or memories, to 
stimulate an older person's mind on various levels, 
.mil, no le.— valid she says, as a means of providing 
relief for the family of the older person. 


"Too much can happen to families as a person 


grows older. Sometimes the reaction is desperate and 
families break up when a little guidance could have 
helped." 


Fifty years ago gerontology was not a popular 


field. "Few people wanted to get involved — it 
seemed too depressing," she points out, "because 
there is no cure for old age. The only alternative for 
growing old is dying." 


But as the quantity of life improves, the quality 


of that life must improve, she maintains. 


ONE OF THE FIRST things on her agenda in 


that regard is to "shave away the baby talk" used 
with older people. "It is important not to be demean- 
ing. The parallel with children is very demeaning. 


She favors using Audubon prints and various 


bird feathers to stimulate conversation and learning 
on a variety of levels, to using egg cartons for arts 
and crafts. "Many of the participants were bird 
watchers or want to learn about birds," she says. 
"Others just want to play with the feathers and some 
are stimulated by seeing the feathers and recall 
having chickens as growing youngsters. 


Everything must therefore be individual," Mrs. 


Knapp says. "We have to remember that we come 
with an agenda of tilings for them to do, but their 
agenda is what really counts. The people will shape 
the program. 


Hitting somewhere between senior citizen ccn- 


!irs wheiv everyone plays bridge and centers which 
are primarily babysitting arrangements, she says, 
the Palmcrest center will also be able to offer some 
individual therapy for stroke patients.

WASHINGTON - 
Beautiful, blonde Joan Ben- 


nett Kennedy has emerged as the most attractive and

sensitive of all the Kennedy women. She has been 
vulnerable to mounting family pressures. 


Although Joan's father says her drinking prob- 


lem is "under control," she has become almost a 
stranger on the Washington scene. Her absence was 
conspicuous on at least two recent occasions. 


The wife of the Massachusetts senator skipped a 


White House state dinner, which he attended with 
their 16-year-old daughter. Then, the annual Senate 
wives' luncheon for the First Lady packed in former 
and current members from everywhere — but not 
Joan. 


About the same time, Joan was reported partici- 


pating in suburban meetings of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. She was accompanied by an unidentified 
woman friend. 


Now, Harry W. Bennett contends that his daugh- 


ter Joan did not enter Smitners Alcoholic Rehabilita- 
tion Center in New York "for personal treatment," as 
recently reported. 


"Joan went there to learn about the institution 


and how they treat alcoholics," Bennett said in a 
telephone interview from his home near New Or- 
leans. "She has a tremendous sympathy for people 
with that problem because she was almost facing it 
herself." 


And then he adds with an edge of bitterness, 


"She was no more there for care than the man in the 
moon." 


BENNETT IS IRATE over two National Enquir- 


er articles that purported to reveal Joan's 
confidences while at (he institution. Two patients 
there quoted her alleged complaints about her Kenne- 
dy in-laws and doubts from the Chapp,,.,-;iddick acci- 
dent in which a Kennedy secretary died. 


While Eunice Kennedy Shriver publicly express- 


ed outrage over the Enquirer articles, she did refer 
to the two controversial sources as "fellow patients" 
of Joan. She complained about the "invasion of 
Joan's privacy" and asserted that Ted's wife is on 
good terms with his family. 


Joan's father, however, rejeqte'd'tbe': entire ac- 


cotoH as pur« fabrication. "There wasn't .on* word of 
•fruthabout It," he declared. :, 
: 


These gossipy, embarrassing stories about Joan 


have left her father in a sour mood toward all the 
news media. Add to this the published reports about 
the late President Kennedy and his girl friend with 
Mafia connections. 


"They are all looking for scare headlines," Ben- 


nett declared. "They want to talk about the bad part 
of anything rather than the good. This is what gets 
you upset. Poor Joan has been so harassed by this for 
so long." 


Asked what his daughter is really like, Bennett 


said, "She is lovely and beautiful, with the kindest 
heart you have ever seen in your life. The trouble is, 
she has been so Outgoing and trustful, she has been 
hurt often." 


BENNETT DESCRIBED his daughter as "a 


housewife first, and a loving mother, more concerned 
with her children. She is trying to raise them as good 
Americans. She is trying to protect them from all the 
publicity and everything else that goes on." 


In a candid interview last year, Bennett discuss- 


ed some of the pressures that sent Joan to clinics and 
the brink of alcoholism. He spoke of fear of her 
husband's assassination if he ran for president, and 
cited the difficulty of a shy, unathletic Joan trying to 
cope with the boisterous, competitive Kennedys. 


"A lot of her personal interests had to be put 


aside to keep up with the affairs of the Kennedy 
family," he said. "She's artistic, loves music, and is 
not an outgoing girl when it comes to sports, except 
skiing. She has to conform to the Kennedy image, 
and that is always a battle she carries on within 
herself." 


At that time, Bennett revealed for the first time, 


"I think she may have been close to being an 
alcoholic. She indicated to me that she might be, and 
it scared her." (It was six months later that Joan was 
at the New York AA Center.) 


Another burden that still weighs on Joan is the 


shock of son Teddy's illness. Although cancer forced 
the amputation of the;boi''s leg above the knee, he 
appears to have" won His. battle and no longer Js 
required^) take treatment; according to the siinatpTs 


office. Earlier this year, he accompanied his parents 
on a ski trip to Vermont. 


Joan's parents were separated, and her mother 


was recently found dead in her Florida apartment. 
Joan will be 40 in September, the elder of two 
daughters, and has always been close to her father. 
He said they frequently exchange letters and tele- 
phone each other. 


THERE IS A biographical chapter on Joan in a 


new book on "Kennedy Wives, Kennedy Women," by 
Nancy Gager. While written from the viewpoint of 
women's liberation, critical of the Kennedy concept 
of the female role, it does highlight Joan's life story 
with insight into the background of her personal 
struggle. 


After Bobby Kennedy's assassination. Gager re- 


ports, "Journalists began noticing an increase in 
Ted's drinking, careless driving, and an ever-ready 
eye for a pretty woman." 


Joan reacted with physical flamboyance. 
Four months before Chappaquiddick, in March 


of 1969, Gager writes, "Joan shocked Washington 
society — and the Nixons — by appearing at the 
White House annual congressional reception wearing 
a glittering low-cut mini dress. The First Lady was 
clearly startled out of her usual self-control and 
stared at Joan's legs." 


The public is all too familiar with the image of 


"loyal Joan" during the Chappaquiddick period. In 
the years that followed, Joan admitted to consulting 
psychiatrists, and by 1973, she was tripping to Europe 
alone and getting therapy at clinics. 


Her drinking problem was brought out in the 


open in a minor car accident in the fall of 1974. She 
was fined $200 and had her driver's license suspended 
for six months. 


Joan shows no signs of wanting to end her 


marriage, according to Gager, who describes her as 
"the classic version of the conventional put-up-with- 
almost-anythmg wife, the antithesis of today's liber- 
ated woman." 


Although Joan has made efforts to have more 


individuality, she apparently has little taste for 
Gager's version of the "liberated^oman."

HOLLYWOOD — Goldie Hawn stepped out of her 


silver sportscar, bright as a yellow tulip, full-blos- 
somed and fully pregnant, adjusted the skirt of her 
maternity smock, ignored the buzzing gossip of the 
sidewalk cafe, spied the lunchtime Bloody Alary I 
was having with envy, gritted her teeth and ordered 
a glass of milk. 


'I'm in my fifth month," she chirped cheerfully, 


"and I have to drink four glasses of milk a day. I 
hate it. The baby is moving around inside me quite a 
bit now. Every now and then he pinches me real 
good. But I'm happy. It's something I've wanted for a 
long time. I just had to be sure the Daddy would be 
the right person." 


The Daddy is Bill Hudson, a member of the 


Hudson Brothers rock group. Goldie's husband is Gus 
.Trikonis, a fledgling director, whom she is divorcing, 
fn the days of Hedda and Louella, you couldn't be one 
'man's wife, have another man's child and still call 
yourself a movie star. Ingrid Bergman'tried it, and 
they destroyed her.

He wouldn't let me give him 
anything. We had no luxuries. He was always talking 
about his pride, about his pride was too big to allow 
Jiis wife to pay for anything. 


"Now he is demanding $75,000 of my money to 


free me so I can marry BUI. I figure it's worth it to 
buy a new life, but what happened to the pride?" 


EVERY AGE HAS its dumb blonde, but if that's 


what Goldie's screen image has been, she's not living 
up to it in person. She's about as dumb as a fox. She's 
more Judy Holliday than Marilyn Monroe. Offscreen, 
she looks nothing like the Tweety Pie saloon singer 
she plays in her new movie, "The Duchess and the 
Dirtwater Fox." She wears no make-up, her golden 
hair is long, straight and silky as meadow pollen, and 
with the extra weight she's gained, her wide blue 
eyes disappear into a soft, round face white and puffy 
4s an unbaked angel food cake. When she talks, she 
loses the dumb-dodo voice she made famous on 
•'Laugh-In," and she sounds like the mature, sensi- 
tive woman she really is. 


What Hollywood does to these people is mystify- 


ing Famous for her Mank. wide-eyed "born yester- 


day" stares, Goldie makes people laugh. But she 
wasn't born yesterday. She's done it the hard way 
and, through an accumulation of ideas and experi- 
ence, has developed into an important actress of 
surprising depth, which she proved in "The Sugar- 
land Express" and "The Girl from Petrovka." 


"My greatest regret is that I won the Oscar for 


'Cactus Flower' too early. I wasn't even there to 
accept it. I was in London doing a film, and when I 
got back, nobody cared. I didn't even like myself in 
that film. I've learned so much about life and acting

since then. I'd like to have another crack at it now, 
but I think they've cemented me in comedy roles. I 
think most people have even forgotten that I started 
out as a dancer." 


She grew up in Takoma Park, Md., and was a 


very average student with no aspirations to go on to 
college. All she wanted to do was dance. Her father 
was a violinist. He plays one of the musicians in the 
dance hall in "Duchess and the Dirtwater Fox." He 
lives in Las Vegas. Her mother ran a dancing school 
and owned a gift shop. 


"She was a pragmatic, strong, extremely self- 


disciplined woman. You could never call her an 
ordinary housewife. Both parents were and still are 
extremely supportive of my gifts. 1 taught dancing 
for a while after high school, then went to Williams- 
burg and acted in passion plays in a 3000-seat amphi- 
theater. Then I got a job in the World's Fair and 
moved to New York. 


"I roomed with a girl on West 70th St., then 


moved to a building on Eighth Avenue that is now 
overrun with hookers. I auditioned for everything, got 
turned down by Herbert Ross and shown the door by 
the Copacabana. Those were dog days." 


SHE REMEMBERS them with humor, but there 


were times when Goldie was so weary and so blue, 
both from loneliness and from being pinched by 
every guy who thought she was another stereotyped 
blonde pushover, that she almost gave up show 
business. "1 had a go-go agent at one low point. One 
night he booked me iji a strip joint in Jersey. I made 
?20 for dancing my buns off, he got $5 of that, and I 
danced in sequin pasties on tabletops with guys 
exposing themselves and ended up hitching a ride 
back to New York in a Mack truck. I really don't 
believe the things I went through, but I wanted to be 
in show business so desperately. I went to Puerto 
Rico once where I worked with a rock band. Then I 
found myself with $200 in my pocket, and I bought a 
dog for $175. I called him Lamb Chop. It was my rent 
money, but I guess I needed a friend. 


"I was ready to throw in the towel when a 


choreographer friend called and asked me to go to 
California. I left my four roommates, my furniture, 
said goodbye to my boyfriend, packed up my dog, 
went 'o California and never went back." 


•yhings didn't happen overnight there, eith, r. "I 


got a little apartment across the street from Disney- 
land and ended up in a chorus line in Vegas. I was up 
all night, sleeping all day, and I turned into a thing. I 
saw myself one day on TV in a red wig, looking like 
somebody's pet monkey. That's when I quit. It was a 
crappy life. I went back to L.A., gave myself two 
weeks and if I didn't make it, I would go back to 
Maryland." 


One day before the deadline, she landed a bit in 


an Andy Griffith TV special. An agent from William 
Morris spotted her, got her three segments on 
"Laugh-In." and that was the beginning of Goldie 
Hawn. Billy Wilder saw the show one night, called 
M i k e Frankovich, and 
he put her in "Cactus 


Flower." A star was born. 


But Goldie's private life continued to be an uphill 


climb. She found herself in the hands of a manager 
who used her success to go on an ego trip of his own, 
alienating everyone around her. "He was refusing

scripts behind my back, insulting the press and 
making enemies I didn't even know I had. I was very 
inexperienced 
and trying like mad to cope with 


success, and suddenly my manager sued me for $ti 
million! I've been in and out of innocent lawsuits 
ever since, but this is the first time in my life that 
I'm really making my own decisions. I'm must now 
beginning to pull myself together." 


IN THE INTERIM, she made some impressive 


films. "Shampoo" gave her a chance to play a real 
person, although she calmly says. "There were times 
when I wondered who the real director was. Warren 
Beatty got all the best closeups." "Sugarkmd Ex- 
press" was her best acting role, but "Steven Spiel- 
berg is better with action than people" (a fact that 
was finally proved with "Jaws"). She says she learn- 
ed more from Richard Brooks on "S" than any.other 
director she's ever worked with. 


"Not only was I in Germany, but I was in the 


hands of this madman! If you weren't yelled at, you 
were nothing. But he knows everything there is about 
making movies and he taught me a great deal." 


What started out as a challenging experience 


with "The Girl From Petrovka" ended up a bitter 
disappointment. "I went to Russia to research the 
girl, got all the way to Yugoslavia to start filming, 
and the whole company was turned away by Tito. We 
had to re-build Russia on the backlot at Universal. It 
was a nightmare. I even had to pay $1,000 a week out 
of my own salary for a gaffer to head the lighting^ 
crew because the studio was too cheap to hire one. I - , 
had to turn down 'Day of the Locust' to do it and that'. ' 
was killing me, so my heart wasn't in it anymore, but'- 
I couldn't get out of it." 
' 


Self-assured after taking time off to rethink her 


priorities, Goldie Hawn is now running her life and 
her career. Her head is glued on under that blohde 
waterfall of hairdresser's joy with all the right tacks. 


"I learned that people no longer have to do 


things just to be nice or make other people happy. I 
met my husband Gus when I was a chorus giri in 
'Kiss Me Kate.' I was very green, a real baby. He 
was a father figure to me. Then I met Bill on an 
airplane. We have the same humor, the same needs, 
similar family backgrounds. I always felt temporary 
when I was married. Now I feel I'm mature enough 
to know what love is. It's a very responsible thing. 


"People are so easy, money is so easy, there are 


so many divorces in Hollywood. Yesterday I sat down 
and tried to figure out who my real friends are. They 
are people I've known a very long time. Most of them 
aren't in show business at all. My best friend owns a 
carpet mill. Show business, with its transitory and 
very superficial values, is not the most important 
thing in my life anymore. When I told my mother I 
was pregnant, she said, 'Don't tell anybody, get your 
divorce right away! You'll ruin your career!' But 
times have changed. Nobody has done one thing to 
me. I've had no feedback, no repercussions, no DAR 
ladies picketing the Oscars. I'm living my way." 


Goldie Hawn is her real name. She hated it as a 


kid because of all the Goldilocks jokes she suffered. 
Her mother said, "Look at it this way — nobody will 
ever forget a name like that." All kidding about 
dumb, blondes aside, they didn't. And they haven't. 
And iWy won't.

We have a mortgage 


balance of $7,500 on our 
home on which we pay 
5% per cent interest.

The Imuse we would 


like to buy is $33,500 
and will need some 
work, which we can do 
ourselves.

tire in about .15 years. 
Would we be better off 
to pay off .our mortgage 
of $7,500, thus making 
it easier for someone to 
buy our home and as- 
sume the new mort- 
gage?

make your present 
home pretty attractive 
— requiring only a 
buyer capable of put- 
ting $5,000 down in cash 
and assuming a month- 
ly mortgage payment 
of $272 (principal and 
interest for 30 years at 
9Vi per cent).

The 
notable exception is our feet Each of 
these marvels of engineering is usually 
encased in a housing of relatively 
impervious leather, which inhibits air 
from contacting the skin. As a result, 
the unevaporated perspiration perme- 
ates the lining of the shoes where bac- 
terial action causes deterioration of the 
linings. But here's a way to overcome 
this problem — inexpensively and sim- 
ply. 


You'll need one tablespoon of 


FORMALDEHYDE (obtainable from a 
druggist) and one-fourth cup of 
WATER. Mix the formaldehyde into the 
water and store in glass or plastic con- 
tainer. To use, swab the shoe linings, 


using a cotton swab and allow to dry for 
several days before wearing. Repeat as 
often as necessary. CAUTION: Formal- 
dehyde is toxic by inhalation, skin con- 
tact and ingestion. Handle carefully. 


The cost for making your own 


disinfectant for shoes is approximately 
four cents per ounce. To determine your 
savings, divide the cost of your store- 
bought brand by the number of ounces 
it contains. Then compare the per-ounce 
cost — you'll be surprised at how much 
you can save for so little effort. 


Note: Material costs are based on 


the prices at retail outlets of national 
drag, grocery and hardware chains. 
These costs will vary, depending on the 
geographic area. If you wish to make 
up a larger quantity — and save even 
more — buy your materials at a chemi- 
cal supply company.

at home, you should store this one safe- 
ly, label it — listing ingredients and 
noting any cautions — and keep it out of 
reach of children.)

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Activities 
brighten 
dull days

Long Beach, with a population of 72.000 people 


over age GO and a variety of facilities to meet their 
needs, now has something new — a day care center 
at Palmeresl House. 


Day care centers in general arc designed to keep 


older members of society out of institutions until the 
last possible moment. They have been used in Great 
Britain as part of a network of services keeping all 
but two per cent of their elderly out of nursing 
homes, but in this country their use is just beginning. 


Nationally, there are 30 such day care centers, 


with 16 of these in the West — two dissimilar ones 
locally. A program set up under the auspices of the 
National Institute of Mental Health on the East Coast 
has been used as a fairly common model for most. 
Hut each takes its own special twists. 


The way Nancy Knapp. director for the Palm- 


crest center, sees day care, is to make the real world 
as stimulating as possible, so that an older person 
may maintain his or her independence in lhat world. 
It holds a middle ground between one-to-one babysit- 


.. ling and a senior citizen's social get-together. 


The way Rachel Downing, director of the part- 


time Senior Day Center at El Ccrrito County Health 
Center, sees day care, it serves as crisis intervention 
for elderly on the very brink of being placed in a 
nursing home. This day center has provided two-day 
a week emergency mterecdcncc and follow-up activi- 
ties for almost three years. As a government project 
it is seeking lo be refunded 


Nancy Knapp. who ran a program for older 


people in Washington Slate, says (he Palmeresl cen- 
ter will form flexible lines along the particular neeils 
i'f the 21 people who can use thai center al any one 
lime. 


"A lot of people are natural loners. They are off 


by themselves to the mountains al age 20 and they 
remain the same at PO." she says. These are not the 
people who would be interested in what is officially 
called the day activities center, a facet of (he Palm- 
crest House senior citizen residence on Cedar Ave- 
nue. 


But for others, older people who face involuntary 


illation, who sit al home alone for want of means or 
opportunity for socializing, who wave good by to 
.-.pju-e or offspring in the morning and do nothing all

develop new interests or who simply want to mill 
around in a crowd, the day center can he as individu- 
al as cacli person's desires. 


"When a person becomes disengaged from soci- 


t-iy, the fantasy work! seems much better than real- 
ity." Thus her role, she says, is to bring the real 
world to each of those involved, nnrt on each person's 
own terms. 


AT PALMCREST HOUSE, the facilities offered 


to full-lime residents also an1 available for day 
participants, including physical and 
occupational 


therapy rooms, health care, heauly parlor, movie 
theater, green house, piano, kitchen area, and sepa- 
rate sitting rooms. 


The activities center, (Mrs. Knapp objects to the 


nationally used term 'day care1 as demeaning) would 
he open from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. five days a week 
for a sliding fee of from SI to $10 a day. 


"This is an exciting field," says Dr. Julian 


Fi'inyold. a rabbi who founded the four-year-old 
Palmerest complex of proprietary care center and 
convalescent hospital. "Day care enables the elderly 
to stay at home a? long as possible. 


"Too many people." he says, "arc institutional- 


ized prematurely." Day care centers, he hopes, will 
forestall this. "Thi? is a whole new field; there are 
very few specialists." 


Mrs. Knapp sees day care as a way to cut down 


on approaching senility, a way to rehabilitate stroke 
patients, a way to evoke Modes or memories, to 
stimulate an older person's mind on various levels, 
and, no less valid she says, as a means of providing 
relief for the family of the older person. 


"Too much can happen to families as a person 


grows older. Sometimes the reaction is desperate and 
families break uv when a little guidance could have 
helped." 


Fifty years ago gerontology was not a popular 


field. "Few 
people wanted to get involved — it 


seemed too depressing," she points out, "because 
there is no cure for old age. The only alternative for 
growing old is dying." 


But as the quantity of life improves, the quality 


of that life must improve, she maintains. 


ONE OF THE FIRST things on her agenda in 


that regard is to "shave away the baby talk" used 
with older people. "It is important not to be demean- 
ing. The parallel with children is very demeaning." 


She favors using Audubon prints and various 


bird feathers to stimulate conversation and learning 
on a variety of levels, to using egg cartons for arts 
and crafts. "Many of the participants were bird 
watchers or want to learn about birds," she says. 
"Others just want to play with the feathers and some 
are stimulated by seeing the feathers and recall 
having chickens as growing youngsters. 


Everything must therefore be individual," Mrs. 


Knapp says. "We have to remember lhat we come 
with an agenda of tilings (or them to do, but their 
agenda is what really counts. The people will shape 
the program. 


Hitting somewhere between senior citizen cen- 


ters where everyone plays bridge and centers which 
arc primarily babysitting arrangements, she says, 
the Palmcrest center will also be able lo offer some 
individual therapy for stroke patients. 


"U'e'll roll bandages, which is really not a Mick-

Joan Kennedy's father

WASHINGTON — Beautiful, blonde Joan fien- 


nelt Kennedy has emerged as the most attraclive and 


JOAN KENNEDY is defended by her fa- 


sensitive of all the Kennedy women. She has been 
vulnerable to mounting family pressures. 


Although Joan's father says her drinking prob- 


lem is "under control," she has become almost a 
stranger on the Washington scene. Her absence was 
conspicuous on at least two recent occasions. 


The wife of the Massachusetts senator skipped a 


White House stale dinner, which he attended with 
(heir 16-year-old daughter. Then, the annual Senate 
wives' luncheon for the First Lady packed in former 
and current members from everywhere — but not 
Joan. 


About the same time, Joan was reported partici- 


pating in suburban meetings of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. She was accompanied by an unidentified 
woman friend. 


Now, Harry \V. Bennett contends that his daugh- 


ter Joan did not enter Smilhers Alcoholic Rehabilita- 
tion Center in New York "for personal treatment," as 
recenlly reported. 


"Joan went there to learn about the institution 


and how they treat alcoholics," Bennett said in a 
telephone interview from his home near New Or- 
leans. "She has a tremendous sympathy for people 
with lhat problem because she was almost facing it 
herself." ' 


And then he adds with an edge of hittcrness, 


"She was no more there for care than Ihe man in the 
moon." 


BENNETT IS IRATE over two National Enquir- 


er articles that purported to reveal Joan's 
confidences while at the institution. Two patients 
there quoted her alleged complaints about her Kenne- 
dy in-laws and doubts from Ihe Chappaquiddick acci- 
dent in which a Kennedy secretary died. 


While Eunice Kennedy Shriver publicly express- 


ed outrage over the Enquirer articles, she did refer 
lo the two controversial sources as "fellow paticnls" 
of Joan. She complained about the "invasion of 
Joan's privacy" and asserted lhat Ted's wife is on 
good terms with his family.

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These gossipy, embarrassing stories about Joan 


have left her father in a sour mood toward all the 
news media. Add to this the published reports about 
the late President Kennedy and his girl friend with 
Mafia connections. 


"They are all looking for scare headlines," Ben- 


nett declared. "They want to talk about the bad part 
of anything rather than the good. This is what gets 
you upset. Poor Joan has been so harassed by this for 
so long." 


Asked what his daughter is really like, Bennett 


said, "She is lovely and beautiful, with the kindest 
heart you have ever seen in your life. The trouble is, 
she has been so outgoing and trustful, she has been 
hurt often." 


BENNETT DESCRIBED 
his daughter as "a 


housewife first, and a loving mother, more concerned 
with her children. She is trying to raise them as good 
Americans. She is trying lo protect them from all the 
publicity and everything else that goes on." 


In a candid interview last year, Bennett discuss- 


ed some of the pressures that sent Joan to clinics and 
the brink of alcoholism. He spoke of fear of her 
husband's assassination if he ran for president, and 
cited the difficulty of a shy, unathletic Joan trying to 
cope with the boisterous, competitive Kennedys. 


"A lot of her .personal interests had to be put 


aside to keep up with the affairs of the Kennedy 
family," he said. "She's artistic, loves music, and is 
not an outgoing girl when it comes to sports, except 
skiing. She has to conform to the Kennedy image, 
and that is always a battle she carries on within 
herself." 


Al that time, Bennett revealed (or the first time, 


"I think she may have been close to being an 
alcoholic. She1 indicated to me that she might be, and 
it scared her," (It was six months later that Joan was 
al the New York AA Center.) 


Another burden that still weighs on Joan is the 


shock of son Teddy's illness.. Although cancer forced

Joan will be 40 in September, the elder of two 
daughters, and has always been close to her father. ) 
He said they frequently exchange letters and tele- 
phone each other. 


THERE TS A biographical chapter on Joan in a 


new book on "Kennedy Wives, Kennedy Women, ' by 
Nancy Gager. While written from tha viewpoint of 
women's liberation, critical of the Kennedy concept 
of the female role, it does highlight Joan's life story 
with insight into the background of her personal 
struggle. 


After Bobby Kennedy's assassination, Gager re- 


ports, "Journalists began noticing an increase in 
Ted's drinking, careless driving, and an ever-ready 
eye for a pretty woman." 


Joan reacted with physical flamboyance. 
Four months before Chappaquiddick, in March 


of 1969, Gager writes, "Joan shocked Washington 
society — and the Nixons — by appearing at the 
White House annual congressional reception wearing 
a glittering low-cut mini dress. The First Lady was 
clearly startled out of her usual self-control and 
stared at Joan's legs." 


The public is all too familiar with the image of 


"loyal Joan" during the Chappaqiiiddiek period. In 
(he years that followed, Joan admitted to consulting 
psychiatrists, and by 1973, she was tripping to Europe 
alone and getting therapy at clinics. 


Her drinking problem was brought out in the 


open in a minor car accident in the fall of 1974. She 
was fined $200 and had her driver's license suspended 
for six months. 


Joan shows no signs of wanting to end her 


marriage, according to Gager, who describes her as 
"the classic version of the conventional put-up-with- 
almost-anything wife, the antithesis of today's liber- 
ated woman."

got a little apartment across the street [rom Disney- 
land and ended up in a chorus line in Vegas. 1 was up 
all night, sleeping all day, and 1 turned into a thing. I 
saw myself one day on TV in a red wig, looking like 
somebody's pet monkey. That's when 1 quit. It was a 
crappy life. I went back to L.A., gave myself two 
weeks and if I didn't make it, I would go back lo 
Maryland." 


One day before the deadline, she landed a bit in 


an Andy Griffith TV special. An agent from William 
Morris spotted her, got her three segments on 
"Laugh-In," and that was (he beginning of Goldie 
Hawn. Billy Wilder saw Ihe show one night, called 
Mike Frankovich, and he put her in "Caclus 
Flower." A star was born. 


Bui Goldie's private life continued to be an uphill

You'll need one tablespoon of 


FORMALDEHYDE (obtainable from a 
druggist) and one-fourth cup of 
WATER. Mix the formaldehyde into the 
water and store in glass or plastic con- 
lainer. To use, swab the shoe linings, 


using a cotton swab and allow to dry for 
several days before wearing. Repeat as 
•often as necessary. CAUTION: Formal- 
dehyde is toxic by inhalation, skin con- 
tact and ingcstion. Handle carefully. 


The cost for making your own 


disinfectant for shoes is approximately 
four cents per ounce. To determine your 
savings, divide the cost of your store- 
bought brand by the number of ounces 
it contains. Then compare the pcr-oimce 
cost — you'll be surprised at how much 
you can save for so little effort. 


Note: Material costs are based on 


the prices at retail outlets of national 
drug, grocery and hardware chains. 
These costs will vary, depending on the 
geographic area.

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Flu epidemic hysteria unwarranted, says M.D.

Use of n vaccine againsl Hie so-called swine- 


virus influenza is warranted but widespread hysteria 
about n ntojor flu epidemic is unreasonable, says an 
authority on infectious diseases at UC Irvine College 
of Medicine. 


Dr. Thomas Cesario of Newport Beach, an as- 


sistant professor of medicine at UC Irvine, says that 
even if a major epidemic occurs next year, many of 
(lie deaths such as those in the earlier epidemic of 
1917-18 might be preventable, thanks to currently 
available medications. 


A major influenza epidemic usually conies in 10- 


year cycles, affecting almost every other person. 


"While it affects all ages, the young arc particu- 


larly susceptible because of their lack of immunity," 
Dr. Cesario says. 


And the death rales are highest in those with a

Sponge robs 
blood supply 


Another medical use has been found (or the 


housewife's plastic cleaning sponge. 


It appears to be an ideal material for insertion 


into blood vessels under X-ray guidance to halt 
bleeding or to rob a growing tumor of its blood 
supply. 


The new medical use is described by three 


Minneapolis radiologists in a report in the American 
Journal of Roentgenology, Radium Therapy and Nu- 
clear Medicine. 


The material used is polyvinyl alcohol converted 


into sponge-like material by foaming agents and then 
hardened with formaldehyde. It is inert and com- 
pressible when wet. After being compressed and 
dried, it retains the compressed shape. It has plastic

"If you think about it," he notes, "that's just 


about the span of a person's lifetime, so you reach a 
point where Ihe population is again susceptible to 
certain viral infections because of lack of exposure." 


Exposure lo the virus, he points out, brings immuni- 
ty. 


The first influenza virus was isolated in 1930. It 


was named the swine virus because it caused disease 
in pigs. After it was isolated, the Wood from some 
persons was examined and found to contain anti- 
bodies to Ihe swine virus. 


And because of a high prevalence of these anti- 


bodies, it was then assumed that this was the virus 
that caused the 1917-18 pandemic that took 10 to 20 
million lives around the world and a half million lives 
in the United States. 


"We don't know how many of those persons died 


of influenza, bacterial infection or of underlying dis- 
eases or complications now treatable," Dr. Cesario 
says. 


THE SWINE VIRUS has not been seen in 


humans very much until last year, the doctor says. 
Several cases were discovered in Fort Dix, N. J., and 


there has been evidence of antibodies in three cases 
— in Wisconsin, Tennessee and Pennsylvania. 


"In the past it has been the pattern of epidemics 


that there were first these sporadic isolates," he 
says. "Then there was a dying down of cases of the 
viruses during the summer, and the next year an 
epidemic occurred. 


"We could anticipate that since it has been GO 


years since the last pandemic, we could have a 
highly susceptible population." 


On the basis of this pattern, preparation and 


distribution of vaccine are appropriate, he says. 


He notes that there have been some "subtle but 


not all that convincing" suggestions that the swine flu 
virus might be related to development in later life of 
Parkinson's disease (shaking palsy). 


"So it is very worthwhile io prepare the vac- 


cine," he says. "But f don't believe one should be 
caught up in hysteria about the possibility of an 
epidemic."

Accurate diagnosis of perfume allergies may be 


difficult for the doctor because of the large number of 
chemicals present in low concentrations in most 
perfumes. 


Dr. Niels Hjorth, professor at the University of 


Copenhagen, says that the diagnosis of perfume aller- 
gy may be further complicated by the presence of 
perfumes in a wide variety of products. For example, 
they may be present in cigarettes, car wax and shoe 
polish. 


The concentration of perfume compounds in 


some cigarettes is high enough that a patient with 
perfume hypersensitivity may aggravate dermatitis 
on the hand by smoking. 


Twenty cigarettes may contain as much as one- 


half gram of perfume chemicals, Dr. Hjorlh says.

One interesting section deals with the problems 


of parental expectations and the degree to which 
children gel put in the position of being an extension 
of their parents. I suspect most of us know the parent 
who was a frustrated athlete in his childhood and who 
expects his child to be the star he never was. Thus, 
instead of loading his own life, the child is expected 
to satisfy an unfulfilled parental ambition. 


Suggests the GAP report, a parent should strive 


to become as free as possible from his own childhood- 
determined expectations, so that there will not be too 
great a discrepancy between his expectations of his- 
children and the way they really develop. 


Of course, the challenge facing every parent is to 


find the right balance between satisfying his or her 
own needs while keeping parenthood in perspective. 
Parents are people, too, and they should respect their 
own values and live by them. At the same time, they 
should appreciate that the greatest accomplishment 
of parenthood is a secure and independent offspring.

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F/L/ epidemic hysteria unwarranted, says 
M.D.

Use of a vaccine against the so-called swine- 


virus influenza is warranted but widespread hysteria 
about a major flu epidemic is unreasonable, says an 
authority on infectious diseases at UC Irvine College 
of Medicine. 


Dr. Thomas Cesario of Newport Beach, an as- 


sistant professor of medicine at UC Irvine, says that 
even if a major epidemic occurs next year, many of 
the deaths such as those in the earlier epidemic of 
1917-18 might be preventable, thanks to currently 
available medications. 


A major influenza epidemic usually comes in 10- 


year cycles, affecting almost every other person. 


"While it affects all ages, the young are particu- 


larly susceptible because of their lack of immunity," 
Dr. Cesario says. 


. And the death rates are highest in those with a 


MEDICINE AND YOU 
Sponge robs 
blood supply 


Another medical use has been found for the 


housewife's plastic cleaning sponge. 


It appears to be an ideal material for insertion 


into blood vessels under X-ray guidance to halt 
bleeding or to rob a growing tumor of its blood 
supply. 


The new medical use is described by three 


Minneapolis radiologists in a report in the American 
Journal of Rocntgcnology. Radium Therapy and Nu- 
clear Medicine. 


The material used is polyvinyl alcohol converted 


into sponge-like material by foaming agents and then 
hardened with formaldehyde. It is inert and com- 
pressible when wet. After being compressed and 
dried, it retains the compressed shape. It has plastic 


memory so that when it is made wet again it will 
resume its original shape. 


Because its volume can be drastically reduced 


hv compression, the material can be made small 
enough to be inserted in a catheter and then deliver- 
ed to a particular blood vessel where it re-expands to 
block the flow of blood beyond that point. 


The wetness is provided by the blood, which 


causes the compressed sponge to swell Once expand- 
ed, it is invaded by a certain type of cell and it 
becomes part of the patient tissue.

Accurate diagnosis of perfume allergies may be 


difficult for the doctor because of the large number of 
chemicals present in low concentrations in most 
perfumes. 


Dr. Niels lljorth, professor at the University of 


Copenhagen, says (hat the diagnosis of perfume aller- 
gy may be further complicated by the presence of 
perfumes in a wide variety of products. For example, 
they may be present in cigarettes, car wax and shoe 
polish 


The concentration of perfume compounds in 


some cigarettes is high enough that a patient with 
perfume hypersensitivity may aggravate dermatitis 
on the hand by smoking. 


Twenty cigarettes may contain as much as one- 


half gram of perfume chemicals. Dr. Hjorth says.

It is also thought that there are larger cycles — 


from 60 to 80 years — involving major flu pandemics 
(epidemics occurring over a wide geographical area).

"If you think about it," he notes, "that's just 


about the span of a person's lifetime, so you reach a 
point where the population is again susceptible to 
certain viral infections because of lack of exposure." 


Exposure to the virus, he points out, brings immuni- 
ty. 


The first influenza virus was isolated in 1930. It 


was named the swine virus because it caused disease 
in pigs. After it was isolated, the blood from some 
persons was examined and found to contain anti- 
bodies to the swine virus. 


And because of a high prevalence of these anti- 


bodies, it was then assumed that this was the virus 
that caused the 1917-18 pandemic that took 10 to 20 
million lives around the world and a half million lives 
in the United States. 


"We don't know how many of those persons died 


of influenza, bacterial infection or of underlying dis- 
eases or complications now treatable," Dr. Cesario 
says. 


THE SWINE VIRUS has not been seen in 


humans very much until last year, the doctor says. 
Several cases were discovered in Fort Dix, N. J., and 


there has been evidence of antibodies in three cases 
— in Wisconsin, Tennessee and Pennsylvania. 


"In the past it has been the pattern of epidemics 


that there were first these sporadic isolates," he 
says. "Then there was a dying down of cases of the 
viruses during the summer, and the next year an 
epidemic occurred. 


"We could anticipate that since it has been CO 


years since the last pandemic, we could have a 
highly susceptible population." 


On the basis of this pattern, preparation and 


distribution of vaccine are appropriate, he says. 


He notes that there have been some "subtle but 


not all that convincing" suggestions that the swine flu 
virus might be related to development in later life of 
Parkinson's disease (shaking palsy). 


"So it is very worthwhile to prepare the vac- 


cine," he says. "But I don't believe one should be 
caught up in hysteria about the possibility of an 
epidemic."

Parenthood holds both joy and sorrow 


A lot of questions are put to me by parents who 


have a problem with one of their children. 


The mother of a young toddler is concerned 


about his thumb sucking and whether it will cause 
any serious problems (probably not), or does it mean 
she is not meeting his needs (I doubt it). 


The divorced mother of a first-grade youngster 


worries about her son's reaction to her going out on 
dates, being more demanding just as she is about to 
leave. How should she react? (Accept the behavior as 
not surprising, an attempt to hold onto her; respect 
it. but deal with the son firmly and talk about what 
may really be bothering him.I 


The father of a high school girl is concerned 


about her involvement with boys and wonders wheth- 
er she will engage in the "new morality" which 
seems so prevalent. Should he bring the subject up 
and talk with her about it, or just remain silent? (It's 
always better to get things out in the open and talk 
about them, as long as you keep your emotions in 
check during the discussion — which is not easy to 
do.) 


All these dilemmas and many more are part of 


the struggle of being a parent. And nearly everybody 
is looking for advice. I am consulted professionally, 
and privately and socially, about problems of parent- 
hood all the time. 


THE CHANGING VIEW of the "right" way to 


deal with children is reflected in the changing atti- 
• tudes over the years toward disciplining children. 
One book for parents reviews the "Advice for Par- 
ents" over the decades: 


IfllO — Spank them 
I!>2n_ Deprive them 
1!WO- Ignore them 
1!M(I — Reason with them 
1950 — Love them 
IWfl - Spank them lovingly 
1970 - THE HELL WITH THEM: 
II may be that the struggles of parenthood have 


discouraged some young couples from having chil- 
dren. And some couples justify their decision not to 
have children on the basis of overpopulation, or just 
not wanting to be bothered with children. 


Of course, children are not always a bother. I 


have written previously on why we hate children, but 
there are satisfactions too. And an excellent book on 
the subject of parenting is "The Joys and Sorrows of 


Parenthood," a report by the Committee on Public 
Education of the Group for the Advancement of 
Psychiatry. (Available from GAP Publications, -119 
Park Avenue South. New York, N.Y. 10016, for $4.) 


This 132-page monograph is one every parent 


ought to read. It speaks to all parents — those with

the first off-spring on the way (a good gift for new 
parents), grandparents, adoptive parents, step-par- 
ents, and persons married to step-parents, parents of 
chronically-disabled children. 


One interesting section, deals with the problems 


of parental expectations and the degree to which 
children get put in the position of being an extension 
of their parents. I suspect most of us know the parent 
who was a frustrated athlete in his childhood and who 
expects his child to be the star he never was. Thus, 
instead of leading his own life, the child is expected 
to satisfy an unfulfilled parental ambition.

Suggests the GAP report, a parent should strive

own needs while keeping parenthood in perspective. 
Parents are people, too, and they should respect their 
own values and live by them. At the same time, they 
should appreciate that the greatest accomplishment 
of parenthood is a secure and independent offspring.

By -871 they 
ranked as the world's foremost furniture fae'ory. The 
name Thonet in various forms appears on their 
pieces, providing positive identification.

Glory of the Middle Ages

DINKELSBUHL, Germany - 
This Medieval 


time capsule is located at the intersection of the 
ancient north-south Romantic Road trade route and 
the more modern east-west holiday trail to the Alps 
and trie Baltic S«a. 


The most perfectly preserved of Germany's wall- 


ed cities along the commercial artery blazed by the 
Romans when the Empire expanded to the north, 
Dinkelsbuhl has had no development since the Re- 
naissance. It stands today almost exactly as it did 
nearly 500 years ago, encircled by a continuous 
.fortification studded with walchtowers and gates be- 
hind embracing moats. 


But the multi-shaped' towers reflecting in the 


ponds of the moal system and the half-timbered 
structures clustered closely around the soaring bell 
tower of southern Germany's largest Gothic period 
church are modern by comparison with Dinkelsbuhl's 
beginnings. 


THE ORIGINAL settlement of Dinkilo, also call- 


ed Thingwotf, existed in the sixth century. Old 
docuuments describe it as suurroundcd by ramparts 
ami moats as early as the year 928. The first forti- 
fications soon were found inadequate for the protec- 
tion of the buurgco.iing population and were succeed- 
ed by a second ring and then a third, which stands 
today. 


In 1270, Dinkelsbuhl became the second of Im- 


perial Germany's Free Cities. This historic event 
attracted skilled artisans, architects and scholars 
along with freedom-seeking commercial travelers. As 
Irades developed, so did social awareness, resulting 
in the beginnings of the organized labor movement. 


This fringe benefit of Dinkelsbuhl's auutonomy 


marked the first step toward the overthrow of the 
fucdal system in central Europe. Following the earli- 
er example of the dukes and earls of England who

combined forces to reduce the powers o( their king 
through Uio Magna Carta, llie artists, designers ami 
smiths of Dinkelsbuhl used collective action by their 
guilds lo enforce demands for greater economic free- 
dom. 


By the enrl of Ihe 14(h century, the antecedents 


of today's trade unions had gained equal rights under 
law with the aristocracy. !n Spite of predictions of 
rlisasler, the city-state prospered as never before. 
The architecture of Dinkelsbuhl which blossomed 
during the peak period of the guilds became renown- 
ed lor its harmony of form and function. 


THE MASSIVE 15th c e n t u r y St. George's 


church, with its three naves, graceful fluted columns 
and vaulted ceilings seemingly carved from a single 
rock, created demands for the services of Dinkels- 
buhl's stonemasons throughout Europe as far west as 
Ireland. 


The giitldsmcn expanded their influence by tak- 


ing leading roles in the government of the free city, 
concluding alliances and treaties and representing 
Dinkelsbuhl as ambassadors to other powers. For 400 
years the guild form of democracy reigned behind 
the walls and turrets of the town, surviving takeover 
attempts by envious neighbor states and foricgn 
invaders into the 19th century. In 1806, control of the 
city relmirned to Bavaria and the unified German 
state. 


' One exception to the city's martial success came 


in 1632, when the children of the town saved Dinkels- 
buhl from destruction by Swedish forces. At the point 
where surrender was imperative, the youngsters of 
the town formed an ad hoc guild of their own to plead 
with the armed invaders. The Swedes melted before 
this touching display of courage and marched away 
without pillage or plunder.

i You'll often find wealthy people dining Lnconspic- 


utasly at the Carriage Trade restaurant, 10911 West- 
ninster Ave., just west of Euclid Street, Garden 
Qiove, a brief drive from Long Beach on the Garden 
d-ove Freeway. Although its name implies that it 
clters to the upper classes, the Carriage Trade isn't 
(hit kind of restaurant. It's a family establishment 
\f.th budget dinners that are darned good. The fare 
isi't gourmet. There aren't any linen cloths on the 
llbles. But it's a good-looking place with a modern 
dilonial design and very popular because of the 
cjjality and flavor of those low-cost meals. 


The owner of the Carriage Trade is Kamran 


Eussni, a personable, friendly, conscientious man 
»ho has a B.A. degree from UCLA and a master's 
degree from USC. He and his wife Lucy have owned 
tie Carriage Trade for 15 months. They enjoy their 
vork and they enjoy making people happy with their 
•pecialities. The Carriage Trade has been unusually 
successful during the past year because Kamran, No. 
I chef Sam Vigil and their kitchen staff use certain 
old-fashioned methods. They shun the use of pre- 
prtpared "quickie" items that lack rich flavors. 
Instead they work patiently by hand on such tasks as 
disointing fresh chickens and dipping them in batter, 
griiding their own hamburger and making their own 
patics. 


The Carriage Trade is open every day from 6 


a.n. to 10 p.m., serving breakfast, luncheon, dinner, 
fouitain items, beer and modestly priced tap wines. 
Th( nightly special dinners arc top values, such as: 
Suriays and Mondays, roast prime rib au jus, $3.25; 
Tusdays, Swiss steak, $1.95; Wednesday, fried chick- 
en, H.95; Thursdays, New York steak, $2.75. They 
cone with soup or salad, potatoes, vegetable of the 
day. giant hot fresh roll with butter and dessert of 
JellD, pudding or sherbet. The Carriage Trade uses 
a sight amount of tenderizer on some of its beef 
item, but it's skillfully done and doesn't affect the 
flavTor texture. 


Vnothcr popular entree, featured every night, is 


the Uet mignon wrapped in bacon, $2.99 with the 
coupin printed in this restaurant section. It's served 
withsoup or salad, potatoes, vegetable and the big 
fresrroll with butter.

teen-aged, clumsy and agile. Anil (hen there was me, 
soft from sitting at typewriters.

All this is 
supervised by one of Ihc school's expert pros who 
helps to correct your errors, just in ca<e. 


If this tends lo intimidate you. don't let it. We 


were not all perfect. Out on the courts whore we were 
unable lo control the images shown on the video 
tapes, some of us only occasionally succeeded in 
i-ontrolliiiK the ball. 


But M> were never discouraged. Every muscle, 


every stroke, every strategic play we made was 
concentrated on the psychology of winning, for that is 
the emphasis of the course. 


WIT!! IIANCHO BERNARDO'S swimming pools, 


riding stables, golf courses, smart shopping center 
iind 5.800 acres of dramatic, boulder-studded lerrain 
cooled by Pacific breezes, you are cheating yourself 
by devoting all of your time lo tennis.

Mother Earth: 


DEAR MOTHER EARTH: 


In a small, roofed patio, which receives very 


little natural light, 1 had planned to install a grow- 
light fixture to be timed for about -1 to G hours after 
midnight each night. The purpose was two-fold: To 
give the plants needed growing light and to replace 
the patio night light I usually keep on for illumination 
and protection. However, I just read in your column 
that plants need a rest period during the night so they 
can give off carbon dioxide during the hours of 
darkness. I can, of course, use the already installed 
patio lantern and use the grow-light during earlier 
daylight time. Your suggestions would be very much 
appreciated. — R.N. 
DEAHH.N.; 


Not to worry. In the first place, there will be 


plenty of darkness between nightfall and midnight to 
give-your plants the rest they need. And a grow-light 
will only help them become lusher and fuller than 
would an ordinary incandescent patio light. 


JVhat we were referring to is that, besides their 


need, to give off carbon dioxide, plants kept constant- 
ly under grow-lighls will complete their life cycle 
much faster than those allowed to rest at least five or 
six hours a day. Isn't it amazing bow much alike 
planis and people can be? We're sure you'll have the 
prettiest and best protecteil paiio in town. The only 
problem might be how to protect the plants from 


• those ever-present (and mean, mean, mean) people 


who might want to "pluck off" your plants. In any 
event, good luck and happy growing!

If you listed all payments described in your 


letter, then yon properly claimed the medical care 
deduction allowed by law. IRS may ask why a San 
Francisco hospital was chosen for the initial surgery, 
and for the subsequent checkups. Your doctors should 
certify why this was essential, and why both parents 
had to be close to their child. 


Since most of your payments were for hospital, 


doctors, transportation and "in transit" expenses, the 
IRS should, in the end, allow them all. The facts anil 
circumstances of your case would dictate that your 
meals and lodging, while in San Francisco, be classi- 
fied as "in transit" expenses and therefore deductible 
as part of transportation. 


There are many decided cases on the deductibil- 


ity of meals and lodging as medical transportation 
expenses. The IRS has won most of them. However, 
there arc some appellate court decisions that favor 
your case. I hope you win! 


DEAR MR. SMITH: Last April (1975) I gave my 


daughter $30,000 cash. I understood that anyone can 
give that amount, one time only, lax free, federal and 
state. I filled out IRS Form 709 and no gift tax was 
due. But when I filled out the California gift tax 
return form, they said that 1 would have to pay a 
penalty of ?GSO to (be state of California which I did. 
Is this $680 deductible on federal or stale income 
taxes?-J.R.

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Glory of the Middle Ages

DINKELSBUHL, Germany - This Medieval 


time capsule is located at the intersection of the 
ancient north-south Romantic Road trade route and 
the more modern east-west holiday trail to the Alps 
and the Baltic Sea. 


The most perfectly preserved of Germany's wall- 


ed cities along the commercial artery blazed by the 
Romans when the Empire expanded to the north, 
Dinkelsbuhl has had no development since the Re- 
naissance. It stands today almost exactly as it did 
nearly 500 years ago, encircled by a continuous 
fortification studded with watchtowers and gates be- 
hind embracing moats. 


But the multi-shaped towers reflecting in the 


ponds of the moat system and the half-timbered 
structures clustered closely around the soaring bell 
tower of southern Germany's largest Gothic period 
church are modern by comparison with Dinkelsbuhl's 
beginnings. 


THE ORIGINAL settlement of Dinkilo, also call- 


ed Thingwolf, existed in the sixth century. Old 
docuuments describe it as suurrounded by ramparts 
and moats as early as the year 928. The first forti- 
fications soon were found inadequate for the protec- 
tion of the buurgeoning population and were succeed- 
ed by a second ring and then a third, which stands 
today. 


In 1270, Dinkelsbuhl became the second of Im- 


perial Germany's Free Cities. This historic event 
attracted skilled artisans, architects and scholars 
along with freedom-seeking commercial travelers. As 
trades developed, so did social awareness, resulting 
in the beginnings of the organized labor movement. 


This fringe benefit of DinkelsbuhJ's auutonomy 


marked the first step toward the overthrow of the 
fuedal system in central Europe. Following the earli- 
er example of the dukes and earls of England who 


travel 


combined forces to reduce the powers of their king 
through the Magna Carta, the artists, designers and 
smiths of Dinkelsbuh! used collective action by their 
guilds to enforce demands for greater economic free- 
dom. 


By the end of the Mth century, the antecedents 


of today's trade unions had gained equal rights under 
law with the aristocracy. In spite of predictions of 
disaster, the city-state prospered as never before. 
The architecture of Dinkelsbuhl which blossomed 
during the peak period of the guilds became renown- 
ed for its harmony of form and function. 


THE MASSIVE 15th century St. George's 


church, with its three naves, graceful fluted columns 
and vaulted ceilings seemingly carved from a single 
rock, created demands for the services of Dinkels- 
huhl's stonemasons throughout Europe as far west as 
Ireland. 


The guildsmen expanded their influence by tak- 


ing leading roles in the government of the free city, 
concluding alliances and treaties and representing 
Dinkelsbuhl as ambassadors to other powers. For 400 
years the guild form of democracy reigned behind 
the walls and turrets of the town, surviving takeover 
attempts by envious neighbor states and foriegn 
invaders into the 19th century. In 1806, control of the 
city retuurned to Bavaria and the unified German 
state. 


One exception to the city's martial success came 


in 1632, when the children of the town saved Dinkels- 
buhl Irom destruction by Swedish forces. At the point 
where surrender was imperative, the youngsters of 
the town formed an ad hoc guild of their own to plead 
with the armed invaders. The Swedes melted before 
this touching display of courage and marched away 
without pillage or plunder.

They came tall, short, round, flat, middle-aged, 


teen-aged, clumsy and agile. And !hen there was me, 
soft from silting at typewriters. I hadn't oven held a 
tennis racket for IS years. 


We all sat quietly watching an animated film 


that depicted court strategy like an old-time sing- 


. along flick with a ball bouncing off the notes. 


"When you finish here, you may not play as well 


as-a pro, but you sure won't play like a loser." We 
'were listening to Ed Collins, director of the Tennis 
College at Rancho Bernardo Inn. 


Then we divided into groups of six and all 


trooped out to our appointed courts, with one group 
working out in the cages. 


The Tennis College at this plush resort 20 miles 


north of San Diego is not just another gimmick. 
Designed tor beginners as well as advanced players, 
it is so effective that I learned more in the two-day 
crash course than I learned in a year of lessons taken 
at one time with a Wimbledon Cup holder. 


MUCH OF THE Tennis College equipment was 


designed by Vic Braden, well known tennis pro and 
psychologist who instituted the course at Rancho 
Bernardo, which also features a saddle club as an off- 
court diversion. 


There are volley machines for rapid fire prac- 


tice, video tape stop-action recorders and film train- 
ing sessions A large staff, all with university degrees 
in physical education, give constant personal atten- 
tion lo (he small classes that work out from 9 a.m. 
until 6:30 p m. with only breaks for lunch and rest. 


The cages were most instructive for me. These 


consist of .1 long alley, like a dog run, framed on all 
sides by a wire fence. An automatic ball dispenser 
throws the hall according to a present"

your h.-ickhand or forehand — while you return per- 
fect tup spins right to the target every time. 


Meanwhile, your sterling performance is record- 


ed nn a video tape so you can retire to the tennis shop 
.iftiTwards ,ind appraise yourself in action. All this is 
<upervi<ed by one of the school's expert pros who 
helps lo correct your errors, just in case. 


If this lenrls to intimidate you. don't let it. We 


were not all perfect. Out on the courts where we were 
unable to control the images shown on the video 
inpes. some of us only occasionally succeeded in 
nirrtrollinc the hall. 


But we were never discouraged. Every muscle, 


every stroke, every strategic play we made was 
concentrated on the psychology of winning, for that is 
the emphasis of the course.

ADVICE TO THE TAXLORN 
IRS questions expenses 


DEAR MR. SMITH: We are being audited by 


IKS ".)r 197-1. We claimed a medical deduction which 
IKS is questioning. We have a mentally retarded and 
physically handicapped child. In 197-1 he needed 
major back surgery which could not be done locally. 
We had to transport him to a San Francisco hospital 
for the operation. Because of his mental and physical 
condition we had to be with him constantly foi 
feeding and for psychological reasons. Ten days after 
the operation he was encased in a full body cast and 
we transported him home hi a rented station wagon. 
He then remained in bed in our home for 90 days. 


Thereafter, we had to transport him back to San 


Fram-isco for change of casts, X-rays, etc., every 
three months. He could not be moved from the 
hospital until the cast dried, so We had to remain 
there overnight. 


We feel that our expenses for meals and lodging 


were part of our child's medical care because of his 


Dear 
Mother Earth: 


DEAR MOTHER EARTH: 


In a small, roofed patio, which receives very 


little natiiral light, I had planned to install a grow- 
light fixture to be timed for about J to 6 hours after 
midnight each night. The purpose was two-fold: To 
give the plants needed growing light and to replace 
the patio night light I usually keep on for illumination 
and protection. However, I just read in your column 
that plants need a rest period during (lie night so they 
can give off carbon dioxide during the hours of 
darkness. ! can. of course, use the already installed 
patio lantern and use the grow-light during earlier 
daylight time. Your suggestions would be very much 
appreciated. — R.N. 
DEARR.N.: 


Not to worry. In the first place, there will be 


plenty of darkness between nightfall and midnight to 
give your plants the rest they need. And a grow-light 
will only help them become lusher and fuller than 
would an ordinary incandescent patio light. 


What we were referring to is that, besides their 


need to give off carbon dioxide, plants kept constant- 
ly under grow-lights will complete their life cycle 
much faster than those allowed to rest at least five or 
six hours a day. Isn't it amazing how much alike 
plants and people can be? We're sure you'll have the 
prettiest and best protected patio in town. The only 
pruljlum might be how to protect the plants from 
(hose ever-present (and mean. mean, mean) people 
who might want lo "pluck off" your plants. In any 
event, good luck and happy growing!

The Internal Revenue Code says that medical 


care includes payments "for the diagnosis, cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or prevention of disease, or for 
the purpose of affecting any structure or function of 
the body" and payments "for transportation primari-

i\ loi and essential to medical care..." and for 
medical insurance premiums. 


If you listed all payments described in your 


letter, then you properly claimed the medical care 
deduction allowed by law. IRS may ask why a San 
Francisco hospital was chosen for the initial surgery1, 
and for the subsequent checkups. Your doctors should 
certify why this was essential, and why both parents 
had to be close to their child. 


Since most of your payments were for hospital, 


doctors, transportation and "in transit" expenses, the 
IRS should, in the end, allow them all. The facts and 
circumstances of your case would dictate that your 
meals and lodging, while in San Francisco, be classi- 
fied as "in transit" expenses and therefore deductible 
as part of transportation. 


There are many decided cases on the deductibil- 


ity of meals and lodging as medical transportation 
expenses. The IRS has won most of them. However, 
there are some appellate court decisions that favor 
your case. I hope you win! 


DEAR MR. SMITH: Last April (1975) I gave my 


daughter $30,000 cash. I understood that anyone can 
give that amount, one time only, tax free, federal and 
state. 1 filled out IRS Form 709 and no gift tax was 
due. But when I filled out the California gift tax 
return form, they said that I would have to pay a 
penally of $680 to the state of California which I did. 
Is this $680 deductible on federal or state income 
taxes? — J.R. 


Your letter highlights a point which may be of 


interest to many readers. Don't be "penny wise and 
pound foolish"! Before making substantial gifts, or 
entering into transactions involving large sums, veri- 
fy the tax consequences — don't rely on 
"understanding"! 


The $680 is not a penalty: it is the State's gift 


tax. It is not deductible for either federal or Califor- 
nia income tax purposes.

Divider 
wall 
adds 
storage 


Enhancing an open feeling of shared space while separat- 


ing living areas is the special charm of a well-designed 
divider wall in an open-plan house. 


And when the divider also serves as a storage wall with 


display shelves, it's easy lo understand why one family is so 
pleased with the family-living room wing of their high- 
ceiling house. 


The entry hallway opens on ihe family room, sunken one 


step from the floor level and surrounded by a three-loot- 
high railing. The bottom half is solid, faced with vertical 
cedar boards. The lop open half of vertical 2x2s spaced .1 
foot apart supports a milled rail. 


The divider wall runs ihrough (he length of the combina- 


tion room, tying in visually with the large laminated wood 
center beam supporting the ceiling. 


The cabinet top counter is used for display apid for serving 


hors d'oeuvres or a buffet when entertaining informally. 


The upper part of the divider wall is divided into five 


sections, will) three shelves of western pine boards in the 
two sections at the ends. The center section has built-in 
cabinets (or a tape deck and record changer, and two 
shelves above. 


The back of the divider facing the living room is used as a 


gallery wall. In other homes the shelves could be open to 
both rooms and the cabinets could have doors on both 
sides. 


The walls of the rooms are paneled with vertical 1 \6-inch 


V-groove boards, accenting the height of the rooms. Paint- 
ings near the top of the living room wall can be enjoyed in 
the family room as well.

goggles while hammer- 
ing.

and striking chisels.

select the 


right lool for the job. 
for example, a nail 
hammer is to be used 
for common unhard- 
ened nails only. 
It 


should never be used 
for hammering hardened 
concrete or masonry 
nails, striking chisels, 
star drills or other melal 
products. 


Keep 
striking and 


slruck 
tools in lop 


condition. A worn out 
or damaged lool 
can 


cause injury and a 
botched up job. II the 


tool shows chips, dents, 
cracks or excessive 
wear, throw it oul. 
Damaged 
handles 


should be replaced with 
an equivalenl new han- 
dle. 


The cutting edge of 


struck tools such as 
chisels and star drills 
should be kept sharp for 
safety ami performance. 


Use the proper size 


tool, for instance, a '/;- 
inch chisel requires at 
least a 1-inch diameter 
hammer face. 


Finally — never use 


one hammer (or axe) lo 
strike 
another. 
And 


when using a striking or 
struck tool, make sure 
you 
deliver a square, 


solid blow.

Trouble-saving 
tips on painting 


Painting can be fun and easy or it can be a 


miserable mess, depending on how it is done. So 
before you start slinging paint around your apart- 
ment, here are some trouble-saving tips many other 
painters have picked up the hard way. 


If you are painting finished furniture or wood- 


work, nothing beats a good overall sanding. If you 
are lazy, sand the parts that get the most wear. 
Then wash the whole thing with "liquid sander" to 
take off wax, dirt and grease and soften old paint so 
the surface is more receptive. 


Always mask off woodwork when you paint 


walls or the floor when painting woodwork with a 
roll of inexpensive masking paper with one sticky 
edge. When you mask off a project, remove the 
lape/\while the paint is sli'l wet; you'll get a 
smQ&jher line. 


y?emove all knobs, hinges, and other hardware 


in (Sreparalion for painting furniture. Wood knobs 
are easier to paint if you put the screw back in part 
way.'.and hold the knob like a popsicle; or set the 
kno§. on the neck of a pop bottle and spray paint. 
You'll save lime and do a letter job. If you are 
painting furniture with legs, d'ive a short nail in the 
bottom of each to boost them off the floor, so they 
worl't stick to newspaper or whatever you use to 
catcji drips. Place legless cabinets, chests, and the 
like on old magazines or wood blocks for the same 
reason. 


When you open a can of paint, punch several 


holes in the groove the lid fits into. The paint 
slopped into the groove will run back into the can. 
When you put the lid on, it will seal against the 
side of the groove. At the end of a job — before 
you start tapping the lid on with a hammer — drop 
an old rag over the can so you won't splash paint 
all over yourself. Smaller cans seal best if you set 
them flat on the floor and step on the top. To keep 
paint from drying out in storage, invert the can 
once to seal around the lid. 


When painting, submerge your brush bristles 


only about a third into the paint, and the brush will 
be easier to clean later. Buy good quality brushes 
and :take care of them. Don't bother with cheap 
ones; the bristles come out and they don't carry 
enough paint from the can to adequately do the 
job;; 


ICheap paint thinner or mineral spirits clean as 


well; as turpentine and cost less. Of course, if you 
are using water-based paint, plain water or soap 
and'water will probably 
do the job. 
It's not 


necessary to clean your brush between coats of 
enamel — just put a tablespoon of thinner in a 
plastic bag, stick the brush in, and tape the bag 
tighljy around the brush handle. 


Spray paint is handy for small projects, but 


because it's thin, plan to apply several light coats. If 
yoiPuse more than one can, try using only one 
nozzle so you will have a clean one for the next 
job;!: In fact, it pays to ho.ird clean spray can 
nozzles — it's nice to have spare ones on hand 
because they clog easily. 


j^Jost competing brands of spray paint aren't 


compatible, so if you are going to paint something 
with several colors, buy them all in the same brand. 
It's disheartening to see paint wrinkle and come off 
where colors overlap.

Snack center cuts 
snarl in kitchen 


Diverting traffic from a busy kitchen at meal 


preparation times is just one of the bonus features 
of a refreshment center built into the corner of a 
family room. 


Hungry children coming home from school can 


be shunted off to fix their own snacks, and the area 
can be used to serve refreshments before dinner 
parties. 


One family incorporated a handsome, conven- 


ient serving counter that faces a wall with built-in 
cabinets, a small refrigerator and a work counter 
with sink. 


The built-ins fit along an end wall of the family 


room, with cabinet doors fabricated of the same 
1x6-inch western pine board paneling that covers 
the walls. 


The half-sized refrigerator, framed in at counter 


height for easy access, holds soft drinks, milk, fruit 
and other snack items for the youngsters, and 
mixes, ice and hors d'oeuvres for entertaining. 


The counter extending out from the adjoining 


wall is framed with 2x4-inch western lumber, is 
faced with the board paneling and has a top of 
laminated plastic for easy cleaning.

seem to like, were purchased unfinished and paint- 
ed a lively color to complement the counter top 


^ and other furnishings. 


The refreshment center also provides a pleasant 


gathering area and cuts down on the usual throng 
that collects in the kitchen before dinner parties. 


The wood paneling is finished only with a coal 


of sealer, to retain the natural color and grain 
textures. If the paneling is rough-sawn, a semi- 
transparent stain is recommended.

ly flat paint, will permit

A heavy build- 
up, however, will act as 
a barrier. Moisture that 
is trapped in the siding 
under the paint film and 
then heated by the sun, 
turns to vapor which 
forces paint blistering. 


If blistering is mini- 


mal, scrape all loosely 
adhering paint down to 
the surface, spot prime 
and re-coat.

rails was added around the stairwell 
in the entryway for safely. A welder 
friend fabricated the circular 
slairs 


following the couple's design. 


The slairs were brought in in sec- 


lions and welded in place. The steps 
are iron frames wilh wood pieces cul 
lo (it and set in. The treads are 
covered with caroling lhal is remov- 
able for cleaning or replacing. 


Carpeting, while paint and the 


cedar paneling add brightness and 
color hardly imaginable before the 
renovation began. And the new stairs 
make it easy for an overflow of 
friends to move downstairs into the 
new party room.

tally lo Ihe walls of Ihe family room and adjoining 
breakfast nook enhances the open mood, and adds 
color and texture to the walls.

J"!h,eck the thicknesses, widths and lengths of 


your lumber. Widths and thicknesses ore slightly 
less;lhan nominal si«>s because lumber is reduced 
whe".n planed in the mill. Lengths are often longer 
than nominal. 


lumber purchases for a good-sized project 


need careful planning, and as with any large home 
project'^ allow two to three weeks from order to 
dcliyer.y time. 


^Remember that lop quality nails and hardware 


may'cpst extra, but they far outlast cheaper materi- 
als. iVqur dealer can also give advice on brands and 
applications of finishes for your shelter, such as 
watfer repellents, stains, or paint.

Fence stows garden gear 


For some it's just a chore, but for 


many others gardening is a pleasant 
hobby or a retirement pastime that gives 
them healthy outdoor exercise along 
with the joy of seeing their handiwork 
sprout and grow. 


Adding to this joy, or easing the 


chore, is a storage unit that keeps tools 
and supplies close al hand and quickly 
located for each outing. 


One well-organized but unobtrusive 


idea is a storage fence, called the "Stow- 
it-All" by its designers because there's a 
place for everything. 


On the neighbor's side, it looks like 


no more than a handsome, horizontal 
board fence, but on the builder's side, in 
three-fool modules, it can hold a mower, 
spreader, shovels, rakes, bags of peal 
moss and fertilizer, chemicals, small 
tools and other supplies. 


Added modules will hold deck furni- 


ture, large barbecues, fireplace wood, 


snow tires and outdoor sports equip- 
ment. Regular fencing continues from 
either side, enclosing the yard for priva- 
cy- 


Building the "Stow-it-AII" takes liltlc 


more skill than for a regular fence, with 
Ine addition of a roof and doors requir- 
ed. The only lools needed are a shovel, 
saw, hammer, square and carpenter's 
level. 


The fence is built of Ix8-inch fir or 


pine boards on 4x4-inch fir or cedar 
posts. The portion of the posts that will 
be in continual contact with the ground 
should be preservative-treated. 


The doors are built with the same 


boards, on an inside box-frame of Ix-ls, 
•-o the doors and end wall appear as a 
continuation of the fence. The roof is so 
the doors and end wall appear as a 
contuation of the fence. The roof is built- 
up roofing over 1x8 boards, with metal 
flashing and sloped for drainage.

Forests hard at work 
to help remodelers 


Doing ihc best with what you have could be 


called a principle of liome improvement — jnd of 
good forest management. 


Wood is an essential building material in the 


burgeoning remodeling market Lumber, plywood, 
particleboard, and countless other wood and paper 
products used in home construction and modern- 
i/alton account for about one-third of Ihe 1 2 billion 
cubic feet of wood fiber used annually. In the next 
20 years, the combined market demands of hous- 
ing, paper and other wood-derivative products such 
as chemicals are expected lo double. To help meet 
these needs, the forest products industries are 
managing forests fqr maximum timber production 
and working toward maximum utilization of wood 
fiber. 


The American Forest Institute, information arm 


of the forest products industries, says gianl strides 
have been made in fiber utilization in three impor- 
tanl areas: 


• In the forests, where improved harvesting 


machines and methods recover more of the Iree 
and leave less waste on the foresl floor. 


• In the manufacturing plant, where waste has 


been dramatically reduced. Modern plants, on the 
average, use about 80% of the tree, with some mills 
achieving almost tolal utilization. 


• In fiber recycling and recovery. For instance, 


about half the fiber used to manufacture paper 
comes from recycled paper and the residues of 
other wood product manufacturing processes. 


The successful results of forest product technol- 


ogy and fiber utilization are evident in materials 
familiar to all home remodelers — particleboard, 
hardboard and plywood. Particleboard and hard- 
board are manufactured from small flakes and 
strands of wood fiber that are compressed and 
bonded together in panel form. In plywood manu- 
facture, wood is peeled or sliced, and then reas- 
sembled. 


While sophisticated harvesting and manufactur- 


ing methods are recovering more wood and making 
maximum use of available fiber, sound forestry 
practices are helping to grow more trees (aster. 
These practices include fertilization, 
irrigation, 


protection against insects, tree diseases and wild- 
fire, thinning overcrowded stands, and prompt re- 
forestation.

Porch holds potential 
aTadtlBd'fldbr'space 


Terrace planters ease slope 


When you have a house built on a slope, you 


have a problem; how lo landscape that sleep yard. 


The conventional approach is lo ignore it, 


planting the side yards to lawn and hoping for the 
best. But grass doesn't flourish because sprinkler 
water mostly runs off. 


A belter handling of the steep slope is to grade 


it into lerraces. The uppermost terrace, on the same 
level as the home's main floor, can be spacious and 
designed for ouldoor living. The lowesl terrace will 
be at the ground level. 


Connecting lop to bottom will bo two or three 


narrow terraces, each just wide enough to be 
treated as an individual raised planting bed. 


Terracing means moving earth and holding it in 


place with retaining walls. Much as that's lough 
work, the result can be enormously attractive, 
especially when wood is ssed for the redlining 
walls. 


Slained a natural shade or allowed lo weather, 


wood retaining walls easily blend into the land- 
scape and allow plant materials lo dominate the 
scene. 


To some, the idea of using wood in direct 


contact with earth may be hard to believe. But it's 


nol at all unusual. Wood lhal has been pressure- 
treated wilh preservatives is commonly used in 
such applications and for foundation sills and 
plates. 


Lumber trcaled merely by dipping or soaking in 


preservative would no! be recommended for retain- 
ing walls, however. 


The difference is that, in pressure-treating, 


preservatives are forced into ihe wood under hy- 
draulic pressure so thai the chemicals thoroughly 
permeate the wood fibers. In the soaking or dipping 
method, penetration is only superficial. 


Building a wood retaining wall is something 


like building a fence. Four-by-four-inch posts form 
the vertical supports, and 2x8s make up the Ixxly of 
the wall. Douglas fir, because of ils strength, is a 
good choice. 


To trim the top of each wall and emphasize its 


planter-box appearance, lay a 2x8 flal as a cap 
board. Caps also will serve as display ledges for 
pots of annuals and bulbs, tree roses and other 
seasonal ornamentals. 


Use the planters themselves for your permanent 


shrub garden — or for vegetables, if there's ade- 
quate sun.

Curves add deck charm 


Many homeowners who have hardly 


had 3 hammer in hand before hjvc 
experienced llie satisfaction of adding a 
deck to ihe side or back of iheir house. 


In Addition to the enjoymenl of an 


outdoor living area offered by a deck, an 
imaginative design will enhance the 
landscaping and add charm lo j yard. 


One homeowner, adept al his surgi- 


cal profession, wanted to Ixoadon- his 
horizons by personally building a deck 
oxer part of his lot thai sloped from one 
side to Ihe other as well as lo the back 


^boundary. 


"*'•• 
Becaus" he wanted more than just a 


^square extension of the covered palio, 


the owner worked with a landscape 
architect on the design of a deck wilh 
two 
< urves, meeting to draw the eye 


toward a pleasant view through trees. 


The decking of 2x4-inch western 


wood on edge over 2x8 joists and 4x4 
posls also was laid lo direcl the visual 
interest toward the view. An existing tree 


was retained in Ihe center of the deck, 
providing shade for a picnic table and 
benches. 


Railing requirements vary with local 


codes, and on this curved deck there 
was the furlher challenge of retaining the 
graceful arcs of the design. 


The owner 
used posls of paired 


2v-K, killed lo the 2x8 facings attached 
across the joists. The fails, one at the top 
jprl another about a fool down from the 
top, were made of paired 2x4s. 


Curving the rail boards was made 


easier with saw kerfs a third of the 
thickness of tlie boards, spaced an inch 
apart ihe length of the boards. The rails 
were attached lo Ihe posts with galvan- 
ised nails lo avoid rust slains. 


The deck was left unfinished so it 


would wealher to a natural pewter gray 
and blend with the surrounding bark 
chip ground cover and plantings. West- 
ern woixl decking also can be finished 
wilh a transparent sealer or with natural 
and tinted stainv

The soil, mellow and 


warm from the heal of 
summer and the rains of 
autumn, is usually 
in

condition to 


work, often f.ir belter 
than the hard, tight 
earth of early spring.

Undoubtedly, some federal agency could come 


up with a computerized estimate on flow m.iny 
acres of land are dedicated to use as lawn areas in 
home gardens throughout 
America. The figure 


would be astronomical. 


And, even though arlifica"! turfs are showing-up 


here and there, there is nollling like a be.uiliful 
lawn — and a true gardener would never consider 
a substitute. 


When it comes to lawn care, the California 


Association of Nurserymen suggests that a litllo 
effort frequently applied will go a long way. Cer- 
tainly, it's better than the infrequent big effoit 
which may come too lale. 


One exception to this is your watering sched- 


ule. It's better to train a lawn to lake a deep 
watering less frequently — to encourage deep root 
growth — rather than, say, daily shallow sprin- 
klings. 


Thought it will vary by area, a good rule of 


thumb is to water deeply once a week in cool dry 
weather, twice a week during warm dry weather. 
The length of watering time will depend on the soil 
condition. 
In most soils, one should 
strive to 


achieve actual water pcnelration of six to eight 
inches and in heavy clay soils, one to two inches. 


Your lawn feeding program should start im- 


mediately. Regular feeding is important for heallhy, 
.UlMdive lawns. Your nurseryman can recommend 
llie proper lawn food for the type of turf you have. 
Where woods are a traditional problem, you may 
wish lo consider the weed conlrol products avail- 
able loday. 


Mowing is very important to the health of a 


lawn as well as apixvirance. 


Mow weekly during the growth season and less 


often when growing slowly. If you lowered your 
mower lo cut al I-inch during winter, make sure 
it's !'/.• to 2-inches as I he weather warms up; 
and at least two inches in hot climates. Cutting a 
lawn loo short in hoi weather exposes the crowns 
o( ihe individual grass plants. This ruins its appear- 
ance — and ils future.

Fern favorites 


. Bright (lowering plants arc hard lo beat — but for a 


good, green "woodsy look," consider Ferns to add a 
(reshing touch. They are readily adaptable and easy lo 
grow, providing a few simple cultural requirements are met. 


Ferns generally prefer shade and A deep, loose soil rich 


in humus — the kind you scoop-up from under old, large 
trees, full of twigs and leaves and half decayed wood. 


Fortunately, your nurseryman can recommend a ready- 


lo-use planter mix that contains all ihe necessary ingredi- 
ents. 


Some Ferns can take more sun and wind lhan given 


credit for. This is especially true of Ihe varieties native to 
California and North America's coastal climates. The Sword 
Fern is one of these. 


It grows to about three feel and is excellent for 


naturalizing under grees. The Woodwardia Fern, which 
produces five foot fronds, is another hardy candidale; il 
makes a trouble-free background for low shrubs on the 
north or east side of the house. 


The Maidenhair Fern is a moisture lover, with small, 


fine leaflets. It excels as a ground cover or a pot plant 
subject. Then1 is .1 Five Finger Maidenhair lhat is distin- 
guishable by ils unique foliage shape. 


Holly Fern is a California favorite because of its 


handiome. dark green fronds lhat resemble a holly leaf. The 
low grower will stand some neglect; il prefers partial shade. 


A busy specimen is Leatherleaf Fern, which sporls dark 


green, leathery fronds. It is a favorite with floral arrangers 
because oi the lasting qualities in arrangements. Mother 
Fern does well indoors, in the gardon it likes medium lo 
heavy shade, and the fern becomes heavy with plantlels. 


The larger-growing tree ierns are extraordinary members 


of the clan. Australian Tree Fern has graceful, arching stems 
and spreading light green fronds on a well-portioned trunk, 
and it has become a popular landscape subject. The 
Tasmanian (or New Zealand) Tree Fern, which is slightly 
hardier, creales a feathery canopy. Both are excellent 
choices for containers — or partially shaded garden spots.

Enhancing an open feeling of shared space while separat- 


ing living areas is the special charm of a well-designed 
divider wall in an open-plan house. 


And when the divider also serves as a storage wall with 


display shelves, it's easy to understand why one family is so 
pleased with the family-living room wing of their high- 
ceiling house. 


The entry hallway opens on the family room, sunken one 


step from ihe floor level and surrounded by a three-t'ool- 
high railing. The bottom half is solid, faced with vertical 
cedar boards. The top open half of vertical 2x2s spaced a 
foot apart supports a milled rail. 


The divider wall runs through the length of the combina- 


tion room, tying in visually with the large l.iminntpd wood 
center beam supporting the ceiling. 


The cabinet top counter is used for display and for serving 


hors d'oeuvres or a buffet when entertaining informally. 


The upper part of the divider wall is divided into five 


sections, with three shelves of western pine boards in Ihe 
two sections at the ends. The center section has built-in 
cabinets for a tape deck and record changer, and two 
shelves above. 


The back of the divider facing the living room is used as a 


gallery wall. In other homes the shelves could be open to 
both rooms and ihe cabinets could have doors on both 
sides. 


The walls of the rooms are paneled with vertical I \6-inch 


V-groove boards, accenting the height of the rooms. Paint- 
ings near the top of the living room wall can be enjoyed in 
the family room as well.

Trouble-saving 
tips on painting 


Painting can be fun and easy or it can be a 


miserable mess, depending on how it is done. So 
before you start slinging paint around your apart- 
ment, here are some trouble-saving tips many other 
painters have picked up the hard way. 


If you are painting finished furniture or wood- 


work, nothing beats a good overall sanding. If you 
are lazy, sand the parts that get the most wear. 
Then wash the whole thing with "liquid sander" to 
take off wax, dirt and grease and soften old paint so 
the surface is more receptive. 


Always mask off woodwork when you paint 


walls or the floor when painting woodwork with a 
roll of inexpensive masking paper with one sticky 
edge. When you mask off a project, remove the 
tape while the paint is sti'l wet; you'll get a 
smoother line. 


Remove all knobs, hinges, and other hardware 


in preparation for painting furniture. Wood knobs 
are easier to paint if you put the screw back in part 
way* and hold the knob like a popsicle; or set the 
knaj^on the neck of a pop bottle and spray paint. 
Yoisjji] save time and do a better job. If you are 
pairing furniture with legs, drive a short nail in the 
botfilfn of each to boost them off the floor, so ihey 
worKt stick to newspaper or whatever you use to 
catnip drips. Place legless cabinets, chests, and the 
like'pn old magazines or wood blocks for the same 
reason. 


When you open a can of paint, punch several 


holijs in the groove the lid fits into. The paint 
slopped into the groove will tun back into the can. 
When you put the lid on, it will seal against the 
side;of the groove. At the end of a job — before 
yourstart tapping the lid on with a hammer — drop 
an q'ld rag over the can so you won't splash paint 
all over yourself. Smaller cans seal best if you set 
thenri flat on the floor and step on the top. To keep 
paint from drying out in storage, invert the can 
once to seal around the lid. 


When painting, submerge your brush bristles 


only about a third into the paint, and the brush will 
be easier to clean later. Buy good quality brushes 
and take care of them. Don't bother with cheap 
ones; the bristles come out and they don't carry 
eno'ygh paint from the can to adequately do the 
job.. 


Cheap paint thinner or mineral spirits clean as 


well* as turpentine and cost less. Of course, if you 
are (Using water-based paint, plain water or soap 
and,; water will probably 
do the job. 
it's not 


necessary to clean your brush between coats of 
enarjiel — just put a tablespoon of thinner in a 
plastic bag, stick the brush in, and tape the bag 
tightly around the brush handle. 


/Spray paint is handy for small projects, but 


because it's thin, plan to apply several light coats. If 
yoU'.*itse more than one can, try using only one 
nozilij so you will have a clean one for the next 
jobs In fact, it pays to hoard clean spray can 
nobles — it's nice to have spare ones on hand 
because they clog easily. 


Most competing brands of spray paint aren't 


compatible, so if you are going to paint something 
witrii several colors, buy them all in the same brand. 
It's disheartening to see paint wrinkle and come off 
where colors overlap.

Snack center cuts 
snarl in kitchen 


Diverting traffic from a busy kitchen at meal 


preparation times is just one of the bonus features 
of a refreshment center built into the corner of a 
family room. 


Hungry children coming home from school can 


be shunted off to fix their own snacks, and the area 
can be used to serve refreshments before dinner 
parties. 


One family incorporated a handsome, conven- 


ient serving counter that faces a wall with built-in 
cabinets, a small refrigerator and a work counter 
with sink. 


The built-ins fit along an end wall of the family 


room, with cabinet doors fabricated of the same 
1x6-inch western pine board paneling that covers 
the walls. 


The half-sized refrigerator, framed in at counter 


height for easy access, holds soft drinks, milk, fruit 
and other snack items for the youngsters, and 
mixes, ice and hors d'oeuvres for entertaining. 


The counter extending out from the adjoining 


wall is framed with 2x4-inch western lumber, is 
faced with the board paneling and has a top of 
laminated plastic for easy cleaning. 


Tall wood counter stools, the kind children 


seem to like, were purchased unfinished and paint- 
ed a lively color to complement the counter top 
and other furnishings. 


The refreshment center also provides a pleasant 


gathering area and cuts down on the usual throng 
that collects in the kitchen before dinner parties. 


The wood paneling is finished only with a coat 


of sealer, to retain the natural color and grain 
textures. If the paneling is rough-sawn, a semi- 
transparent stain is recommended.

For in- 
stance, they certainly 
were aware of what 
they were doing when 
they applied dark colors 
to their homes, particu- 
larly 
in the northern 


colonies. 


"Colonial 
colors" 


were mostly of deep 
tones and they tended 
to absorb far more heat 
than lighter tones. And 
in homes largely heated 
by fireplaces, heat con- 
servation 
was 
para- 


mount. 


By the beginning of 


the 18th century, the 
Colonists began to move 
away from their log 
cabins and were build- 
ing "salt box houses" 
and "Cape Codders." At 
first, they painted these 
structures only on the 
interior 
but 
gradually 


exterior 
paints were 


applied. 


One of the first colors 


to appear in the colo- 
nies was blue. A green 
was made of unscorch- 
ed pulverized coffee 
and egg white. Next ap- 
peared 
deep 
golds, 


browns, 
brick 
reds, 


black and bronzes. 


As 
the 
nation 
ap- 


proaches its Bicentenni- 
al, shoulder to shoulder 
with a continuing ener- 
gy problem, local Fuller- 
O'Brien paint dealers 
are offering a palette of 
"Colonial colors" after 
the pattern set by our 
forefathers. 


The colonists had lit- 


tle risk of paint peeling, 
but 
many 
modern 


homeowners with tightly 
sealed homes will en- 
counter 
this peeling 


problem, a condition in 
which the paint be- 
comes detached and 
raises up to form blisters 


or bubbles. This gener- 
ally results because a 
"house has to breathe." 


Most paint, particular- 


ly flat paint, will permit 
moisture 
to 
pass 


through. A heavy build- 
up, however, will act as 
a barrier. Moisture that 
is trapped in the siding 
under the paint film and 
then healed by the sun, 
turns to vapor which 
forces paint blistering. 


If blistering is mini- 


mal, scrape all loosely 
adhering paint down to 
the surface, spot prime 
and re-coat.

As we noted last week, a

miracle is that which either tran- 
scends natural lav* or suspends it 


in order to achieve an effect designed by God. And, 
in nil of the examples tliol we have in the Bible, Ihe 
one thing that you will note is prevalent in every 
cose is the fact that tltere is no doubt in anycxnj's 
mind thai it wcis, in fact, a miracle.

Death—No (aim was required of the ones upon 
whom the miracle was performed. And. the miracles 
were immediate ond complete os rn the cases of the 
Nobleman's soo in John 4, Joirus' daughter in Matt. 
9:23-26, and the raising of Lazarus in John II. 
Demons—The demons had a devil's faith, but such 
wcis not required to perform the miracle. All miracles 
in connection with demons (Demooica at Copernaum, 
Mark 1:23-27; Lunatic child. Mart. 17:1421) were 
immediate and complete. Disease—There are fifteen 
miracles recorded that were performed by Jesus over 
disease. Faith is mentioned in ten of these mirr.Jes. 
No faith is mentioned in five ol these. Only on^ wc»s 
required to have faith. All of these miroc'.>s were 
immediate and complete. (Blind man. Molt. 9; 
cleansing of the leper Matt. 8; et.al.)

A railing of metal rods and wood 


rails was added around the stairwell 
in the entryway for safety. A welder 
friend fabricated the circular 
stairs 


following the couple's design. 


The stairs were brought in in sec- 


tions and welded in place. The steps 
arc iron frames with wood pieces cut 
lo fit and set in. The treads are 
covered with carpeting that is remov- 
able for cleaning or replacing. 


Carpeting, white paint and the 


cedar paneling add brightness and 
color hardly imaginable before the 
renovation began. And the new stairs 
make it easy for

new party room.

President Ford to develop 
"clear, enforceable stan- 
dards to prevent question- 
able activities" and bribes 
by U.S. corporations oper- 
ating in foreign countries. 


Most of these commit- 


tees are a waste of time, 
manpower, and money. Per- 
haps this new one headed 
by Secretary of Commerce 
Elliot Richardson will 
prove an exception, but 
we doubt it. 


For example, in describ- 


ing the Richardson task 
force to reporters, Ford 
explained that it "is not 
a group that will under- 
take enforcement, but it 
will...study the very 
broad ramifications. . .in 
this very delicate field" 
and make recommendations 
by the end of the year.

On the subject of fed- 


eral advisory committees, 
it is interesting to note 
that, for the most part, 
a relatively small group 
of the same people from 
business, labor and gov- 
ernment serv.o. 


An examination of the 


1412-page index to the mem- 
bership of federal advisory 
committees shows that 196 
persons serve on anywhere 
from four to 15 committees. 
Specifically, 107 persons 
serve on four advisory 
committees, 47 persons 
serve on five advisory 
committees, 21 persons 
serve on six advisory 
committee??, and 21 others 
servo on seven or more. 


Some of the more popular 


advisory committee members 
are: Charles M. Baer of 
the Communications Satel- 
lite Corp., 15 committees; 
Edward E. Benham, ITT 
Corp., 10; Joseph Gatti, 
Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration, 10; Robert S. 
Stone, National Institutes 
of Health, 12; Raymond B. 
Crowell, Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, nine. 


The index also shows 


that 29 large companies 
have from 21 to 95 repre- 
sentatives on advisory 
committees, universities 
and institutes have 23 to 
35 representatives, and 
the AFL-CIO has 92. 


The growth of these 


quasi-governmental bodies 
is apparently endless.

Of all the 
women in Hugo's life, only 
Juliette remained faithful 
to the end. She died in 
1883. Her liaison with 
Hugo lasted 50 years.

Fence stows garden gear 


For some it's just a chore, but for 


many others gardening is a pleasant 
hobby or a retirement pastime that gives 
them healthy outdoor 
exercise along 


with the joy of seeing their handiwork 
sprout and grow. 


Adding to this joy, or easing the 


chore, is a storage unit that keeps tools 
and supplies close at hand and quickly 
located for each outing. 


One well-organized but unobtrusive 


idea is a storage fence, called the "Slow- 
it-All" by its designers because there's a 
place for everything. 


On the neighbor's side, it looks like 


' no more than a handsome, horizontal 


board fence, but on the builder's side, in 
three-foot modules, it can hold a mower, 
spreader, shovels, rakes, bags of peat 
moss and 
fertilizer, chemicals, small 


tools and other supplies. 


Added modules will hold deck furni- 


ture, large barbecues, fireplace wood, 


snow tires and outdoor sports equip- 
ment. Regular fencing continues from 
either side, enclosing the-yard for priva- 
cy. 


Building the "Stow-it-AH" takes little 


more skill than for a regular fence, with 
(he addition of a roof and doors requir- 
ed. The only tools needed are a shovel, 
saw, 
hammer, square and carpenter's 


level. 


The fence is built of 1x8-inch fir or 


pine boards on 4x4-inch fir or ced.ir 
posts. The portion of the posts that will 
be in continual contact with the ground 
should be preservative-treated. 


The doors are built with ihe same 


boards, on an inside box-frame of 1x4s, 
so the doors and end wall appear as a 
continuation of the fence. The roof is so 
the doors and end wall appear as a 
contuation of the fence. The roof is built- 
up roofing over 1x8 boards, with metal 
flashing and sloped for drainage.

Forests hard at work 
to help remodelers 


Doing the best with what you have could be 


called a principle of home improvement — and of 
good forest management. 


Wood is an essential building material in ihe 


burgeoning remodeling market. Lumber, plywood, 
particleboard, and countless other wood and paper 
products used in home construction and modern- 
ization account (or about one-third of the 12 billion 
cubic feet of wood fiber used annually. In the next 
20 years, the combined market demands of hous- 
ing, paper and other wood-derivative products such 
as chemicals are expected to double. To help meet 
these needs, the forest products 
industries are 


managing forests for maximum timber production 
and working toward maximum utilization of wood 
fiber. 


The American Forest Institute, information arm 


of the forest products industries, says giant strides 
have been made in fiber utilization in three impor- 
tant areas: 


• In the forests, where improved harvesting 


machines and methods recover more of the tree 
and leave less waste on the forest floor. 


• In the manufacturing plant, where waste has 


been dramatically reduced. Modern plants, on the 
average, use about 80% of the tree, with some mills 
achieving almost total utilization. 


• In fiber recycling and recovery. For instance, 


about half the fiber used to manufacture paper 
comes from recycled paper and the residues of 
other wood product manufacturing processes. 


The successful results of forest product technol- 


ogy and fiber utilization are evident in materials 
familiar to all home remodelers — particleboard, 
hardboard and plywood. Particleboard and hard- 
board are manufactured from small flakes and 
strands of wood fiber that are compressed and 
bonded together in panel form. In plywood manu- 
facture, wood is peeled or sliced, and then reas- 
sembled. 


While sophisticated harvesting and manufactur- 


ing methods are recovering more wood and making 
maximum use of available fiber, sound forestry 
practices are helping to grow more trees faster. 
These practices include fertilization, 
irrigation, 


protection against insects, tree diseases and wild- 
fire, thinning overcrowded stands, and prompt re- 
forestation.

Jerving as Lyndon lolmson's Vice 


President wasn't easy. 


Five weeks before the 1968 Pres- 


idential election. Vice President 


Hubert H. Humphrey, the fatigued and 
despondent Democratic candidate, sat 
in a Salt Lake City television studio pre- 
paring for one of the most important 
speeches of his political career. 


That nationwide address represented 


Humphrey's first major public disagree- 
ment with President Lyndon B. Johnson 
concerning the Vielnam war. Fifteen 
minutes before broadcast time, a ner- 
vous Humphrey called his boss. 


"I told him what I intended to say," 


Humphrey recalls, "and he said curtly, 
'I gather you're not asking my advice.'" 


After a bifcf additional discussion in 


which Humphrey described his plan to 
halt the bombing of North Vielnam, the 
President ahruplly ended the conversa- 
tion: "Well, you're going to give that 
speech anyway. Thanks for calling, 
Hubert." 


That anecdote is only one of the doz- 


ens of previously unreported incidents 
contained in a candid new autobiogra- 
phy on which Humphrey has worked 
for more than six years. The book, to 
be published next month by Double- 
day, is tilled The Education ol a Public 
Man: My Lite and Politics. 


The book's revelations 


Among the other episodes Hum- 


phrey discusses for the first time are his 
accounts of Richard M. Nixon's 19f>8 
offer to him of the United Nations Am- 
bassadorship, of efforts to put together 
a Humphrey-Rockefeller ticket earlier 
that year, and a startling analysis of the 
man who headed the South Vietnamese 
government during the last 7V? years of 
the war. 


The book marks a major turning point 


for Humphrey, whose irrepressible en- 
thusiasm throughout more than three 
decades in public life has led to criti- 
cism that he has been an uncritical sup- 
porter of almost everyone and every- 
thing around him. 


The "Happy Warrior" and the "Poli- 


tics of |oy" have not been banished 
from the book, but it is mainly a philo- 
sophical, thoughtful effort by Hum- 
phrey to look back upon himself, his 
times and his country as honestly as 
possible on the eve of his 65th birthday 


As a result, (he revealing book in- 


cludes unflinching criticism of the peo- 
ple who angered or disappointed Hum- 


phrey and high praise for those he 
truly admires—but liitle of the flam- 
boyant riietoric which has been his 
trademark in past election campaigns 
for such diverse offices as Mayor of 
Minneapolis, U.S. Senator, Vice Presi 
dent and President. 


"He had no'motive except to tell his 


nine grandchildren what his life and 
times were all about," says Norman 
Sherman, a former Humphrey aide and 
editor of the book, "It's an honesl ef- 
fort on the part of a man who has been 
in politics since he was 34 to look back 
over his life." 


Conflict at the convention 


Some of Ihc anecdotes are both per- 


sonal and political in nature. For exam- 
ple, Humphrey recalls lhat prior to the 
1560 Demorralic National Convention 
he was approached by several fellow 
liberals who urged lhat he agree to run 
as Vice President on a licket headed 
by John F. Kennedy. 


Having waged a grueling but unsuc- 


cessful batlle against Kennedy in a se- 
ries of primary elections, "I was not in a 
particularly conciliatory mood," Hum- 
phrey says in the book. 


"I. not Kennedy, had been their lib- 


eral colleague for a dozen years. We 
had stood together on the issues, and 
Kennedy had been to the righl of us 
all. Yet when the crunch came, they 
moved, shamelessly I though!, to Ken- 
nedy." 


Humphrey says he was cool toward 


the idea hut did not firmly reject it un- 
til he discussed the possibility with his 
wife, Muriel. When he arrived in Los 
Angeles for the convention, he had 
made up his mind and told his friends 
that "Muriel is against it and lhat swings 
the vole." 


'Get me a plane' 


Eight years later Humphrey had an- 


other, far more sorrowful encounter 
with the Kennedy family. On the night 
of the California primary in 1968, he 
was in Colorado Springs, Colo., pre- 
paring to deliver Ihe commencement 
address the next clay at the Air Force 
Academy. 


After learning of Ihe shooting of Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy, an opponent in that 
year's race for the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination, Humphrey 
tele- 


phoned Kennedy's staff in Los Angeles 
to offer any assistance they might need. 


Kennedy aide Pierre Salinger asked 


Humphrey to get a military plane 10 fly 


a neurosurgeon from Massachusetts to 
California, and Humphrey called the 
operations officer at the academy to 
request the aircraft. 


Bui thu airinan balked, insisting upon 


knowing what authority Humphrey had 
lo order the plane. "I shouted into the 
phone, 'I ,im the Vice-Commander-in- 
Chicf,' making up a position that did 
not exist. My inlensity overcame his 
reluctance, and the doctor was flown 
lo Los Angeles." 


Humphrey's polilical reminiscences 


will undoubtedly be widely read be- 
cause the autobiography is loaded with 
ihe names of virtually all the politicians 
who have occupied the international 
stage for the past quarler-cenlury. 


There is, for example, this humorous 


anccdole from a meeting Humphrey 
had almost 20 years ago with Soviet 
Prime Minister Nikita S. Khrushchev: 


"Once he literally jumped from his 


chair, walked over to a map case, 
pulled down (he map of North America 
and said to me, 'Senator, where is your 
home?' 


"I said/Minneapolis, Minn.'He beck- 


oned mo to show him on Ihe map. 


"I did so, and then he looked at me 


and said, 'I promise you, we shall never 
bomb it.' " 


He offered a job 


The book also contains Ihe first pub- 


lished account of a Miami meeting be- 
tween Humphrey and Nixon, following 
Nixon's narrow victory in the 1968 Presi- 
dential race: 


"It was a hot day, bui he [Nixon] was 


perspiring more than one would ex- 
pect and his hand shook perceptibly as 
he greeted me. I was struck by how ill 
at case he seemed. 


"He asked me lo be Ambassador to 


the United Nations and, lo sweeten the 
offer, proposed lo grant me control 
over any Democratic appointments he 
was required to make. I had a special 
feeling about the United Nations . . . 
but I was not eager lo go from Lyndon

Nixon's Ambassador." 


When Nixon said he had not de- 


cided whom to nominate as Secretary 
of Stale, "I told him it was impossible 
for me to consider the job." Looking 
back, Humphrey concludes: 


"t am not sure why either one of us 


went through the charade. There were 
really no conditions under which I 
would have accepted a post in Ihe 
Nixon Administration. I can't imagine 
that Nixon really wanted me except 
perhaps as a token of unity, a unily that 
did not exist." 


Humphrey's book includes a similar 


recollection about an effort to put to- 
gether a "unily" slate of himself and 
Nelson A. Rockefeller as the Demo- 
cratic Presidential and Vice Presidential 
ticket prior lo the 1968 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 


Humphrey 
says 
he 
always liked 


Rockefeller personally and found the 
idea "intriguing" when it was first pro- 
posed lo him, even though Rockefeller 
was a Republican "and it would have 
been difficult to sell him to the Demo- 
cratic Convention." 


Twice is enough 


After the first contact was made 


through intermediaries, "the 
report 


came back that Rockefeller, despite his 
hostility toward Richard Nixon and his 
respect and affection for me, fell he 
had to remain a Republican." A second 
approach also was rebuffed, and the 
idea was abandoned. 


Humphrey 
characterizes his own 


tenure as Vice President under John- 
son as a bittersweet experience, espe- 
cially during the 1968 campaign when 
the office "was both an asset and a lia- 
bility—an asset in terms of pre-conven- 
tion political power and a liability when 
it came to freewheeling, self-assertive 
politics." 


There were times, Humphrey remem- 


bers, when he was "frozen out" by 
Johnson's White House aides: "The staff 
took their cues from the boss. It meant 
sitting outside Joe Califano's office 
while he, an arrogant and pretentious 


young aide, went about his work inside 
al his own pace. Or Marvin Watson can- 
celing the use of a boat on the Potomac 
just before my guests were lo arrive." 


Humphrey has fond memories-of 


Johnson as a forceful and effective na- 
tional leader, bul he also recalls trips to 
the Texas ranch where "you did things 
his way." On one occasion, Johnson 
was said to have noticed three or four 
Secret Service agents sitting around and 
walching the President. 


Johnson's query 


"Why aren't you busy? Why aren't 


you doing something?" Johnson de- 
manded. 


"Well, Mr. President, there isn't 


much to do. There is no press out here, 
no trouble, and you have been in the 
house," explained the agent in charge. 


"Well, for Cod sakes, kill flies or 


something, but don't sit there," retorted 
Johnson. 


Overshadowing all else during the 


Johnson-Humphrey Administration was 
the bitter national debate over the war 
in Vietnam. Anti-war demonstrations 
peaked during the 1968 convention, 
where Humphrey was nominated, as 
thousands of protesters and Chicago 
police clashed in the streets. 


Humphrey 
believes that although 


"thousands of young people came to 
Chicago with no intention of violence 
. .. there were maniac revolutionaries 
and anarchists among them, not many, 
bul a few, enough who were capable 
and determined to play with aroused 
emotions, to escalate their own war. 
and manipulate a situation in which a 
sharp confrontation with the police was 
inevitable." 


The streets of Chicago 


Humphrey captured the Democratic 


Presidential nomination that year, bul 
many believe he lost Ihe election in 
the streets of Chicago. And, although 
he left the national scene for several 
years, the war in Vietnam remained. 


After stepping down from the Vice 


Presidency, Humphrey remembers 
watching television one evening in 1970 


while Nixon was explaining his deci- 
sion to move troops into Cambodia: 


"I thought I had recognized the 


charts I had seen in Nixon's television 
presentation, i recalled Ihe day when 
Ihe Joint Chiefs had presented to John- 
son a plan to bomb Cambodia—charts, 
rationale, the whole bit. 


"Johnson had leaned warily forward, 


elbows spread on the table, and said in 
his broad Texas drawl, 'General, ah got 
me one 
war, ah don't need 


unnother one.'" 


One of Humphrey's most startling 


revelations about the war involves a 
classified United States intelligence re- 
port on Nguyen Van Thieu, who be- 
came South Vietnam's President in late 
1967 and remained in that post 
with 


full American support—throughout ihe 
remainder of the war. 


Assessment in 1964 


The report, written in 1964 when 


Thieu was a military commander with 
the rank of brigadier general, said he 
was "considered to be loyal to only one 
ideal—his own personal aggrandize- 
ment" and would "stoop to anything, 
stop at nothing in his drive for self- 
advancement." 


Thieu "has no basic loyalty" to the 


South Vietnamese government, and his 
ambition, the report said, "is so over- 
riding that'he is believed capable of 
joining the Communist-backed People's 
Army of Vietnam if he were assured of 
the top position in that army." 


Finally, the report said, "Not only is 


Thieu extremely ambitious and un- 
scrupulous, bul he is also highly ego- 
tistical. When in the presence of 
American military officers, Thieu talks 
of only one subject—coup d'etat. He 
considers himself and refers to himself 
as a coup expert." 


Another revealing war incident in- 


volves an episode in the mid-1960's, 
when Humphrey was flying to South 
Vietnam for a firsthand view of United 
States military efforts there. The par- 
ticipants at one policy meeting aboard 
the plane included South Vietnamese 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky and Ambassa- 
dor-at-large W. Averell Harriman. 


Terror and outrage' 


"K/s fascination with his pistols" 


will never be forgotten by Humphrey. 
"He played with those damn things 
like a sheriff in a Grade B Western. At 
one time while he and others were 
talking with Harriman, Ky began to 
twirl the pistols. 


"Harriman's face became a study in 


terror and outrage, fearful that the guns 
would go off, furious that this man in 
whom we had invested so much would 
attend so casually to the conversation." 


The timing of the book may be crucial 


because it is being published shortly be- 
fore the Democratic Convention, which 
might turn to Humphrey if no other 
Presidential candidate emerges from 
the primaries with a commanding lead.

Terrace planters ease slope 


When you have a house built on a slope, you 


have a problem; how to landscape thai sleep yard. 


The conventional approach 
is to ignore it, 


planting the side yards to lawn and hoping for the 
test. But grass doesn't flourish because sprinkler 
water mostly runs off. 


A better handling of the steep slope is to grade 


it into terraces. The uppermost terrace, on the same 
level as the home's main floor, can be spacious and 
designed tor outdoor living. The lowest terrace will 
be at the ground level. 


Connecting top to bottom will be two or three 


narrow terraces, each just wide enough to be 
treated as an individual raised planting bed. 


Terracing means moving earth and holding it in 


place with retaining walls. Much as (hat's tough 
work, the result can be enormously attractive, 
especially when wood is ssed for the retaining 
walls. 


Stained a natural shade or allowed to weather, 


wood retaining walls easily blend into ihe land- 
scape and allow plant materials to dominate the 
scene. 


To some, ihe idea of using wood in direct 


contact with earth may be hard to Ix'liove. But it's 


nol al all unusual. Wood that has been pressure- 
treated with preservatives is commonly used in 
such applications and for foundation sills and 
plates. 


Lumber treated merely by dipping or soaking in 


preservative would not be recommended for retain- 
ing walls, however. 


The difference is thai, in pressure-treating, 


preservatives are forced into the wood under hy- 
draulic pressure so that the chemicals thoroughly 
permeate the wood fibers. In the soaking or dipping 
method, penetration is only superficial. 


Building a wood retaining wall is something 


like building a fence. Four-by-four-inch posts form 
the vertical supports, and 2\8s make up the body of 
ihe wall. Douglas fir, because of its strength, is a 
good choice. 


To trim the top of each wall and emphasize its 


planter-box appearance, lay a 2x8 flat as a cap 
board. Caps also will serve as display ledges for 
pots of annuals and bulbs, tree roses and olher 
seasonal ornamentals. 


Use the planters themselves for your permanent 


shrub garden — or for vegetables, if there's ade- 
quate sun.

'I've Never Seen 
ill Dob Urinal'

arlin Perkins says he's never met 
on animal he didn't like. And he's 
met a lot ol them—first as a zoo- 
keeper in St. Louis, Buffalo and 


Chicago, then as creator of the pioneer 
Zoo Parade television program, and 
now as host of the weekly Wild King- 
dom, one of TV's longest running and 
most popular shows. 


Perkins' newest feature, billed as a 


Bicentennial Special and called Ameri- 
ca's Wildlite Heritage, is an eloquent 
appeal for the preservation of rapidly 
dwindling animal 
species, some of 


which are at the point of disappearing. 


Bears in Florida 


In the program, which is being shown 


at various times this spring throughout 
the country, the slender, trim, 71-year- 
old Perkins harks back fondly to the 
days when there were black bears and 
cougars in Florida; wolves in Virginia; 
moose, elks and bearcats in Massachu- 
setts, and passenger pigeons every- 
where. 


During a recent New York stopover 


between photographic safaris, Perkins 
spoke mournfully of our diminishing 
wildlife. "The passenger pigeon, once 
the most abundant bird in North Amer- 
ica, became extinct in 1914," he said. 
"The bison, the sea oiler and the 
whooping crane — which once was 
down to only 14 birds-were saved 
only at ihe last minute." 


I'orkins is especially partial 10 wolves, 


animals which he says have undeserved- 
ly been saddled with a bad name. Mo 
and his wife Carol, who oflen shares his 
far-reaching journeys to film wildlife, 
aie active in maintaining a wolf sanctu- 
ary called the Wild Canid Survival and 
Research Center in Tyson Park. Si. Louis 


"The wolf is virtually gone in the 


United States," he says, "and that dis- 
turbs Ihe natural balance. Unlike nun. 
who kills ofl the biggest and besl ani- 
mals, the wolf kills off the sick, the aged 
and Ihe weak It's an advantage lo the 
herd lo lose such animals; il assists a 
natural process. The social behavior of 
wolves is remarkable. We have found 
thai Ihey have a variety of ways of 
speaking lo each other— eyes, body lan- 
guage, allilude. 


Learn from Ihe wolf 


"Man could lake his cue fiom llic-m 


in some things Wolves normally mate 
for life and remain loyal lo each nlher 
They act for ihe safely of the group r.nd 
have a slrong family life The female 
conceals her puppies in burrows for 
protection and ihe male brings ihem 
food. Even aunls and uncles help lake 
care of ihe young." 


However, Perkins, whose latesl proj- 


ect is an extended journey lo lapland 
for TV programs, declines to single out 
anyone animal as his favorite, 


"I've never seen an ugly animal in niy 


life; lo me. they're all beautiful," he 
says. "When I was a zoo director, I'd 
pass through the chimpan/ce house 
and one would reach out its hand lo me, 
and I'd think ili.il there was no more 
wonderful animal. Then I'd go by an 
elephant and he'd extend his trunk, 
that wonderful 
organ 
svith 64,000 


muscles thai can pick up a straw or up- 
root a iree, and I'd think, 'What a crea- 
ture!' Or then ihere would be a giraffe; 
or even the weavcrbird of Afiica, who 
builds a ncsl for his male and shows il 
to her. If she likes it, she moves in; if 
she doesn't, he builds a second, or a 
(hied. Eventually she has 10 accepl; if 
she drdn'l, Ihere wouldn't he any weav- 
erbirds, would ihere? Every creature 
has some specially, some adaptation, 
some characlerislic that delights me." 


Perkins, who began his inleresl in animals as a boy, is sfiovvn handling 
a hawk. He warns that mankind's future is dependent on conservation. 


Perkins, who was born in 


Carthage, Mo., and reared in 
Pitlsburg, Kan., began his ro- 
mance with the animal worlri 
as a boy, catching snakes, 
frogs, loads and turtles, and 
even walking around with 
field mice in his pocket. In 
1926, just out of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, he started 
work at the St. Louis Zoo as 
a member of the "bull gang" 
—the laborer crew—at 53.75 
a day. A short lime later he 
was appointed curator of 
reptiles, thus beginning his 
advance through the zoolog- 
ical world. 


Asked for his advice to 


youngsters of 
today 
who 


wish to develop their interest 
in 
the 
animal 
kingdom, 


Perkins says: "Gel to know 
something well. Start with 
the local animals in your 
neighborhood. 
Find 
out 


where they live, learn some- 
thing 
about 
their 
habits. 


Birds, loads, frogs, insects— 
Ihey all can be fascinating. 
You can learn some basic 
principles of nature by watch- 
ing them. You'll have a much 
fuller life. And you'll find that 
wherever you go, you'll meet 
old friends." 


Danger signs 


Perkins would like to see 


young people showing con- 
cern for animal life if for no 
other reason than the like- 
lihood that so much of it is 
doomed to extinction unless 
there is a change in public 
attitudes. 


"I'm pessimistic about the 


future," he says. "There are 
many indications of a lessen- 
ing of wildlife. Man's popu- 
lation is growing so fast thai 
it's destroying natural habi- 
tats. This is what has hap- 
pened in India, and it's going 
to happen in Africa, where 
they're busy culling down 
the trees and the local people 
are poaching on their own 
lands, killing off animals for 
their skins, horns and tusks. 


"Most 
people have be- 


come so urbanized that Ihey 
can't 
understand 
nature. 


There's an interweaving of 
plants and animals necessary 
lo maintain life. Let's remem- 
ber that man, who is also an 
animal, is still evolving, l.'rn 
afraid he hasn't yet reached 
the moral level lo realize that 
he shouldn't be destroying 
nature, polluting water and 
fouling the air. He hasn't yet 
realized that if nature is de- 
stroyed, man can't live—he's 
going to go, too."

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Curves add deck charm 


Many homeowners who have hardly 


had a hammer in hand before have 
experienced the satisfaction of adding a 
deck to the side or back of their house. 


In addition to the enjoyment of an 


outdoor living area offered by a deck, an 
imaginative design will enhance the 
landscaping and add charm to a yard. 


One homeowner, adept at his surgi- 


cal profession, wanted to broaden his 
horizons by personally building a deck 
over part of his lot that sloped from one 
side to the other as well as to the back 
boundary. 


Because he wanted more than just a 


square extension of the covered patio, 


'.4he owner worked with a landscape 


architect on the design of a deck with 
\\\u tuixux meeting to draw the C'>L 
.toward a pleasant view through trees. 


The decking of 2\4-incli weslern 


wood on edge over 2x8 joists and 4x4 
posts also was laid to direct the visual 
interest toward the view. An existing tree 


was retained in the center of the deck, 
providing shade for a picnic table and 
benches. 


Railing requirements vary with local 


codes, and on this curved deck there 
was the further challenge of retaining the 
graceful arcs of the design. 


The owner 
used posts of 
paired 


2x4s, bolted to the 2x8 facings attached 
across the joists. The (ails, one at the top 
and another about a foot down from the 
lop, were made of paired 2x4s. 


Curving the rail boards was made 


easier with saw kerfs a third of the 
thickness of Ihe boards, spaced an inch 
apart the length of ihe boards. The rails 
were attached to the posts with galvan- 
ized nails to avoid rusl stains. 


The deck was left unfinished so it 


would weather to a natural pewter gray 
and blend with the surrounding bark 
chip ground cover and plantings. West- 
ern wood decking also can be finished 
with a transparent sealer or with natural 
and tinted stains.

and shielded solar sys- 
tem can produce 
100 


degree water even when 
the outside temperature 
is zero. 


Every manufacturer 


has a slightly different 
idea of how to produce

But 
basically, 


they are similar. 


Most of the work in 


the solar pool heating 
system is done by ihe' 
sun. The only additional 
energy 
needed 
is a 


small motor to circulate 
the pool water. 


When 
the collectors 


are installed on a roof 
or sloped surface, the 
pump 
motor 
forces 


water 
to 
the panels 


where it goes into a 
pipe inlet at the top of 
the collector. The water 


is 
then 
distributed 


equally in a thin layer 
or copper pipe across the 
inside of the collector. 
The water is then drawn 
inside the collector ab- 
sorbing the sun's heal 
dollected by the surface. 
It then enters a second 
pipe which carries the 
water back to the pool. 


Typically, 
the pool 


water heated in the col- 
lectors will rise in the 
range of 2 degrees to 10 
degrees. Because of the 
constant 
water 
flow 


through the system, pool 
owners can raise the 
pool's 
temperature to 


the desired level. 


To obtain the greatest 


solar yield from a solar 
collector, it is important 
that 
the collector be 


correctly oriented. The 
best direction to face is 
due south and at a slope 
perpendicular 
to the 


sun's rays. Small varia- 
tions from a due south 


direction will not .affect 
the capacity greatly, .but 
if the unit orienlatiotKis 
to vary more than. 4S 
degrees from due south, 
an analysis is made ,lo 
determine the 
loss in 


unit capacity. 


The position of the 


collector must some- 
times be a compromise 
between the optimum 
collection angle ana (he 
roof slope of the bui.l.d- 
ing. Installation, even by 
the pool owner, can be 
lompleted in less than a 
day. 


In 
some 
instances 


users may want to by- 
pass their 
conventional 


pool heaters entirely, or 
to install the solar pool 
healing system wifhoul 
conventional gas heat- 
ing. All the owner nefd 
do is utilize 
a .pump 


with a small horsepower 
motor to his pool equip- 
ment area to circulate 
the water.

Keep your 
lawn happy 


Undoubtedly, some federal agency could conn- 


up with a computerized estimate on how many 
acres of land are dedicated to use as lawn areas in 
home gardens throughout America. The figure 
would be astronomical. 


And, even though artifical turfs are showing-up 


here and there, there is nothing like a beautiful 
lawn — and a true gardener would never consider 
a substitute. 


When it comes to lawn care, the California 


Association of Nurserymen suggests that a link1 


effort frequently applied will go a long way. Cer- 
tainly, it's better than the infrequent big effort 
which may come too late. 


One exception to this is your watering srhfd- 


ule. It's better to train a lawn to take a 'deep 
watering less frequently — to encourage deep rool 
growth — rather than, say, daily shallow sprin- 
klings. 


Thought it will vary by area, a good rule of 


thumb is to water deeply once a week in cool dry 
weather, twice a week during warm dry weather. 
The length of watering time will depend on the soil 
condition. In most soils, one should strive to 
achieve actual water penetration of six to eight 
inches and in heavy clay soils, one to two inches. 


Your lawn feeding program should start im- 


mediately. Regular feeding is important for healthy, 
attractive lawns. Your nurseryman can recommend 
the proper lawn food for the type of turf you have. 
Where weeds are a traditional problem, you may 
wish to consider the weed control products avail- 
able today. 


Mowing is very important to the health of a 


lawn as well as appearance. 


Mow weekly during the growth season and less 


often when growing slowly. If you lowered your 
mower to cut at 1-inch during winter, make sure 


it's 
I1/.- to 2-inches as the weather warms up; 


and at least two inches in hot climates. Cutting a 
lawn loo short in hot weather exposes the crowns 
of the individual grass plants. This ruins its appear- 
ance — and its future.

In the past decade the physi- 


cal fitness of the nation's boys 
and girls has changed little. 


What it comes down to Is 


that more girls than boys have 
shown improvement, particu- 
larly in endurance tests. 


In a study conducted by the 


University ol Michigan under 
contract to the Office of Educa- 
tion, 7800 boys and girls 10 to 
17 were selected as a national 
sample. 


The six-part test consisted of 


chinning for boys and flexed- 
arm hang for girls to measure 
arm and shoulder 
muscle 


strength; sit-ups for boys and 
gills to measure abdominal 
strength; standing long jump 
for boys and girls to measure 
leg power; a 50-yard dash for 
boys and girls to measure 
speed; a 30-foot shuttle run to 
measure agility, and a 600-yard 
run-walk for boys and girls to 
test endurance. 


These were basically the 


same tests used In 1965 and 
1958. Although significant gains 
were measured in almost all 
categories between 1958 and 
1965, it didn't hold for differ- 
ences between 1965 and 1975. 


In 39 of 40 scores, the 1975 fit- 


ness performance of boys and 
girls remained unchanged.

More than 150 million Ameri- 


cans will be old enough to vote in 
the 197G Presidential election.

Tho four major programs that 


provide services for young people 
are: 


COMPREHENSIVE 
EMPLOYMENT 


AND TRAINING ACT (CETA)— State 
and local government units oper- 
ate projects or contract with other 
groups to provide on-the-job and 
classroom training, basic educa- 
tion, work experience, and suppor- 
tive services. 


APPRENTICESHIP TRAINING — This 


is a centuries-old system in which 
a young person learns a skilled 
trade, such as carpentry, bricklay- 
ing or cosmetology, on the job un- 
der an experienced craft worker 
and in related classroom instruc- 
tion. In many areas, the principal 
crafts have joint labor-manage- 
ment committees for conducting 
and supervising their craft's ap- 
prenticeship 
programs. Appren- 


tices are paid at progressive rates 
from about half the journeyman's 
rate up to 90 percent of full pay 
near the end of training. Training 
periods run from one to six years; 
most require four years. A major 
objective is to give minorities a 
chance to become skilled craft 
workers. The U.S. Department of 
Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship 
and Training and state apprentice- 
ship agencies work with employers 
and unions to develop apprentice- 
ship programs.

SERVICE 


YOUTH PROGRAMS — The employ- 
ment problems of youth entering 
the labor market have been the 
concern of the federal-state em- 
ployment service system since the 
passage of the Wagner-Peyser Act 
of 1933. U.S. employment service 
and 
state employment service 


agencies provide young people the 
kind of assistance needed 
in 


choosing fields of work in keeping 
with their interests, abilities, and 
aspirations. There are three ma- 
jor components in the youth pro- 
gram: the year-round services, the 
cooperative employment service- 
schools program, and the summer 
youth program. In the first nine 
months of fiscal year 1975, people 
under age 22 filed 3.3 million new 
or renewed applications for work 
at local employment offices. This 
represented about one-third of all 
new applications and renewals. 
More than 900,000 youths were 


placed in jobs (about 38 percent of 
all individuals placed), some 238,- 
000 received employment counsel- 
ing and 222.000 were tested to 
determine aptitudes, interests, and 
achievement levels. 


JOB CORPS—Established by the 


Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, 
Job Corps is now included as Title 
IV of CETA. Job Corps has 60 cen- 
ters across !he country and in 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii providing 
youlh with skill training, on-the-job 
work experience, remedial educa- 
tion, social direction and health 
services. Nearly two-thirds of Ihe 
enrollees are high school dropouls 
who, as corps members, are of- 
fered programs geared to their in- 
dividual needs and learning pace, 
from basic education through high 
school equivalency. As a result, the 
outlook for youth completing Job 
Corps training is bright: 93 percent 
of those available for placement in 
the first six months of 1975 got 
Jobs, entered the Armed Forces, or 
went back to school.

Apprenticeship applicants must be 
physically able to do the work and 
must pass an entrance examina- 
tion. Job Corps enrollees must be

Fern favorites 


Bright flowering plants are hard to beat — but (or a 


good, green "woodsy look," consider Ferns to add a 
freshing touch. They are readily adaptable and easy to 
grow, providing a few simple cultural requirements are met. 


Ferns generally prefer shade and a deep, loose soil rich 


in humus — the kind you scoop-up from under old, large 
Irees, full of twigs and leaves and half decayed wood. 


Fortunately, your nurseryman can recommend a ready- 


to-use planter mix that contains all the necessary ingredi- 
ents. 


Some Ferns can take more sun and wind than given 


credit for. This is especially true of the varieties native to 
California and North America's coastal climates. The Sword 
Fern is one of these. 


It grows to about three feet and is excellent for 


njturali/ing under grees. The VVoodwardia r\Tn, which 
produces five foot fronds, is another hardy candidate; it 
makes a trouble-free background for low shrubs on the 
north or east side of the house. 


The Maidenhair Fern is a moisture lover, with small, 


fine leaflets. It excels as a ground cover or a pot plant 
subject. There is a Five Finger Maidenhair that is distin- 
guishable bv its unique foliage shape. 


Holly Fern is a California favorite because of its 


handsome, dark green fronds that resemble a holly leaf. The 
low grower will stand some neglect; it prefers partial shade. 


A busy specimen is Leatherleaf Fern, which sports dark 


green, leathery fronds. It is a favorite with floral arrangers 
because of the lasting qualities in arrangements. Mother 
Fern does well indoors, in the garden it likes medium to 
heavy shade, and the fern becomes heavy with planllets. 


The larger-growing tree ferns are extraordinary members 


of Ihe clan. Australian Tree Fern has graceful, arching stems 
and spreading light green fronds on a well-portioned trunk, 
and it has become a popular landscape subject. The 
Tasmanian (or New Zealand) Tree Fern, which is slightly 
hardier, creates a feathery canopy. Both are excellent 
choices for containers — or partially shaded garden spots. 


For many Californians 


the "art" of gardening is 
practiced indoors. In- 
door gardening is no

Teen-age gang members: A new federal study says heavily armed youth 
gangs have become a major problem in city sfreeU and public schools.

Y 


outh gangs in America today are 
more lethal than ever before. They 
are terrorizing greater numbers of 
people, employing deadlier weap- 


ons and proving harder to combat than 
gangs of the 19SO's and '60's, according 
to a report recently handed the federal 
government. Most worrisome to local 
officials is that gang members have dis- 
covered the gun and have shifted a 
major part of their operations from 
the street to the school. 


Efforts by cities to cope with the 


gangs, says the author of the report, 
have been failures. 


"Many 
urban 
communities 
are 


gripped with hopelessness that any- 
thing can be done to curb the unremit- 
ting menace of the gangs," declares 
Walter B. Miller of Harvard's Center for 
Criminal Justice. 


Miller, an anthropologist whose in- 


terest in and contact with gangs dates 
back to 1954, spent a year studying 
present-day gangs in the six cities that 
he concluded faced the worst gang 
problems—New York, Chicago, Los An- 
geles, Philadelphia, Detroit and San 


Francisco. His investigation was fi- 
nanced by the Justice Department's 
Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (LEAA) and constitutes what is 
believed to be the first national study 
of its kind. Among Miller's conclusions: 


• Gang violence today is more le- 


thal than during any previous period. 
The reason appears to lie in the "ex- 
traordinary increase in the availability 
and use" of guns by gang members. 


• From 1972 through 1974 five of 


the six cities recorded 525 gang-related 
murders—about 25 percent of all ju- 
venile homicides for those cities. 


• Gangs can be found terrorizing 


elementary, junior and senior high 
schools. Says a Philadelphia junior high 
principal: "There is rto point in trying 
to exaggerate the situation. The truth by 
itself is devastating." 


• The six cities report from 760 


gangs with 28,500 members to 2700 
gangs with 81,500 members. 


• Despite claims that American fe- 


males are increasingly criminal and 
violent, urban youth gangs continue to 
be "a predominantly male enterprise." 
Gangs take an old-fashioned, traditional 


attitude toward sex roles. Girls carry 
weapons for boys, serve in female aux- 
iliaries and frequently offer their im- 
pugned honor as the reason for a 
rumble between rival gangs. 


Substantiating Miller's findings, Capt. 


Francis |. Daly, who commands the 
Youth Aid Division of the New York 
Police Department, says: "Ten years 
ago we had nothing in New York City. 
About 1971 it started up again in the 
Bronx." Although it has leveled off 
since then, Daly feels gang activity to- 
day is four times more violent than it 
was in the 1950's. "Weapons are much 
more available," says Daly. "Another 
difference between now and the old 
days is that innocent people are more 
often the victims of gang criminality. 
In the old days they spent much more 
time on rumbles against each other. 
Now there are more robberies, burglar- 
ies and shakedowns against non-gang 
members." 


No cheap guns 


As for weapons. Miller's report finds 


that gangs are no longer satisfied with 
the homemade zip guns of 20 years ago 
or even "Saturday night specials." In- 
stead, they want top-quality weaponry, 
such as the,Smith and Wesson .38 used 
by many police departments. 


Los Angeles Police Capl. William J. 


Riddle, commanding officer of the Ju- 
venile Division, sees guns as a major 
contributor to the violence. "They're 
not that difficult to get," he says. "Every 
time .a million more guns are sold to 
the public, more of them reach gangs 
and other criminals through such means 
as burglaries." 


One of Miller's most alarming find- 


ings is that gangs have turned the 
public schools into battlegrounds, at- 


tacking not only members of rival 
gangs, but also students who are non- 
members. He says that the shooting and 
killing of teachers by gang members 
has been reported in Chicago and 
Philadelphia. 


Miller says this violence has led to 


"territorralization" of schools, meaning 
that gangs actually claim "ownership" 
of such areas as a cafeteria or a gym. 
"As 'owners' of school facilities," he 
reports, "gang members have assumed 
the right to collect 'fees' from other 
students for a variety of 'privileges' 
which can be defined as passing 
through the hallways, using the gym, 
not being assaulted and of simply go- 
ing to school." 


Intimidating the system 


In some cases, he acids, school ad- 


ministrators seem helpless. A 
New 


York City source told him that some of 
the semi-autonomous school districts 
had "sold out," granting gangs the right 
to recruit among the student body in 
exchange for a promise of non-violence. 


Comments a Los Angeles youth work- 


er: "The problem is out of hand. We've 
had three years of violence and killing 
in the schools with no real action by 
the authorities. All the schools in the 
inner city have large gang populations." 


For the most part. Miller says, gang 


activity is confined to the slum areas 
of big cities. Gang members range in 
age from 12 to 21 and usually asso- 
ciate by ethnic background. Black and 
Fiispanic gangs are more numerous 
than gangs of while youths from work- 
ing-class families. 


The newest and 
most surprising 


change that Miller discovered was the 
increase in the number of Asian-Ameri- 
cans involved: 


"Accepted doctrine for many years 


has been that Oriental youths pose neg- 
ligible problems in juvenile delinquen- 
cy or gang activity. This accepted tenet 
has been seriously undermined by 
events of the 1970's—not only by the 
violent activities of the newly immi- 
grated 'Hong Kong Chinese,' but by the 
development in several cities of gangs 
of Filipinos, lapanese and other Asian 
groups. The estimated number of Asian 
gangs is now almost equal to that of 
white gangs and may exceed their num- 
ber in the near future." 


What the future holds 


Miller is not overly optimistic about 


the future. LEAA has awarded him a 
grant to conduct a follow-up study to 
explore the causes of gang behavior and 
to try to come up with suggestions for 
coping with gang violence. 


But barring some dramatic—and un- 


likely—move such as a massive pro- 
gram of federal help. Miller sees no 
immediate relief. His conclusion: 'The 
likelihood that gang problems will con-, 
tinue to beset major cities during the 
next few years appears high."

Useless? Dangerous?

I 


n a hospital almost anywhere in the 


U. S. today, a 5-year-old boy is hav- 
ing his tonsils out because of a suc- 
cession of colds and soie throat, a 


few earaches. 


Will the operation really help? 
Years ago, "having the tonsils out" 


was virtually 
a ritual of childhood. 


Hospitals even had regular "tonsil days" 
set asfde for en masse tonsil and ade- 
noid removals. The theory was lhat the 
tissues served no useful purpose; lhat 
they became foci of infection. 


The operation is still the most com- 


mon surgical procedure in the U. S. and 
one of Ihe most controversial. One mil- 
lion tonsilfectomies are performed an- 
nually even though many authorities 
are not at all certain lhat tonsils are 
useless. They seriously queslion the 
need in some, even most, cases. Also, 
the operation is not free of risk, and 
more than 300 children die each year 
from bleeding and other complications. 


A matter of rates 


The lonsilleclomy rate varies widely. 


In one Massachusetts community, 65 
percent of the children lose their ton- 
sils; in an adjoining one, the figure is 18 
percent. One study found a rale of ^7 
operations per 10,000 children 
in 


Uppsala, 
Sweden; 258 per 10,000 


among Blue Cross subscribers in Kansas, 


and 70 pet 70,000 for Ihe U. S as a 
whole. 


lust a few months ago, the director, 


of pediatrics at a major New York medi- 
cal center reported lhat a large per- 
centage of T&A's (tonsillectomies and 
adenoidectomies) are done unneces- 
sarily "and do nol usually correct the 
rendition about which the mother 
complains." 


The tonsils are oval lumps of lym- 


phalic tissue, one on either side of the 
throat behind Ihe tongue. The ade- 
noids, of similar tissue, lie in the throat 
behind Ihe soft palate. 


The .tonsils have been blamed, mis- 


lakenly, for more troubles Irian any 
oilier single part of the body. Fifty 
years ago, their removal was Ihought 
by some lo he a cure for goiter, dia- 
betes and epilepsy; as recently as 20 
years ago. Ihere was some belief that 
tonsillectomy was good for nighlmares, 
night sweats, snoring and foul breath. 


Most commonly 
and 
persistently, 


they have been blamed for respiratory 
troubles, and it's not hard 10 see why. 


Normally prominent during infancy 


and early childhood, the tonsils begin 
to diminish in size by the end of Ihe 
first decade. Large toniils in a small 
throat look inappropriate. Moreover, 
they are largest just when children have 
their greatesl incidence of colds and 


other respiratory infections. 


For a long time, il seemed Ihere 


must be a connection: laige. 
1 tonsils, 


much trouble; later, small tonsils, less 
trouble. Why not, then, operate anri 
slop Irouble? 


II remained lor a skeptic, Dr. Albert 


D. Kaiser of Rochester, N. Y., lo put 
tonsillectomy under scientific scrutiny. 
For 10 years, he kepi complete records 
on the illnesses of 5000 children in two 
groups—those who had had tonsils re- 
moved and those who had not. 


Just the same 


Kaiser's investigation, reported al- 


most 20 years ago, showed no signifi- 
cant difference between the Iwo groups 
in the number of colds, sore throats 
and other upper respiratory infections. 


Subsequent studies in New York City, 


Cleveland, 
and 
England 
confirmed 


Kaiser's findings. And years ago, the 
Medical Research Council ol Britain fell 
it necessary lo observe somewhat caus- 
tically: "One cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion lhal (here is a tendency for the 
operation to be performed as a routine 
prophylactic rilual for no particular 
reason and with no particular result." 


Unquestionably, Ihere are children 


who urgently require tonsillectomy or 
adenoirieclomy: children who face the 
Ihrpal of heart failure from impaired 
breathing caused by very large tonsils 
or adenoids; those with greatly en- 
larged tonsils that obstruct swallowing; 
or those with enlarged adenoids lhal 
produce 
breathing 
discomforl 
and 


speech 
distortion 
or 
lhat 
produce 


chronic or recurrent middle ear infec- 
tions associated wilh hearing loss or 
chronic masloiditis. 


Such children, however, are few. 


Risk psychological harm 


Medical concern about 
confusing 


criteria for surgery and the huge num- 
ber of operations has been mounting. 
For one ihing, there is growing appre- 
ciation that Ihere arp psychological 
risks for a child undergoing a T&A even 
under the besl-managed circumstances; 
and when preparation of the child is 
inadequate or hospital management is 
insensitive, the risks may be major. 


Moreover, it now appears lhal il may 


be wise to preserve the tonsils if pos- 
sible, because they are one source of 
agents involved in the body's immune 
defense system, and their removal may 
weaken resistance to infections and 
olher disease. At least one study by in- 
vestigators of the New York Stale De- 
partment of Cancer Control suggests

study indicates what many 
authorities have suspected: 
Many T&A's are performed 
needlessly.

write my material before each show. But (he show 
had been doubted in length with no increase in sal- 
ary, so \ Ihought, heck, I'm not going to work that 
hard lor no money, so I'll interview people, famous 
actors, singers. 


"That night I had Doris Day scheduled lor an inter- 


view and she never showed up. I'd already played 
her record and read the jokes I'd written, so, liter- 
ally in desperation, I picked up a heavy floor micro- 
phone and trundled it around the studio. All 1 did 
on the air was talk as t do at home." 


Not just talk—the Allen gill lor (he comedy ol 


language itself made people tune into his wit. In- 
stances abound. Once when he was doing a night- 
club act and taking questions Irom the audience, a 
man yelled out: "I've got a quarter that says you 
don't know how to play 'The World Is Waiting for 
the Sunrise.'" Allen's answer: "What do you know 
about that—a guy with a talking quarter!" 


Says Allen: "The brain is surprised when it thinks 


it's going to get one thing ano" it gets something else; 
and the sudden surprise leads to laughter." 


Aside Irom his radio and TV career (the latter 


spanning the original "Tonight 5how," "The Steve 
Allen Show," and "I've Cot a Secret"), Allen is also 
an actor ("The Benny Goodman Story"), lyricist and 
composer, and a writer ol novels, short stories, 
poetry and books of humor including the recently 
published "Scbmock-Schmock!" (Doubteday). 


Here arc some of Allen's recollections, stories, and 


comments: 


At the heart of one form of my humor is to literal- 


ize something that is not meant to be literal. I'm 
thinking of a time when my mother came to visit and 
wanted to see my 3-year-old son.

She pre.-ents a "people in the news"

In addition. KXBC declined to accept

She reports to work at KNBC at 2 


p.m. daily and doesn't get away until the 
middle of the night And, on some Friday 
nights, she stays up all night working on 
her scripts for the "Take My Advice" 
shows thai are taped on the weekend at 
NBC.

She is a warm, friendly, talkative 


person who is both bright and a go-getter. 
With her persistence and charm, she 
helped to break the barriers to women in 
television in Los Angeles. 


Now, 
with nearly 10 years of experi- 


ence in L.A. radio and television, she is 
being mentioned in the press, along with 
such women as Bess Myerson. Candiee 
Bergen and Betty Furness, as the possi- 
ble replacement for Barbara Walters on 
NBC's "Today" show. 


Would she like the job" 
"Would I like it! Why, I'd even kill 


for it!," said Miss Lange. . .with exag- 
geration, of course. 


"I 
consider Barbara's job on the 


'Today' show the No. 1 job in the field 
I'm 
in (the field of television inter- 


views), so of course I'd give anything 
to have it,"she said.

For the first two years of the five

As we noted last 
week, a 


miracle is that which either tran- 
scends natural low or suspends it 


in order to achieve an effect designed by God. And, 
in all of the examples that we have in the Bible, the 
one thing that you wiil note is prevalent in every 
case is the fact that there is no doubt in anyone's 
mind that it was, in fact, a miracle. 


During the lifetime of Jesus and in the beginning 


of the church that was established on the first 
pentecost after the resurrection of Christ, a number 
of miracles were performed. There are approximately 
thirty miracles recorded in Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John. We could very easily list them in four different

death, miracles over demons, and miracles over 
disease. 


In the performing of these miracles we wish to 


notice one or two under each heading and observe 
that there could be no doubt as to there being a 
miracle performed. Nature—turning the water into 
wine (John 2), stilling of the tempest (Matt. 8: 23- 
27). The miracles that were perlormed were immedi- 
ate and complete, with no faith required on anyone's 
part except the one who was performing the miracle. 
Death—No faith was required of the ones upon 
whom the miracle was performed. And, the miracles 
were immediate and complete as in the cases of the 
Nobleman's son in John 4, Jairus' daughter in Matt. 
9-.23-26, and the raising of Lazarus in John II. 
Demons—The demons had a devil's faith, but such 
was not required to perform the miracle. All miracles 
in connection with demons (Demonico at Cnpernaum, 
Mark 1:23-27; Lunatic child, Matt. 17:14-21) were 
immediate and complete. Disease—There are fifteen 
miracles recorded that were performed by Jesus over 
disease. Faith is mentioned in ten of thesw mirocles. 
No faith is mentioned in five of these. Only one was 
required to have faith. All of these miracles were 
immediate and complete.

ning mate will he choose? 


Will it "be a Boston 


Brahmin like Secretary of 
Commerce Elliot Richardson 
who always wears his 
political track suit, 
ready to run for anything? 
Will it be Ford's old pal 
from the Midwest, Donald 
"Rummy" Rumsfeld, his ex- 
chief of staff and his 
current Defense Secretary? 
Or will Ford seek a geo- 
graphical advantage by 
edging towards a Southern 
D.S. Senator like Howard 
Baker or William Brock, 
both tried and tested con- 
servatives from Tennessee? 


Or how about a governor 


like Christopher Bond of 
Missouri, Bob Ray of Iowa 
or Dan Evans of Washing- 
ton? All are possibilities. 


Then, too. Ford has big 


John Connally of Texas, 
black Sen. Edward Brooke 


of Massachusetts, 65-year- 
old Ronald Reagan of 
California, and Vice 
President Nelson Rockefel- 
ler as additional 
possibilities. 


Gerald Ford is not a 


particularly colorful or 
charismatic character. He 
is a wily, veteran politi- 
cian far more complex 
than he appears. He is 
not going to choose 
a running mate until he 
carefully studies the 
Democratic party slate. 
And then he may offer the 
nation a surprise, possi- 
bly in the form of a 
woman Vice Presidential 
candidate. Carla Hills, 
his Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development. 


The President's wife, 


Betty, would like that 
very much, and so, too, 
would millions of women 
voters throughout the 
country. Carla Hills is as 
brilliant, competent and 
qualified as any man Ford 
could choose to run with. 
She would add some luster 
to a campaign which seems 
to be heading for 
Dullsville.

Wrong guesses. We wish we knew how facts get garbled, because myths give 
us all sorts of headaches. When Roper's interviewers asked how much gasoline 
prices would come down if the oil companies passed all their profits to the 
consumer through lower prices, the average answer was 13'/2 cents a gallon. 
Actually, on all petroleum sales, worldwide, Mobil averages less than a penny 
and a half a gallon in after-tax profit. Opinion Research Corporation put it another 
way: How much profit on each dollar of sales do you think the average oil 
company makes after taxes? The answer: 61 cents. The true answer for Mobil in 
1975: less than 4 cents.

tury. Accordingly, hun- 
dreds of advisory 
committees have been 
established by the federal 
government so that indi- 
viduals from the private 
sector can theoretically 
assist the federal bu- 
reaucracy in formulating 
public policy. 


One of the newest com- 


mittees is the 10-member 
task force created by 
President Ford to develop 
"clear, enforceable stan- 
dards to prevent question- 
able activities" and bribes 
by U.S. corporations oper- 
ating in foreign countries. 


Most of these commit- 


tees are a waste of time, 
manpower, and money. Per- 
haps this new one headed 
by Secretary of Commerce 
Elliot Richardson will 
prove an exception, but 
we doubt it. 


For example, in describ- 


ing the Richardson task 
force to reporters. Ford 
explained that it "is not 
a group that will under- 
take enforcement, but it 
will...study the very 
broad ramifications. .. in 
this very delicate field" 
and make recommendations 
by the end of the year. 
Gobbledygook! 


On the subject of fed- 


eral advisory committees, 
it is interesting to note 
that, for the most part, 
a relatively small group 
of the same people from 
business, labor and gov- 
ernment serve. 


An examination of the 


1412-page index to the mem- 
bership of federal advisory 
committees sBows that 196 
persons serve on anywhere 
from four to 15 committees. 
Specifically, 107 persons 
serve on four advisory 
committees, 47 persons 
serve on five advisory 
committees, 21 persons 
serve on six advisory 
committees, and 21 others 
serve on seven or more. 


Some of the more popular 


advisory committee members 
are: Charles M. Baer of 
the Communications Satel- 
lite Corp., 15 committees; 
Edward E. Benham, ITT 
Corp., 10; Joseph Gatti, 
Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration, 10; Robert S. 
Stone, National Institutes 
of Health, 12; Raymond B. 
Crowell, Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, nine. 


The index also shows 


that 29 large companies 
have from 21 to 95 repre- 
sentatives on advisory 
committees, universities 
and institutes have 23 to 
35 representatives, and 
the AFL-CIO has 92. 


The growth of these 


quasi-governmental bodies 
is apparently endless.

Victor 
Hugo, the

hunchback of Notre Dame, 
was a scrupulous, respec- 
table moralist—until 
one day he became 
an indiscriminate 
woman-chaser, bedding 
down with every 
female he could lay his 
hands on. 


In two years, his mis- 


tress Juliette Drouet 
estimated, he engaged in 
affairs with at least 200 
women. He was insatiable. 


"It was not unusual for 


him to see an attractive 
prostitute on the street 
in the morning and bed her 
before lunch, then go to 
a rendezvous with an 
actress, leave her in time 
for a very private meeting 
with a courtesan, and 
hurry to Juliette's apart- 
ment for dinner and a 
night of love-making." 


So reports Samuel Ed- 


wards in his biography 
"Victor Hugo." 


What changed Hugo (I802- 


86) from a cautious, in- 
dustrious husband and 
father of four children 
into a sex-ridden woman- 
izer? 


He discovered that his 


wife was carrying on with 
the noted critic, Sainte- 
Beuve, and that all Paris 
knew about it. He then 
took as his mistress cour- 


tesan Julienne Gauvain, 
also known as Juliette 
Drouet. He confined her to 
a little flat which he 
insisted that he alone 
could visit. Of all the 
women in Hugo's life, only 
Juliette remained faithful 
to the end. She died in 
1883. Her liaison with 
Hugo lasted 50 years. At 
age 76 Hugo promised to 
give up all his "cheap 
little romances" for Juli- 
ette and did. 


Victor Hugo was un- 


doubtedly one of the 
greatest, most colorful 
figures in French litera- 
ture. The sad history of 
his daughter, who ran off 
with an English officer, 
has been made into a cur- 
rent film,"The Story of 
Adele H," starring Isa- 
belle Adjani, possibly the 
best and prettiest young 
actress in France today. 


Her film and Samuel Ed- 


wards' biography should 
stimulate a Victor Hugo 
revival. 
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Humphrey and Johnson in rapport at 3 press conference during '64 election campaign; 
but forthcoming book by Humphrey says his term as Vice President was bittersweet.

erving as Lyndon Johnson's Vice 
President wasn't easy. 


Five weeks before lhe1968 Pres- 


idential election. Vice President 


Hubert H. Humphrey, the fatigued and 
despondent Democratic candidate, sat 
in a Salt Lake City television studio pre- 
paring for one of the most impoitant 
speeches of his political career. 


That nationwide address represented 


Humphrey's first major public disagree- 
ment with President Lyndon B. (ohnson 
concerning the Vietnam war. Fifteen 
minutes before broadcast lime, a ner- 
vous Humphrey called his boss. 


"I told him what I intended to say," 


Humphrey recalls, "and he said curtly, 
'I gather you're not asking my advice.'" 


After a brief additional discussion in 


which Humphrey described his plan to 
halt the bombing of Norl.h Vietnam, the 
President abruptly ended ':he conversa- 
tion: "Well, you're going to give that 
speech anyway. Thanks for 
calling, 


Hubert." 


Thai anecdote is only one of the doz- 


ens of previously unreported incidents 
contained in a candid new autobiogra- 
phy on which Humphrey has worked 
for more than six years. The book, to 
be published next month by Double- 
day, is titled The Education of a Public 
Man: My Life and Politics. 


The book's revelations 


Among the other episodes Hum- 


phrey discusses for the first time are his 
accounts of Richard M. Nixon's 1968 
offer to him of the United Nations Am- 
bassadorship, of efforts to put together 
a Humphrey-Rockefeller ticket earlier 
that year, and a startling analysis of the 
man who headed the South Vietnamese 
government during the last 7'A years of 
the war. 


The book marks a major turning point 


for Humphrey, whose irrepressible en- 
thusiasm throughout more than three 
decades in public life has led to criti- 
cism that he has been an uncritical sup- 
porter of almost everyone and every- 
thing around him. 


The "Happy Warrior" and the "Poli- 


tics of Joy" have not been banished 
from the book, but it is mainly a philo- 
sophical, thoughtful effort by Hum- 
phrey to look back upon himself, his 
times and his country as honestly as 
possible on the eve of his 65th birthday. 


As a result, the revealing book in- 


cludes unflinching criticism of the peo- 
ple who angered or disappointed Hum- 


phrey and high praise for those he 
truly admires—but little of the flam- 
boyant rhetoric which has been his 
trademark in past election campaigns 
for such diverse offices as Mayor of 
Minneapolis, U.S. Senator, Vice Presi- 
dent and President. 


"He had no" motive except to (ell his 


nine grandchildren what his life and 
times were all aboul," says Norman 
Sherman, a former Humphrey aide and 
edrtor of the book "It's an honest ef- 
fort on the part of a man who has been 
in politics since he was 34 to look back 
over his life." 


Conflict at the convention 


Some of the anecdotes are both per- 


sonal and political in nature. For exam- 
ple, Humphrey recalls that prior to (he 
1960 Democratic National Convention 
he was approached by several fellow 
liberals who urged thai he agree to run 
as Vice Presidenl on a licket headed 
by John F. Kennedy. 


Having waged a grueling but unsuc- 


cessful battle against Kennedy in a sc- 
ries of primary elections, "I was not in a 
particularly conciliatory mood." Hum- 
phrey says in the book. 


"I, not Kennedy, had been (heir lib- 


eral colleague for a dozen years. We 
had stood together on the issues, and 
Kennedy had been lo (he right of us 
all. Yet when the crunch came, they 
moved, shamelessly I thought, to Ken- 
nedy." 


Humphrey says he was cool toward 


the idea but did not firmly reject it un- 
til he discussed (he possibility with his 
wife, Muriel. When he arrived in Los 
Angeles for the convention, he had 
made up his mind and told his friends 
that "Muriel is against it and mat swings 
the vole." 


'Get me a plane' 


Eight years later Humphrey had an- 


other, far more sorrowful encounter 
with the Kennedy family. On the night 
of the California primary in 1968, he 
was in Colorado Springs, Colo., pre- 
paring to deliver the commencement 
address the next day at the Air Force 
Academy. 


After learning of the shooting of Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy, an opponent in that 
year's race for the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination, Humphrey tele- 
phoned Kennedy's staff in Los Angeles 
to offer any assistance they might need. 


Kennedy aide Pierre Salinger asked 


Humphrey to get a military plane to fly 


cant* 
iWSTJS 


a neurosurgeon from Massachusetts to 
California, and Humphrey called the 
operations officer at the academy to 
request the aircraft. 


Bui the airman balked, insisting upon 


knowing what authority Humphrey had 
to order the plane. "I shouted into the 
phone, 'I am the Vice-Commander-in- 
Chief,' making up a position that did 
not exist. My intensity overcame his 
reluctance, and the doctor was flown 
to Los Angeles" 


Humphrey's political reminiscences 


will undoubtedly be widely read be- 
cause the autobiography is loaded with 
the names of virtually all the politicians 
who have occupied the international 
stage for the past quarter-century. 


There is, for example, this humorous 


anecdote from a meeting Humphrey 
had almost 20 years ago with Soviet 
Prime Minister Nikita S. Khrushchev: 


"Once he literally jumped from his 


chair, walked over to a map case, 
pulled down the map of North America 
and said to me, 'Senator, where is your 
home?' 


"I said/Minneapolis, Minn.'He beck- 


oned me to show him on the map. 


"I did so, and then he looked at me 


and said, 'I promise you, we shall never 
bomb it.' " 


He offered a job 


The book also contains the first pub- 


lished account of a Miami meeting be- 
tween Humphrey and Nixon, following 
Nixon's narrow victory in the 1968 Presi- 
dential race: 


"It was a hot day, bui he [Nixon] was 


perspiring more than one would ex- 
pect and his hand shook perceptibfy as 
he greeted me. I was struck by how ill 
at ease he seemed. 


"He asked me to be Ambassador to 


the United Nations and, to sweeten the 
offer, proposed to grant me control 
over any Democratic appointments he 
was required to make. I had a special 
feeling about the United Nations . . . 
but I was not eager to go from Lyndon

Humphrey, who turns 65 this month, 
and wile Muriel have lour children. He 
says he listens to his wife's advice. 


Johnson's Vice President to Richard 
Nixon's Ambassador." 


When Nixon said he had not de- 


cided whom to nominate as Secretary 
of State, "I told him it was impossible 
for me lo consider the job." Looking 
back, Humphrey concludes: 


"I am not sure why either one of us 


went through the charade. There were 
really no conditions under which I 
would have accepted a post in the 
Nixon Administration. I can't imagine 
that Nixon really wanted me except 
perhaps as a token of unity, a unity that 
did not exist." 


Humphrey's book includes a similar 


recollection about an effort to put to- 
gether a "unity" slate of himself and 
Nelson A. Rockefeller as the Demo- 
cratic Presidential and Vice Presidential 
ticket prior to the 1968 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 


Humphrey says he always liked 


Rockefeller personally and found the 
idea "intriguing" when it was first pro- 
posed to him, even though Rockefeller 
was a Republican "and it would have 
been difficult to sell him to the Demo- 
cratic Convention." 


Twice is enough 


After the first contact was made 


through intermediaries, 
"the 
report 


came back that Rockefeller, despite his 
hostility toward Richard Nixon and his 
respect and affection for me, felt he 
had to remain a Republican." A second 
approach also was rebuffed, and the 
idea was abandoned. 


Humphrey 
characterizes his own 


tenure as Vice President under John- 
son as a bittersweet experience, espe- 
cially during the 1968 campaign when 
the office "was both an asset and a lia- 
bility—an asset in terms of pre-conven- 
tion political power and a liability when 
it came to freewheeling, self-assertive 
politics." 


There were times, Humphrey remem- 


bers, when he was "frozen out" by 
Johnson's White House aides: 'The staff 
took their cues from the boss. It meant 
sitting outside Joe Califano's 
office 


while he, an arrogant and pretentious 


young aide, went about his work inside 
at his own pace. Or Marvin Watson can- 
celing the use of a boat on the Potomac 
just before my guests were to arrive." 


Humphrey has fond memories -of 


lohnson as a forceful and effective na- 
tional leader, but he also recalls trips to 
the Texas ranch where "you did things 
his way." On one occasion, Johnson 
was said to have noticed three or four 
Secret Service agents sitting around and 
watching the President. 


Johnson's query 


"Why aren't you busy? Why aren't 


you doing something;" Johnson de- 
manded. 


"Well, Mr. President, there isn't 


much to do. There is no press out here, 
no trouble, and you have been in the 
house," explained the agent in charge. 


"Well, for God sakes, kill flies or 


something, but don't sit there," retorted 
Johnson. 


Overshadowing all else during the 


Johnson-Humphrey Administration was 
the bitter national debate over the war 
in Vietnam. Anti-war demonstrations 
peaked during the 1968 convention, 
where Humphrey was nominated, as 
thousands of protesters and Chicago 
police clashed in the streets. 


Humphrey 
believes that although 


"thousands of young people came to 
Chicago with no intention of violence 
. .. there were maniac revolutionaries 
and anarchists among them, not many, 
but a few, enough who were capable 
and determined to play with aroused 
emotions, to escalate their own war 
and manipulate a situation in which a 
sharp confrontation with the police was 
inevitable." 


The streets of Chicago 


Humphrey captured the Democratic 


Presidential nomination that year, but 
many believe he lost the election in 
the streets of Chicago. And, although 
he left the national scene for several 
years, the war in Vietnam remained. 


After stepping down from the Vice 


Presidency, Humphrey remembers 
watching television one evening in 1970 


while Nixon was explaining his deci- 
sion to move troops into Cambodia: 


"I thought I had recognized the 


charts I had seen in Nixon's television 
presentation. I recalled the day when 
the Joint Chiefs had presented to John- 
son a plan to bomb Cambodia—charts, 
rationale, the whole bit. 


"Johnson had leaned warily forward, 


elbows spread on the table, and said in 
his broad Texas drawl, 'General, ah got 
me one 
war,ah don't need 


unnotherone.'" 


One of Humphrey's most startling 


revelations about the war involves a 
classified United States intelligence re- 
port on Nguyen Van Thieu, who be- 
came South Vietnam's President in late 
1967 and remained in that post—with 
full American support—throughout the 
remainder of the war. 


Assessment in 1964 


The report, written in 1964 when 


Thieu was a military commander with 
the rank of brigadier general, said he 
was "considered to be loyal to only one 
ideal—his own personal aggrandize- 
ment" and would "stoop to anything, 
stop at nothing in his drive for self- 
advancement." 


Thieu "has no basic loyalty" to the 


South Vietnamese government, and his 
ambition, the report said, "is so over- 
riding that he is believed capable of 
joining the Communist-backed People's 
Army of Vietnam if he were assured of 
the top position in that army." 


Finally, the report said, "Not only is 


Thieu extremely ambitious and un- 
scrupulous, but he is also highly ego- 
tistical. When in the presence of 
American military officers, Thieu talks 
of only one subject—coup d'etat. He 
considers himself and refers to himself 
as a coup expert." 


Another revealing war incident in- 


volves an episode in the mid-1960's, 
when Humphrey was flying to South 
Vietnam for a firsthand view of United 
States military efforts there. The par- 
ticipants at one policy meeting aboard 
the plane included South Vietnamese 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky and Ambassa- 
dor-at-Large W. Averell Harriman. 


Terror and outrage' 


"Ky's fascination with his pistols" 


will never be forgotten by Humphrey. 
"He played with those damn things 
like a sheriff in a Grade B Western. At 
one time while he and others were 
talking with Harriman, Ky began to 
twirl the pistols. 


"Harriman's face became a study in 


terror and outrage, fearful that the guns 
would go off, furious that this man in 
whom we had invested so much would 
attend so casually to the conversation." 


The timing of the book may be crucial 


because it is being published shortly be- 
fore the Democratic Convention, which 
might turn to Humphrey if no other 
Presidential candidate emerges from 
the primaries with a commanding lead.

arlin Perkins says he's never met 
an animal he didn't like. And he's 
met a lot of them—first as a zoo- 
keeper in St. Louis, Buffalo and 


Chicago, then as creator of the pioneer 
Zoo Parade television program, and 
now as host of the weekly Wild King- 
dom, one of TV's longest running and 
most popular shows. 


Perkins' newest feature, billed as a 


Bicentennial Special and called Ameri- 
ca's Wildlife Heritage, is an eloquent 
appeal for the preservation of rapidly 
dwindling animal species, some of 
which are at the point of disappearing. 


Bears in Florida 


In the program, which is being shown 


at various times this spring throughout 
the country, the slender, trim, 71-year- 
old Perkins harks back fondly to the 
days when there were black bears and 
cougars in Florida; wolves in Virginia; 
moose, elks and bearcats in Massachu- 
setts, and passenger pigeons every- 
where. 


During a recent New York stopover 


between photographic safaris, Perkins 
ipoke mournfully of our diminishing 
wildlife. "The passenger pigeon, once 
the most abundant bird in North Amer- 
ica, became extinct in 1914," he said. 
"The bison, the sea otter and the 
whooping crane — which once was 
down to only 14 birds—were saved 
only at the last minute." 


Perkins is especially partial to wolves, 


animals which he says have undeserved- 
ly been saddled with a bad name. He 
and his wife Carol, who often shares his 
far-reaching journeys to film wildlife, 
are active in maintaining a wolf sanctu- 
ary called the Wild Canid Survival atid 
Research Center in Tyson Park, St. Louis. 


"The wolf is virtually gone in the 


United States," he says, "and that dis- 
turbs the natural balance. Unlike man, 
who kills off the biggest and best ani- 
mals, the wolf kills off the sirk, the aged 
and the weak ll's an advantage to the 
herd to lose such animals; it assists a 
natural process. The social behavior of 
wolves is remarkable. SVc have found 
that they have a variety of ways of 
speaking to each other—eyes, body lan- 
guage, attitude. 


Learn from the wolf 


"Man could take his cue from them 


in some things Wolves normally malr 
for life and remain loyal to each other 
They act for the safely of the group and 
have a strong family life The female 
conceals her puppies in burrows for 
protection and the male brings them 
food. Even aunts and uncles help take 
care of the young." 


However, Perkins, whose latesi proj- 


ect is an extended journey to Lapland 
for TV programs, declines to single out 
anv one animal as his favorite. 


"I've never seen an ugly animal m my 


life; to me, they're all beautiful," he 
says. "When I was a 700 director, I'd 
pass through the chimpan/ec house 
and one would reach out its hand to me, 
and I'd think that there was no more 
svonderful animal Then I'd go by an 
elephant and he'd extend his trunk, 
that 
wonderful organ with 64,000 


muscles that can pick up a straw or up- 
root a tree, and I'd think, 'What a crea- 
ture'1 Or then there would be a giraffe, 
or even the weaverbird of Africa, who 
builds a nest for his male and shows it 
to her. If she likes it, she moves in; it 
she doesn't, he builds a second, or a 
third. Eventually she has lo accept; if 
she didn't, there wouldn't be any weav- 
erbirds, would there? [very creature 
has some specially, some adaptation, 
some characteristic thai delights me." 


Perkins, who began his inleresl in 
a hawfc. He warns (hat mankind's 


animals as a boy, is shown hand/ing 
future is dependent on conservation. 


Perkins, who was born in 


Carthage, Mo., and reared in 
Pittsburg, Kan., began his ro- 
mance with the animal world 
as a boy, catching snakes, 
frogs, toads and turtles, and 
even walking around with 
field mice in his pocket. In 
1926, just out of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, he started 
work at the St. Louis Zoo as 
a member of the "bull gang" 
—the laborer crew—at $3.75 
a day. A short time later he 
was appointed curator of 
reptiles, thus beginning his 
advance through the zoolog- 
ical world. 


Asked for his advice to 


youngsters of 
today 
who 


wish to develop their interest 
in

kingdom, 


Perkins says: "Gel to know 
something well. Start with 
the local animals in your 
neighborhood. 
Find 
out 


where they live, Iparn some- 
thing 
about 
their 
habits. 


Birds, toads, frogs, insects— 
they all can be fascinating 
You can learn some basic 
principles of nature by watch- 
ing them. You'll have a much 
fuller life. Anrl you'll find that 
wherever you go, you'll meet 
old friends." 


Danger signs 


Perkins would like to see 


young people showing con- 
cern for animal life if for no 
other reason than the like- 
lihood that so much of it is 
doomed to extinction unless 
there is a change in public 
attitudes. 


"I'm pessimistic about the 


future," he says. "There are 
many indications of a lessen- 
ing of wildlife. Man's popu- 
lation is growing so fast that 
it's destroying natural habi- 
tats This is what has hap- 
pened in India, and it's going 
to happen in Africa, where 
they're busy cutting down 
the trees and the local people 
are poaching on their own 
lands, killing off animals for 
their skins, horns and tusks. 


"Most people have be- 


come so urbanized that they 
can't 
understand 
nature. 


There's an interweaving of 
plants and animals necessary 
to maintain life. Let's remem- 
ber that man, who is also an 
animal, is still evolving. I'm 
afraid he hasn't yet reached 
the moral level to realize that 
he shouldn't be destroying 
nature, polluting water and 
fouling the air. He hasn't yet 
realized that if nature is de- 
stroyed, man can't live—he's 
going to go, too."

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STANDING LONG JUMP, PART OF A NATIONWIDE FITNESS TEST FOR GIRLS AND BOYS 


Not Much Improvement 


In the past decade the physi- 


cal fltness of the nation's boys 
and girls has changed little. 


What It comes down to Is 


that more girls than boys have 
shown improvement, particu- 
larly In endurance tests. 


In a study conducted by the 


University of Michigan under 
contract to the Office of Educa- 
tion, 7800 boys and girls 10 to 
17 were selected as a national 
sample. 


The six-part test consisted of 


chinning for boys and flexed- 
arm hang for girls to measure 
arm 
and 
shoulder 
muscle 


strength; sit-ups for boys and 
girls to measure abdominal 
strength; standing long jump 
for boys and girls to measure 
leg power; a 50-yard dash for 
boys and girls to measure 
speed; a 30-foot shuttle run to 
measure agility, and a 600-yard 
run-walk for boys and girls to 
test endurance. 


These were basically the 


same tests used in 1965 and 
1958. Although significant gains 
were measured in almost all 
categories between 1958 and 
1965, it didn't hold for differ- 
ences between 1965 and 1975. 


In 39 of 40 scores, the 1975 flt- 


ness performance of boys and 
girls remained unchanged. 


Voting Bloc 


More than 150 miUion Ameri-

AND TRAINING ACT (CETA)—State 
and local government units oper- 
ate projects or contract with other 
groups to provide on-the-job and 
classroom training, basic educa- 
tion, work experience, and suppor- 
tive services. 


APPRENTICESHIP TRAINING—This 


is a centuries-old system in which 
a young person learns a skilled 
trade, such as carpentry, bricklay- 
ing or cosmetology, on the job un- 
der an experienced craft worker 
and in related classroom instruc- 
tion. In many areas, the principal 
crafts have joint 
labor-manage- 


ment committees for conducting 
and supervising their craft's ap- 
prenticeship 
programs. Appren- 


tices are paid at progressive rates 
from about half the journeyman's 
rate up to 90 percent of full pay 
near the end of training. Training 
periods run from one to six years; 
most require four years. A major 
objective is to give minorities a 
chance to become skilled craft 
workers. The U.S. Department of 
Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship 
and Training and state apprentice- 
ship agencies work with employers 
and unions to develop apprentice- 
ship programs.

YOUTH PROGRAMS—The employ- 
ment problems of youth entering 
the labor market have been the 
concern of the federal-state em- 
ployment service system since the 
passage of the Wagner-Peyser Act 
of 1933. U.S. employment service 
and 
state employment 
service 


agencies provide young people the 
kind of assistance needed 
in 


choosing fields of work in keeping 
with their interests, abilities, and 
aspirations. There are three ma- 
jor components in the youth pro- 
gram: the year-round services, the 
cooperative employment service- 
schools program, and the summer 
youth program. In the first nine 
months of fiscal year 1975, people 
under age 22 filed 3.3 million new 
or renewed applications for work 
at local employment offices. This 
represented about one-third of all 
new applications and renewals. 
More than 900,000 youths were 


placed in jobs (about 38 percent of 
all individuals placed), some 238,- 
000 received employment counsel- 
ing and 222,000 were tested to 
determine aptitudes, interests, and 
achievement levels. 


JOB CORPS—Established by the 


Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, 
Job Corps is now included as Title 
IV of CETA. Job Corps has 60 cen- 
ters across the country and in 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii providing 
youth with skill training, on-the-job 
work experience, remedial educa- 
tion, social direction and health 
services. Nearly two-thirds of the 
enrollees are high school dropouts 
who, as corps members, are of- 
fered programs geared to their in- 
dividual needs and learning pace, 
from basic education through high 
school equivalency. As a result, the 
outlook for youth completing Job 
Corps training is bright: 93 percent 
of those available for placement in 
the first six months of 1975 got 
jobs, entered the Armed Forces, or 
went back to school. 


WHO ARE SERVED? — Unem- 


ployed, underemployed and eco- 
nomically 
disadvantaged youth. 


Apprenticeship applicants must be 
physically able to do the work and 
must pass an entrance examina- 
tion. Job Corps enrollees must be

Teen-age gang members: A new federal study says heavily armed youth 
gangs have become a major problem in city streets and public schools.

Y 


outh gangs in America today are 
more lethal than ever before. They 
are terrorizing greater numbers of 
fjeople, employing deadlier weap- 


ons and proving harder to combat than 
gangs of the 1950's and '60's, according 
to a report recently handed the federal 
government. Most worrisome to local 
officials is that gang members have dis- 
covered the gun and have shifted a 
major part of their operations from 
the street to the school. 


Efforts by cities to cope with the 


gangs, says the author of the report, 
have been failures. 


"Many 
urban 
communities 
are 


gripped with hopelessness that any- 
thing can be done to curb the unremit- 
ting menace of the gangs," declares 
Walter B. Miller of Harvard's Center for 
Criminal Justice. 


Miller, an anthropologist whose in- 


terest in and contact with gangs dates 
back to 1954, spent a year studying 
present-day gangs in the six cities that 
he concluded faced the worst gang 
prohjems—New York, Chicago, Los An- 
geles, Philadelphia, Detroit and San 


Francisco. His investigation was fi- 
nanced by the Justice Department's 
law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (LEAA) and constitutes what is 
believed to be the first national study 
of its kind. Among Miller's conclusions: 


• Gang violence today is more le- 


thal than during any previous period. 
The reason appears to lie in the "ex- 
traordinary increase in the availability 
and use" of guns by gang members. 


• From 1972 through 1974 five of 


the six cities recorded 525 gang-related 
murders—about 25 percent of all ju- 
venile homicides for those cities. 


• Gangs can be found terrorizing 


elementary, junior and senior 
high 


schools. Says a Philadelphia junior high 
principal: "There is no point in trying 
to exaggerate the situation. The truth by 
itself is devastating." 


• The six cities report from 750 


gangs with 28,500 members to 2700 
gangs with 81,500 members. 


• Despite claims that American fe- 


males are increasingly criminal and 
violent, urban youth gangs continue to 
be "a predominantly male enterprise." 
Gangs take an old-fashioned, traditional 


attitude toward sex roles. Girls carry 
weapons for boys, serve in female aux- 
iliaries and frequently offer their im- 
pugned honor as the reason for a 
rumble between rival gangs 


Substantiating Miller's findings, Capt. 


Francis J. Daly, who commands the 
Youth Aid Division of the New York 
Police Department, says: "Ten years 
ago we had nothing in New York City. 
About 1971 it started up again in the 
Bronx." Although it has leveled off 
since then, Daly feels gang activity to- 
day is four times more violent than it 
was in the 1950's. "Weapons are much 
more available," says Daly. "Another 
difference between now and the old 
days is that innocent people are more 
often the victims of gang criminality. 
In the old days they spent much more 
time on rumbles against each other. 
Now there are more robberies, burglar- 
ies and shakedowns against non-gang 
members." 


No cheap guns 


As for weapons. Miller's report finds 


that gangs are no longer satisfied with 
the homemade zip guns of 20 years ago 
or even "Saturday night specials." In- 
stead, they want top-quality weaponry, 
such as the. Smith and Wesson .38 used 
by many police departments. 


Los Angeles Police Capt. William ). 


Riddle, commanding officer of the Ju- 
venile Division, sees guns as a major 
contributor to the violence. "They're 
not that difficult to get," he says. "Every 
time a million more guns are sold to 
the public, more of them reach gangs 
and other criminals through such means 
as burglaries." 


One of Miller's most alarming find- 


ings is that gangs have turned the 
public schools into battlegrounds, at- 


tacking not only members of rival 
gangs, but also students who are non- 
members. He says that the shooting and 
killing of teachers by gang members 
has been reported in Chicago and 
Philadelphia. 


Miller says this violence has led to 


"territorialization" of schools, meaning 
that gangs actually claim "ownership" 
of such areas as a cafeteria or a gym. 
"As 'owners' of school facilities," he 
reports, "gang members have assumed 
the right to collect 'fees' from mher 
students for a variety of 'privilege*.' 
which can be defined as passing 
through the hallways, using the gym, 
not being assaulted and of simply go- 
ing to school." 


Intimidating the system 


In some cases, he adds, school ad- 


ministrators seem helpless. A New 
York City source told him that some of 
the semi-autonomous school districts 
had "sold out," granting gangs the right 
to recruit among the student body in 
exchange for a promise of non-violence. 


Comments a Los Angeles youth work- 


er: 'The problem is out of hand. We've 
had three years of violence and killing 
in the schools with no real action by 
the authorities. All the schools in the 
inner city have large gang populations." 


For the most part, Miller says, gang 


activity is confined to the slum areas 
of big cities. Gang members range in 
age from 12 to 21 and usually asso- 
ciate by ethnic background. Black and 
Hispanic gangs are more numerous 
than gangs of white youths from work- 
ing-class families. 


The newest and most surprising 


change that Miller discovered was the 
increase in the number of Asian-Ameri- 
cans involved: 


"Accepted doctrine for many years 


has been that Oriental youths pose neg- 
ligible problems in juvenile delinquen- 
cy or gang activity. This accepted tenet 
has been seriously undermined by 
events of the 1970's—not only by the 
violent activities of the newly immi- 
grated 'Hong Kong Chinese,' but by the 
development in several cities of gangs 
of Filipinos, Japanese and other Asian 
groups. The estimated number of Asian 
gangs is now almost equal to that of 
white gangs and may exceed their num- 
ber in the near future." 


What the future holds 


Miller is not overly optimistic about 


the future. LEAA has awarded him a 
grant to conduct a follow-up study to 
explore the causes of gang behavior and 
to try to come up with suggestions for 
coping with gang violence. 


But barring some dramatic—and un- 


likely—move such as a massive pro- 
gram of federal help, Miller sees no 
immediate relief. His conclusion: "The 
likelihood that gang problems will con-, 
tinue to beset major cities during the 
next few years appears high."

The operation was once a regular part ol growing up, but today doctors are more 
skeptical ol its usefulness. Still, it is the nation's most common surgical procedure.

I 


n a hospital almost anywhere in the 


U. S. today, a 5-year-old boy is hav- 
ing his tonsils out because of a suc- 
cession of colds and sore throat, a 


few earaches. 


Will the operation really help? 
Years ago, "having the tonsils out" 


was virtually a ritual of childhood. 
Hospitals even had regular "tonsil days" 
set aside for en masse tonsil and ade- 
noid removals. The theory was that the 
tissues served no useful purpose, that 
they became foci of infection. 


The operation is still the most com- 


mon surgical procedure in the U. S. and 
one of the most controversial. One mil- 
lion tonsillectomies are performed an- 
nually even though many authorities 
are not at all certain that tonsils are 
useless. They seriously question the 
need in some, even most, cases. Also, 
the operation is not free of risk, and 
more than 300 children die each year 
Irom bleeding and other complications. 


A matter of rates 


The tonsillectomy rate varies widely. 


In one Massachusetts community, 65 
percent of the children lose their ton- 
sils; in an adjoining one, the figure is 18 
percent One study found a rate of 17 
operations 
per 10,000 
children in

per 10,000 


among Blue Cross subscribers in Kansas, 


and 70 per 10,000 for the U. 5. as a 
whole. 


lust a few months ago, the director 


of pediatrics at a major New York medi- 
cal center reported that a large per- 
centage of T&A's (tonsillectomies and 
adenoidectomies) are done unneces- 
sarilv "and do not usually correct the 
condition 
about which the mother 


complains." 


The tonsils are oval lumps of lym- 


phatic tissue, one on either side of the 
throat behind the tongue. The ade- 
noids, of similar tissue, lie in the throat 
behind the soft palate. 


The tonsils have been blamed, mis- 


takenly, for more troubles than any 
other single part of the body. Fifty 
years ago, their removal was thought 
by some to be a cure for goiter, dia- 
betes and epilepsy; as recently as 20 
years ago, there was some belief that 
tonsilleclomy was good for nightmares, 
night sweats, snoring and foul breath. 


Most commonly and persistently, 


they have been blamed for respiratory 
(roubles, and it's not hard to see why. 


Normally prominent during infancy 


and early childhood, the tonsils begin 
to diminish in size by the end of the 
first decade. Large tonsils in a small 
throat look inappropriate. Moreover, 
they are largest just when children have 
their greatest incidence of colds and 


other respiratory infections. 


For a long time, it seemed there 


must be a connection: large tonsils, 
much trouble; later, small tonsils, less 
trouble Why not, then, oprrale and 
slop trouble? 


it remained for a skeptic, Dr. Albert 


D. Kaiser of Rochester, N Y., to put 
lonsillectomy under scientific scrutiny. 
For 10 years, he kept complete records 
on the illnesses of 5000 children in two 
groups—those who had had tonsils re- 
moved and those who had not. 


Just the same 


Kaiser's investigation, reported al- 


most 20 years ago, showed no signifi- 
cant difference between the two groups 
in the number of colds, sore throats 
and other upper respiratory :nfections. 


Subsequent studies in New York City, 


Cleveland, 
and 
England 
confirmed 


Kaiser's findings. And year, ago, the 
Medical Research Council of 3ritain felt 
it necessary to observe somewhat caus- 
tically: "One cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that there is a tendency fur the 
operation to be performed as a routine 
prophylactic ritual for no particular 
reason and with no particular result." 


Unquestionably, there are children 


who urgently require tonsilleclomy or 
adenoidectomy: children who face the 
threat of heart failure from impaired 
breathing caused by very large tonsils 
or adenoids; those with greatly en- 
larged tonsils that obstruct swallowing, 
or those with enlarged adenoids thai 
produce 
breathing 
discomfort and 


speech distortion 
or 
that 
produce 


chronic or recurrent middle ear infec- 
tions associated with hearing loss or 
chronic mastoiditis. 


Such children, however, are few. 


Risk psychological harm 


Medical concern about confusing 


criteria for surgery and the huge num- 
ber of operations has been mounting. 
For one thing, there is growing appre- 
ciation that there are psychological 
risks for a child undergoing a T&A even 
under the best-managed circumstances; 
and when preparation of the child is 
inadequate or hospital management is 
insensitive, the risks may be major. 


Moreover, it now appears that it may 


be wise to preserve the tonsils if pos- 
sible, because they are one source of 
agents involved in the body's immune 
defense system, and their removal may 
weaken resistance to infections and 
other disease. At least one study by in- 
vestigators of the New York State De- 
partment of Cancer Control suggests

follow the child ourselves and observe 
a few episodes before we reach a con- 
clusion. In some children the history is 
confirmed, but in most it is not, and an 
appreciable number have no attacks 
during long periods of subsequent ob- 
servation." 


either tonsillectomy or adenoidectomy, 
and that more children meet the criteria 
for adenoidectomy alone than for ton- 
sillectomy alone or for combined T&A. 


Before the study began T&A's at Chil- 


dren's Hospital made up 9 percent of 
all surgical operations. Now they ac- 
count for only 5 percent. At the nearby 
Eye and Ear Hospital, tonsils and ade- 


noids still account for 10 percent of 
all operations. 


When the study is finished a few 


years hence and long-term comparisons 
are made between the two groups of 
children with comparable problems— 
one group operated on and the other 
not—it's expected to provide answers 
to many important questions: Do chil- 


dren with non-urgent cases 
really benefit from surgery? 
If so, exactly how and under 
what conditions? And does 
surgery involve a serious pen- 
alty in impairment 
of the 


body's immune or defense 


system? 


Meanwhile, however, the 


study indicates what many 
authorities have suspected: 
Many T&A's are performed 
needlessly. And the criteria 
for the study may well help 
physicians — and parents — 
distinguish between condi- 
tions for which surgery may 
be of possible benefit and 
those for which it is not justi- 
fied.

As A//en recalls it. "Until that evening I would 


write my material before each show. But the show 
had been doubled in length with no increase in sal- 
ary, so I thought, heck, I'm not going to work that 
hard for no money, so I'll interview people, famous 
actors, singers. 


"That night I had Doris Day scheduled for an inter- 


view and she never showed up. I'd already played 
her record and read the jokes I'd written, so, liter- 
ally in desperation, I picked up a heavy floor micro- 
phone and trundled it around the studio. All I did 
on the air was talk as I do at home." 


Not just talk—(he Allen gift for the comedy ol 


language itself made people tune into his wit. In- 
stances abound. Once when he was doing a night- 
club act and taking questions from the audience, a 
man yelled out: "I've got a quarter that says you 
don't know how to play 'The World Is Waiting for 
the Sunrise.'" Allen's answer: "What do you know 
about that—a guy with a talking quarter/" 


Says Allen: "The brain is surprised when it thinks 


it's going to get one thing and it gets something else;

At the heart of one form of my humor is to literal- 


I'm 
thinking of a time when my mother came to visit and 
wanted to see my 3-year-old son.
